Su: 

As  recauired  by  law,  1  submit  the  annual  report  of  the  State  Library 
Board  tor  tlie  yew  ending  October  SI,  1916.  It  eoniigts  of  a  brtef  Mooont  of 
fte  'work  of  tlM  Stnte  Library  for  tbe  yearp  written  by  the  ebatrman  of  the 
Ubimry  Board,  and  of  moit  of  the  report  of  the  State  Ubrariaii  to  the  board, 

w\x\i  a  special  report  of  the  department  of  archives  and  history  for  the  year 
ending;  October  31,  1918.    This  special  material  is  included  In  the  present 
report,   and  submitted  for  publication  as  a  part  thereof,  under  the  opera- 
tion or  the  law  passed  by  the  General  Assembly  of  1916  in  reference  to  the 
reports  of  the  Library  Board.    The  law  now  reads:    "The  .Library  Board 
iliall  anniially  make  a  report  to  the  Goremor  of  all  receipts  and  espendt- 
tsrea,  and  of  the  condition  of  the  library,  and  all  other  matters  in  rdatlon 
thareito  tluit  It  may  deem  ezpedieat  for  the  information  of  the  General  Aa- 
■cmbly;  and  such  reports  shall  be  transmitted  by  the  Governor  to  the  Gen- 
eral Assembly;  and  it  may  have  published  annually  as  a  part  of  its  report 
such  special  matter  as  it  may  deem  of  sufficient  value  from  an  historical 
standpoint,  provided  the  number  of  i)rinted  pages  of  the  report  of  the  Li- 
brary Board  shall  not  in  any  year  exceed  six  hundred"  (Acts  of  Assembly, 
1916,  p.  746).  TlM  special  matter  consista  of  a  list  of  Virginia  Colonial  sol- 
diera  similar  to  the  two  lists  of  Rerolntionary  soldiera  printed  as  parts  of 
tbe  reports  of  the  Library  Board  for  the  years  ending  October  81,  1911,  and 
October  31,  1912.    The  Revolutionary  lists  have  proved  extremely  valuable, 
and  it  is  thought  that  the  Colonial  list  will  also  take  high  rank  In  this  class 
of  publications.    When  printed,  it  will  rover  about  two  hundred  pages. 

From  the  librarian's  report  have  been  cut  several  paragraphs,  and 
also  (me  or  two  lists  similar  to  those  heretofore  printed,  the  design  being 
to  save  spaoe  whererer  poeslble  in  order  that  the  amount  of  money  ex- 
pended In  printins  the  library  report  may  not  be  eseessiTe. 

RECEIPTS  AND  EXPENDITURES. 

Not  connting  a  balance  of  $449.48  carried  oyer  fran  the  preceding  year. 

the  actual  receipts  of  the  "Library  Fund"  from  all  sources — sale  of  State  , 
publications,  fees  for  copying,  fines,  and  interest  on  bonds — was  $4,193.86, 
a  sura  slightly  in  excess  of  the  amount  for  the  preceding  year— to  be  ac- 
curate, 139.32.   The  sum  is  insuthcient  for  the  needs  of  the  library,  and  new 

revenue  ought  to  be  provided.    The  expenditures  were  14,648.68.  Thus

The  number  of  accessions  to  the  main  library  for  the  year  (including 
books,  pamphlets,  and  bound  periodicals,  but  not  periodicals  stiU  unbound),

The  traveling  library  dopurtnient  was  Increased  by  the  addition  of  110 
volumes,  all  of  which  were  purchased — at  a  cost  of  $82.33.  The  total  num- 
ber of  books  (including  pamphlets  and  bound  periodicals)  in  the  library

Farther  detaila  aa  to  the  booka  added  will  be  fbund  in  the  Ubrarlan'a 
report,  where  infonnatlon  la  alao  gtven  in  reference  to  the  mapap  prlntai 
and  mannacripts  secured — no  yery  gre&t  number  nor  any  one  of  peoollar  im- 
portance. No  oil  portrait  waa  aoQulred  in  the  year. 

USB  MADE  OF  TH£  LdBRARY. 

The  recorded  nae  made  of  the  library  the  paat  year  waa  aomewhat 
greater  than  It  waa  the  year  before.  The  nnmber  of  viaitora  who  came  to 

the  library — as  recorded — was  27,230,  as  against  26,025  the  year  before;  the 
number  of  books  served  was  27.074,  as  against  23,928  the  year  before;  and 
the  number  of  books  lent  for  home  use  was  was  9,787,  as  against  8,919  the 
year  before.  The  unrecorded  use  made  of  the  central  collection  of  books 
and  of  the  manuscripts — and  under  this  head  comes  mainly  the  use  of  the 
library  by  reaearch  workera,  who  will  probably  pnbliih  the  reaulta  of  their 
in-veatlgationa— la  report»4  to  have  been  about  the  aame  aa  heretofbre,  aa 
waa  the  number  of  lettera  written  in  reaponae  to  reaneata  for  intbrmation. 
The  use  made  of  the  traveling  library  collections  was  somewhat  less  than 
it  was  the  preceding  year  owing,  it  is  thought,  to  the  fact  that  the  condi- 
tion of  many  of  the  books  sent  out  for  a  large  part  of  the  preceding  year  was 
so  unattractive,  because  of  ov*  i  use,  as  to  prevent  not  a  few  of  the  local  as- 
sociations from  continuing  to  borrow.  However,  many  of  these  books  were 
rebound  in  the  aummer  of  1916,  and  the  department  ia  now  getting  the  bene- 
Ht  of  this  policy.  More  applicationa  are  being  made  for  the  librariee  luat  at 
preaent  than  haa  been  the  caae  for  some  yearn  paat 

CATALOQUINQ  THii:  LIBRARY. 

IVbrk  on  the  oatalouge  went  forward  aa  steadily  aa  dreumatanoea  per- 
mitted. There  are  two  oataloguera  in  the  library,  but  they  were  called  on 

so  frequently  to  assist  in  other  work  than  that  pertaining  peculiarly  to 
their  positions  that  in  the  aggregate  only  the  number  of  hours  of  one  per- 
son working  full  time  was  spent  in  cataloguing.  Practically  all  the  current 
accessions  were  catalogui'd  and  the  class  philosophy,  begun  the  preceding 
year,  was  completed.  Measured  iu  number  of  cards  written,  the  results  ac- 
oompliahed  were  alightly  in  emcaaa  of  thoae  of  the  preceding  year.  There 
are  now  In  the  publlo  catalogue  179,080  carda. 
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PUBLICATIONS  OF  THE  LIBRARY. 

The  year  was  one  of  unusual  interest  bo  far  as  the  publlntloiia  of  the 
Uhnrj  are  concerned.  It  wm  BignallMd  hy  the  appoaranoe  of  the  ISth  and 
last  vidnme  of  the  "JoanuUs  of  the  Honea  of  Bmrgoiica,''  and  ot  two  taaneo 
of  the  UbreiT  Bulletin  of  mudi  more  than  nmial  Intereat  and  valne,  namely, 

the  '^IMlocraphy  of  Virginia,  Part  1"  and  "Virginia  Countlea:    Those  Be- 

sultlng  from  Virginia  Legislation."  Work  Is  now  being  pressed  on  the 
"Bibliography  of  Virginia.  Part  2,"  and  on  the  first  yoluxne  of  the  "Journals 
of  the  Council." 

MORS  SPACB  ABSGLUTBLT  NBCBBSART. 

It  was  the  design  of  the  Llhrary  Board  to  ask  the  General  Aasonhly 

of  IflC  to  appropriate  a  sufficient  amount  of  money  to  pay  for  the  erection 
of  a  second  tier  of  stacks  in  the  room  in  the  library  which  was  originally 
the  reading  room,  but  which  it  was  necessary  a  few  years  ago  to  convert 
into  an  additional  stack  room.  A  competent  architect  having  reported, 
however,  that  the  floor  was  hardly  strong  enough  to  bear  the  added  weight, 
thia  deatsn  waa  alMndooed.  In  addltlmi.  It  waa  found  hy  the  arehiteot  en- 
joyed hr  tbe  State  Building  Committee  (provided  for  hy  the  General  As^ 
asnsMy  of  1916)  that  the  floor  of  the  main  stack  room  of  the  library  was 
carrying  about  as  much  welg^  aa  could  be  placed  on  it  without  danger  of 
causing  deflection  of  the  beams  and  cracking  of  the  celling  of  tho  rooms  be- 
low. Acting  on  the  advice  of  a  member  of  the  committee,  the  librarian 
caused  to  be  removed  to  the  basement  of  the  building  books  weighing  about 
4iL00O  pounds.  Hence  it  is  not  thought  that  there  is  now  any  immediate 
rtumm  of  the  ooeurrenoe  of  the  deflection  referred  to.  These  hooks  are, 
howevur.  not  now  available  for  use,  and  It  Is  absolutely  necessary,  on  account 
of  the  growth  of  the  library,  as  well  aa  of  the  shifting  of  the  books  from 
tte  ■rehivee  room  to  make  place  for  the  manuscripts  to  be  collected  thme 
as  soon  as  tho  stool  shelving  and  filing  cases  provided  for  by  the  last  General 
Assembly  are  erected  in  that  room,  to  put  back  in  the  stack  room  very  soon 
a  great  part  of  the  40.000  pounds  removed.  It  is  only  a  question  of  a  few 
years  when  the  weight  will  be  as  great  as  before,  carrying  with  it  danger — 
not.  Indeed,  of  damage  to  any  person,  for  If  ovcT'loaded  the  beama  would 
only  be  bent,  not  broken,  but  of  an  unsightly  appearance  of  the  building  In 
some  of  Its  parts.  The  conclusion  of  the  whole  matter  la,  that  more  ample 
quartern  mnet  be  provided  for  the  library  at  the  earlleat  moment  prao- 
ticabie. 

The  Library  no;ud  invito  iho  jjersonal  visitation  and  inspection  of  the 
library  by  your  fcJxcelieucy  and  the  members  of  the  General  Assembly  of 
Virginia.

I  b«f«  the  luHior  to  sntmlt  the  foUofwIiig  report  of  the  work  done  In  the 
Virgliila  State  Library  for  the  year  ending  October  SI,  19H  As  heretofore* 
a  few  aogiwtlons  for  the  fatnre  are  Intereperaed. 

CHANGE  IN  FORM  OF  TUB  PR£SfiNT  REPORT. 

For  the  past  ten  years  it  has  been  customary  to  incorporate  in  the  an- 
nual raporte  of  the  State  Librarian  the  reports  made  to  the  librarian  by  the 
heads  of  the  several  departments  of  the  Uhrary.  In  the  ease  of  the  pnsMtt 
report,  however,  the  nmenitliil  information  given  in  the  reports  made  to  me 

by  my  aesistants  will  be  presented  In  my  own  report,  and  the  other  reports 

will  not  be  embraced  in  full  and  recommended  for  publication.  The  change 
18  made  in  order  to  save  space  and  to  attain  proper  proportion.  The  reports 
of  my  assistants  are,  however,  submitted  in  full  to  the  board  for  their  con- 
sideration. 

GROWTH  OF  THB  LIBRARY. 

The  number  of  books,  pamphlets,  and  bound  periodicals  added  during 
the  year  to  the  main  collection  was  3,802,  of  which  2,717  were  acquired  by 
gift  or  exchange,  374  were  bound  Tolumes  of  periodicals  acquired  before  In 
serial  form  hut  not  permanently  aooessloned  nntll  heond,  and  812  were  pnr*. 
chased.  The  hooks  pnrchased  cost  $948.69.  Add  to  this  flgnre  |6f2.05,  the 
cost  of  sabecriptions  to  periodicals  for  the  year,  and  1429.65,  the  cost  or 
binding  periodicals,  and  the  total  cost  of  book  acquisitions  for  the  year  la 
found  to  be  $1,935.29.  The  figures  to  be  compared  with  these  for  the  pre- 
ceding year  are:  4.602,  the  number  of  accessions  (3.535  secured  through 
gift  and  exchange,  298  from  binding,  and  769  by  purchase) ;  $966.98,  the 
cost  of  books  purchased;  $539.81,  the  cost  of  subscriptions  to  periodicals; 
1807.08,  the  cost  of  binding;  and  $1^18.86,  the  total  cost  of  hook  aoqnlsi- 
tlons. 

The  number  of  hooks  added  to  the  traveling  Uhrary  department  was 

110,  all  of  which  were  purchased.   The  coat  was  $82.33. 

The  total  number  of  books  (including  pamphlets  and  bound  periodicals) 
in  the  Library  on  October  31.  1916.  was  111,  115. 

The  maps  accessioned  during  the  year  numbered  149,  all  of  which  ex- 
cept one  were  presented.  The  one  bought  is  a  photoetat  copy  of  the  first 
edition  of  BUhop  James  lisdlson's  msp  o0  TlrgUila  (1807),  the  price  paid 
for  It  being  |8 JO. 
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No  oil  portraits  were  added,  and  only  seventeen  photographs  and  prints, 
of  which  twelve  were  purchased,  at  a  cost  of  |2.50,  and  five  were  presented. 

The  manuscripts  added  numbered  32,  of  which  30  were  presented.  Two 
wtn  ptmSumd  at  a  ooct  of  |15. 

NOTABLB  A0CB8SI0N8— BOOKS  AND  NEWSPAPBRa 

The  most  valuable  accession  for  the  year  consisted  of  files — not  abso- 
lutely complete,  however — of  the  Staunton  "Spectator"  for  the  years  1863- 
1881,  of  the  Staunton  "Vindicator"  for  the  years  1860-1881,  and  of  the  "Val- 
ley Virginian"  for  the  years  1865-1881,  purchased  from  Mr.  Charles  W.  Pru- 
for,  of  StMmton,  Ya^  for  |76.  Montton  may  alto  be  made  <i<  a  llle  of  tbe 
Bkhnoiid  TTtaMfl,"  bound  in  four  Tolnmeo,  and  aeeinlngly  oomplotOr  €K' 
tending  from  April,  1865,  through  April,  1866,  pnrdiaaed  from  Mrs.  Thomas 
Boiling,  of  Richmond,  for  |12.

CATALOGUINO. 

The  number  of  titles  catalogued  in  the  past  year  was  3,217;  the  num- 
ber catalogued  the  previous  year  was  2,081.  The  number  of  volumes  cata- 
logued and  placed  on  the  shelves  was  5.483;  for  the  previous  year  the  number 
was  5,731.  The  number  of  cards  written  was  13.797 :  the  preceding  year  13,- 
ns  «m  written.  The  total  number  of  cards  in  the  public  catalogue  now 
1sm,4»6. 

The  cataloguing  of  boolm  hi  the  class  philosophy,  on  which  a  beginning 

had  been  made  the  pieeeding  year,  was  completed,  and  a  large  part  of  the 
eollection  of  Virginians  was  attended  to.  In  addition,  there  were  catalogtied 
practically  all  the  current  accessions.  The  time  spent  In  cataloguing 
amounted  to  only  the  working  hours  of  one  person  for  the  year.  Since  there 
are  two  cataloguers,  it  follows  that  on  the  average  one-half  the  time  of 
<Mh  was  spent  in  doing  other  work.  This  work  was,  in  the  main,  assisting 
St  tte  ref erenee  dedc,  putting  books  after  use  in  their  proper  places  on  the 
ihslves,  filing  cards,  accessioning  books,  anA  aiding  in  the  preparation  of 
eereral  numbers  of  the  Library  Bulletin. 

The  classes  that  remain  to  be  classified  and  catalogued  are  as  r^rted 
is  1916,  with  the  exception  of  philosophy. 
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PUBLICATIONS  OF  THE  LIBRARY. 

Volume  13  of  the  "Journals  of  the  House  of  Burgesaes,"  the  last  of  the 
series,  containing  such  remains  of  journals  of  tho  House  of  Burgesses  from 
1619  through  1658-9,  and  such  papers  of  the  House  and  of  the  General  Assem- 
bly as  a  whole  aa  could  be  found,  with  a  general  index,  came  out  the  latter  part 
M  a  vliola  M  could  1»  fowid,  with  a  general  Index,  cuna  oat  tte  latter  part 
of  FabnuuT'  Tb%  Oeneml  Anenibly  of  Ylrglnla  at  the  1M€  MMloa  mada 
an  appropriation  for  the  pnOllcatlon  of  the  companion  Jonmalo  of  the  Coun- 
cil of  Colonial  Virginia  sitting  as  a  branch  of  the  General  Aioembly.  and 
work  is  now  going  forward  on  the  first  volume  of  the  set,  the  general  style 
of  which  is  to  follow,  according  to  instruction  of  the  Library  Board,  that  of 
the  "Journals  of  the  House  of  Burgesses."  Since  it  has  been  determined  to 
omit  in  printing  the  Council  journals  the  speeches,  communications,  etc., 
whldi  have  already  been  printed  in  the  Bouse  jooraahi,  only  referencea  to  the 
proper  pagea  of  the  Honae  Joomala  bdnc  given.  It  la  thonght  that  all  the 
Oonndl  Jonmala  may  be  printed  In  two  Tolnmea  uH  tnm  600  to  060  pagea  each. 
Work  on  the  first  volume  has  been  delayed  by  the  slowness  in  getting  tran-' 
acriptB  from  England  and  my  disinclination  to  begin  printing  before  a  suffi- 
cient amount  of  copy  was  in  hand  to  make  up  a  good  sized  volume  at  any 
rate,  if  not  one  of  600  or  650  pages.  However,  the  printers  are  now  actually 
at  work  on  the  book,  and — if  nothing  unforeseen  happens — it  will  be  out 
by  the  flrat  of  next  March. 

The  *Wbllography  of  Virginia,  Fart  V  (Noa.  2,  8  and  4  of  toL  8  of  the 
Bnllettn  of  the  Virginia  State  Library),  waa  laaned  In  March  of  the  paat 
year.  It  Is  a  rdnme  of  737  octavo  pages,  and  contains  the  titles  of  seven 
thousand  books  arranged  alphabetically  by  authors,  with  a  complete  index  of 
subjects.  To  the  intelligent  and  thorough  use  of  the  collection  of  Vlrginiana 
in  the  Virginia  State  Library,  this  volume  is  a  necessity,  and  it  will  al.so  be 
ezoeedingly  helpful  to  persons  collecting  books  by  Virginians  or  books  about 
Virginia.  Work  la  now  being  pushed  on  the  'bibliography,  Fart  8."  which 
will  contain  a  fall  Hat  of  the  offldal  pnbUcatlona  of  the  State  of  Virginia. 
Thla  Tolvme  will  be  even  larger  than  the  preceding  Yolmne,  and  my  IntflB- 
'  tlon  la.  If  not  otherwise  Instructed  by  the  Library  Board,  to  publish  it  the 
present  yenr  as  all  four  numbers  of  the  Bulletin,  .\fter  the  publication  of 
this  work  it  is  my  hope  to  cut  down  the  expense  of  publishing  the  Library 
Bulletin,  so  that  more  money  may  be  expended  in  the  purthase  of  books. 

••Virginia  Counties:  Those  Resulting  from  Virginia  Legislation."  by 
Morgan  P.  HiMnoon,  ArchlTlat  (Virginia  State  Library  Bolletln,  Td.  0.  Noa. 
1,  8,  and  8),  made  Ita  appearance  early  In  October,  but  la  only  now  being 
dlatribnted  becauae  It  waa  decided.  In  order  to  aaTe  poatage.  to  send  out 
No.  4  of  vol.  9  of  the  Bulletin,  *Trench  Newapapera  In  the  Virginia  State 
Library."  by  E.  G.  Swem.  at  the  same  time.  "Virginia  Counties"  contains 
284  pages,  with  maps  and  charts.  This  Bulletin  makes  its  special  appeal  to 
workers  in  local  history.  To  examiners  of  titles  and  to  genealogists  it  will 
be  of  peculiar  use.  In  order  to  get  back  a  part  at  least  of  the  money  ex- 
ponded  In  the  publication  of  the  <*BlbIlograpby  of  Virginia,  Fart  1,"  and  the 
Tlrglnla  Oountlea,''  I  hare  put  the  price  of  one  dollar  on  each,  and  have 
prepared  a  deacrlpUve  circular  which  I  hope  win  hare  a  tendency  to  In- 
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As  for  the  "French  Newspapers  In  the  Virginia  State  Library,"  thongh 
it  is  a  much  slighter  work  than  either  of  the  preceding,  it  is  of  value  as  in- 
dicating to  some  extent  the  variety  of  the  collections  of  the  Virginia  State 
Library  and  as  advertising  a  file  of  newspapers  believed  to  k>e  almost  unique 
tn  America. 

FUBLICITT. 

It  te  a        recognized  fSut  that  constant  adTertlaeiiMiit  Is  enential  to 

the  expansion  of  any  business.  The  business  conducted  by  a  library  is  that 
of  getting  the  books  on  its  shelves  read  by  ever  increasing  numbers  and  used 
more  and  more  productively  by  serious  students.  It  must  be  admitted  that 
heretofore  not  a  very  great  deal  in  the  way  of  advertisement  has  been  at- 
tempted by  tllis  library,  partly  because  it  hae  been  thought  by  your  present 
UlNrarlaa  that  for  lone  time  it  would  be  tbe  part  of  wladom  to  we  up  al- 
■mt  the  antire  energy  of  the  ftaff  ot  the  library  In  putting  onr  eoUeettona 
in  abnlate  order.  However,  advertleement  hea  not  been  entirely  neglected. 
Whenever  called  on  I  have  read  papers  on  the  subject  of  the  State  Library 
before  audiences  in  various  parts  of  the  State  and  have  written  articles  for 
various  pu.^iications.  In  addition,  lists  of  accessions  of  books  have  been 
regularly  published  in  the  daily  papers  of  Richmond.  The  past  year  these 
tforti  wara  kept  up.  I  read  one  paper  before  a  literary  and  eoeial  organlsar 
tion  and  prepared  one  whleh  waa  printed  in  the  Urst  number  of  *'8eho61 
Progr— "  (October,  1916),  pnUiehed  at  Bloiom,  Acoomac  County.  ▲  elnnt- 
ler  letter  was  sent  out  from  the  library  in  the  month  of  October  to  every 
woman  In  the  State  known  to  be  a  member  of  a  study  club,  giving  infor- 
mation as  to  how  persons  may  become  borrowers  from  the  State  Library. 
Enclosed  with  this  letter  were  a  ropy  of  the  circular  printed  several  years 
ago  giving  the  rules  ot  the  library  and  other  information  in  reference  to  it 
and  also  eaida  uied  by  p««ons  applying  for  enrollment  aa  borrowers.  Only 
a  W9A  or  tan  dagre  ago  a  letter  was  sent  to  eaeh  one  of  the  county  agento  in 
homa  demonstration  work  in  Virginia,  the  work  which  is  being  conducted 
by  the  Extension  Department  of  the  Virginia  Agricultural  and  Mechanical 
College  and  Polytechnic  Institute  and  Tnltod  States  Department  of  Agri- 
culture co-operating.  With  each  letter  went  full  sets  of  the  circulars,  cards, 
and  blanks  used  by  this  library  in  the  conduct  of  the  work  both  of  the 
main  library  and  the  traveling  library  department.  Undoubtedly,  these 
agnrta  will  do  not  a  little  in  adTertlsIng  the  library.  At  the  beginning  of 
the  year  a  printed  drcnlar  waa  sent  to  eadi  newspaper  in  the  Slate,  with 
tlie  reqaast  that  it  be  published,  giving  an  account  of  the  United  States 
Bureau  of  Bducation's  reading  courses  and  the  work  which  the  Virginia 
State  Library  wn«?  prepared  to  do  in  connection  therewith.  Many  of  the 
papers  printed  the  circular,  and  we  now  have  not  a  few  requests  for  the 
books  used  in  the  course. 

In  order  to  give  further  publicity  to  this  circular  and  a  permanency 
that  it  would  not  otherwise  have,  it  is  reprinted  here,  as  follows: 

"The  Home  Education  Division  of  the  United  States  Bureau  of  Educa- 
tion is  performing  a  very  useful  senriea  In  the  preparation  of  eonrsea  of 
reeding  on  Tarlona  topics.  So  flur,  ten  such  reading  courses  have  been  pre- 
pared, including  such  topics  as  the  following:  biogrsphy,  history,  Ameriimn 
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literature,  great  lictiou,  etc  All  that  the  person  intending  to  take  one  of 
tbm&  wmm  htm  to  do  ta  to  write  to  the  Commissioner  of  Educatipu,  Wash- 
Inston,  D.  aod  ask  for  tho  lltt  of  books  In  that  oourse  or.  If  he  baa  not 
mado  a  seleetion,  ask  for  information  as  to  the  sereral  oooiaes. 

If  the  person  is  willing  to  stand  an  easy  examination  on  the  oonrse  when 
oompleted,  and  if  by  passing  this  eiamination  he  fomishss  satisia^story  evi- 
dence of  having  read  the  books  intelligently,  he  can  secure  a  certificate  for 
the  course,  signed  by  the  Commissioner  of  Education.  This  certificate,  be- 
sides being  a  gratifying  evidence  of  the  completion  of  an  undertaking,  might 
possibly  be  of  value  to  the  holder  in  enabling  him  to  secure  a  coveted  posi- 
tion over  a  rival  who  could  not  furnish  such  evidence  of  his  interest  in  read- 
ing. It  is  very  generally  recognised  among  employers  that  the  reader  of  good 
literature  is  much  more  likely  than  the  non-reader  to  be  mentally  alert  and 
oonsequently  effldent  The  main  benefit,  however,  of  the  ooqrse  is  not  to 
be  measured  in  this  way.  but  in  the  intellectual  and  aplritual  advantage 
which  comes  from  having  read  systematically  a  number  of  good  books  se- 
lected by  experts. 

These  courses  are  now  being  taken  by  people  all  over  the  United  States 
— not  only  young  people,  but  old  people  as  well — and  much  good  is  being  ac- 
complished. The  main  obstacle  to  the  very  rapid  increase  in  the  numbers 
enrolled  as  readers  is  the  dUBeulty  of  obtaining  the  books.  Sq  ually  is  this 
true  so  far  as  rural  districts  are  concerned,  and  such  towns  as  have  no  li- 
braries. A  few  may  buy  the  books  given  in  the  lists,  but  those  who  do  not 
find  it  convenient  to  buy  are  in  the  great  majority.  Nor  may  the  books  be 
borrowed  from  the  Bureau  of  Education.  The  Bureau  is  not  by  law  allowed 
to  lend  books  as  does  a  circulating  library.  All  that  it  can  do  is  to  suggest 
the  books  that  ought  to  be  read  and  to  give  certificates  to  those  who  have 
completed  the  courses  satisfactorily. 

It  has  been  suggested  to  the  Librarian  of  the  Virginia  State  Library  that 
80  far  as  Virginia  Is  concerned  the  State  Library  can  accomplish  much  to- 
ward supplying  the  needed  books  in  this  State.  The  suggestion  Is  un- 
doubtedly a  good  one.  The  Library  has  a  large  collection  of  booki^  and  the 
rules  of  the  Institution  are  such  that  practically  every  responsible  person  In 
the  State,  over  eighteen  years  of  age,  may,  without  much  formality,  become 
enrolled  as  a  borrower,  and  those  under  eighteen  may  easily  borrow  through 
their  parents  or  teachers.  At  the  same  time,  books  are  now  being  carried 
in  the  mails  at  parcel  post  rates,  so  that  a  reader  may  secure  his  books  at 
a  very  small  expense. 

It  would  take  too  long  to  give  here  the  rules  governing  the  use  of  the 
books  of  the  State  Library  and  the  enrollment  of  persons  as  borrowers.  The 
object  of  this  notice  is  to  give  information  as  to  \ho  work  being  done  by 
the  Bureau  of  Education  and  as  to  the  ability  and  the  desire  of  the  Library 
to  co-operate  by  lending  to  readers  in  the  State  the  necessary  books. 

Those  interested  should  apply  to  the  Commissioner  of  Education,  Wash- 
ington, D.  C,  for  further  information  as  to  the  reading  courses,  and  to  the 
Librarian  of  the  Virginia  State  Library,  Richmond,  Virginia,  for  dreular 
giving  the  rules  governing  the  use  of  the  Library  and  tor  cards  to  be  signed 
in  the  process  of  becoming  borrowers. 

It  may  be  that  this  notice  wiU  be  seen  by  some  who  will  not  wish  to 
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tate  tile  rurtllng  courses,  but  who  would  like  to  bmma  enrolled  as  borrowen 
inm  the  Ylfgiiila  State  library.  If  ao,  Umf  aluHild  let  tbeir  wlabes  be 
known.  The  mathoriUea  of  the  Library  are  alnoerely  dealrona  of  extending 
jtKj  Sfeatly  the  nae  of  the  Library.'* 

USB  MADE  OF  THB  LI6RABT. 

The  nunber  of  packages  of  books  sent  by  parcels  poet  to  borrowers  away 

from  Richmond  was  993.  as  against  642  the  preceding  year.  The  average 
number  of  books  in  a  package  was  probably  3.  Hence  the  borrowers  from 
the  library  living  away  from  Richmond  used  about  2,000  books  secured  by 
mail,  to  which  number  should  be  added  about  lUO  books  sent  by  express,  for 
occasionally  borrowers  prefer  that  books  be  sent  by  express.  The  subjoined 
tiUe  gives  the  total  nvmber  of  Tisltors  to  the  Ubmy  for  the  year— the  term 
'Mritof^'  beln^  applied  both  to  the  person  who  comes  to  the  library  to  read 
or  itody,  and  to  the  one  who  comes  to  look  at  the  varloiis  ob)eeta  of  In- 
terest— the  total  nomber  of  books  served,  and  the  total  number  circulated. 
There  was  an  Increase  In  each  one  of  these  totals  over  the  flgoree  for  the 
preceding  year. 

The  number  of  letters  written  in  response  to  inquiries,  all  the  letters  ex- 
cept those  pertaining  to  traveling  library  matters  being  prepared  in  the  li- 
tmrlan'iB  oflloe^  though  the  Information  may  be  collected  by  Tarloas  mem> 
ten  of  the  staff,  was  probably  about  the  same  as  In  past  years.  Certainly  It 
vif  no  smaller. 

The  number  of  persons  who  came  to  the  library  to  nse  the  manu- 
script  collection  was  about  the  same  as  for  the  preceding  year.  No  sta- 
tistics were  kept,  however,  distinct  from  the  statistici?  as  to  the  number  of 
visitors  to  the  library  for  all  purposes,  the  manuscripts  being  at  present 
scattered  in  different  parts  of  the  library.  When  the  work  of  furnishing  the 
arrives  rootn  with  metal  shelving  and  filing  oases  Is  completed  and  the 
tiaasfar  to  Uiat  room  of  snch  of  the  manwwrlpt  material  of  the  library  as 
is  Bot  already  there  is  made,  a  register  will  be  provided  for  the  signature  of 
Tlrfton^  so  that  in  the  future  more  aoenracy  of  statement  In  this  respect 
■ay  be  eipected.

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WORK  OF  THB  DEPARTMENT  OF  SBRIAL8. 


Work  in  this  dapartment  was  vwy  heaTy  throoghoiit  Um  ymr,  sad  es- 
pecially 80  after  tbe  first  of  March,  when  the  speelal  appropriation  oC  $1,600 
made  by  the  last  General  Assembly  for  binding  became  available.  The  head 
of  this  department  has  supervision  of  all  the  binding  done  for  the  library  ex- 
cept the  rebindlng  of  the  traveling  library  books.  Each  volume  of  maga- 
zines or  other  i^eriodicals  has  before  delivery  to  tbe  binder  to  be  collated  and 
instructions  written  on  a  card  as  to  the  style  of  binding  to  he  used.  When 
fhs  Tifliime  Is  retnmed,  It  has  to  be  carafully  eacamlned  to  see  whether  the 
Instmetiona  haTs  been  followed  and  the  work  wsll  done.  Each  printed  book 
sent  out  for  rebindlng  or  repair  has  to  receivB  this  same  Icind  of  attoitlon 
both  when  sent  and  when  returned;  and  each  manuscript  book  has  to  receive 
a  page  by  page  examination  In  order  to  determine  whether  or  not  the  book 
may  be  bound  in  Richmond  or  whether  it  would  be  advisable  to  send  it  to 
the  £]mery  Record  Preserving  Company,  of  Taunton,  Massachusetts.  In  ad- 
dition to  tills  unusual  amount  of  work  in  caring  for  the  binding,  the  usual 
routine  work  of  the  department  In  attending  to  all  serials  aa  fh«f  came  ln» 
In  wrttlns  postal  cards  of  Inquiry  when  the  d^lrenr  of  serials  was  delajed, 
and  In  furnishing  these  serlala  to  readers  when  called  for*  had  to  be  donsu 
Consequently,  it  was  found  necessary  to  provide  as  much  assistance  as  pos- 
sible for  the  member  of  the  staff  who  usually  does  the  work  of  the  depart- 
ment unaided.  The  two  apprentices  in  the  library  the  past  year  helped  con- 
siderably in  the  work,  and  after  their  time  was  out  one  of  them  was  regu- 
larly employed  at  a  small  salary  as  an  assistant,  the  money  being  <riitalned 
from  the  salaries  of  sudi  of  the  regular  employees  of  the  library  as  were  ab- 
sent from  the  library  a  greater  length  of  time  than  Is  allowed  by  order  of 
the  Ldhrary  Board  and  latterly  from  the  $1,600  appropriation  itself,  the  Audi- 
tor Public  Accounts  having  ruled  that  such  payment  was  legitimate.  It  may 
also  be  said,  in  passing,  that  he  ruled  that  it  was  legitimate  to  pay  out  of 
this  fund  Insurance  on  books  and  manuscripts  while  away  from  the  library 
to  be  rebound.  Consequently  all  this  material  was  kept  insured  from  tbe 
time  It  left  the  library  till  U  returned.

WOBK  OF  THB  TRAVBLING  LIBRARY  DEPARTMBNT. 

Ite  gtatlstics  for  the  traveling  library  de^artmeiit  show  a  tnUiiig  off 

85  compared  with  the  statistics  for  the  preceding  year,  the  number  of  conn- 
ties  in  which  there  were  library  stations  being  70.  as  against  76  the  year 
before:  the  number  of  stations  (for  general,  school,  and  special  libraries), 
179.  as  against  206  the  year  before;  and  the  total  number  of  libraries  fur- 
iMMd,  tH,  as  against  208  the  year  before.  In  the  opinion  of  the  head  of 
the  traveUag  library  department— and  I  think  that  he'  is  correct— this  de- 
crease is  to  be  aooonnted  for  by  the  poor  pbyaleal  condition  of  the  books  the 
preceding  year.  Many  of  the  books  were  much  worn  and  soiled,  presenting 
a  very  unattractive  appearance.   Consequently,  there  was  a  tendency  on  the 

• 

part  of  local  library  associations — the  bodies  to  whom  the  traveling  libraries 
are  sent — to  allow  their  privileges  as  borrowers  to  become  dormant.  How- 
ev^.  in  the  summer  of  1916,  the  books  were  put  by  the  rebinding  of  such 
as  BMwnert  to  need  ft  most  into  comparatiTely  good  physteal  oonditlon,  at  . 
a  eoak  of  $868.60;  so  that  the  general  libraries  sent  ont  from  that  time  on 
•ad  an  the  aeliool  libraries  ssnt  out  last  year  oonsisted  In  the  main  of  books 
not  only  attractive  in  content  but  also  attractive  in  appearance.  The  re- 
sult is  that  there  has  been  since  the  schools  opened  this  fall  an  enlarged  de- 
mand for  the  llbrarins.  and  it  is  believed  that  the  statistics  for  the  year  just 
entered  on  will  be  satisfactory.  The  attractiyeness  of  the  appearance  of  a 
book  has  a  good  deal  of  weight — and  Justly  so— not  only  with  children,  but 
also  wtth  readers  of  matnrer  yean. 

In  tbia  year.  110  yolames  wm  added  to  the  books  In  the  department— 
all  by  ynrdiaM.  The  year  befora  only  79  wera  added.  Tliere  ara  In  the  do* 
fSfliirflrf  (Not.  1, 1016)  11,966  books.  Not  all  of  them,  however,  are  in  oon- 
dttkm  to  be  lent  ont  and  some  of  them  are  eren  too  dilapidated  to  be  re- 
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iMNmd.  They  will  have  to  be  permanently  discarded.  If  there  is  no  ohjec- 
ttoB  im  tiM  part  €f  tke  awmbm  oC  tiM  1»e«i4. 1  rinll  mbA  liMiB»  ivitM  &  tew 
tm  the  central  inmor  i&  a  almilar  coadltlon,  to  the  BMiwma  Cttj  Hoomu 
wlMrt,  I  am  Infoimed  by  the  ■vj^erlalnidflttl  of  the  home,  thcjr  wUl  be  ao- 
ceptable. 

THE  DHSPARTMENT  OF  ARCHIVBS  AND  HISTORY. 

The  work  of  furnishing  certiiied  copies  of  Revolutionary  and  otlier  rec- 
ords to  applicants  and  the  correspondence  arising  in  connection  with  it 
proved  so  tlme-eonaiimliig  when  conducted  by  the  head  of  the  department 
of  ardilTee  and  history  that  on  March  SO,  191f»  I  traneferred  all  this  work  to 
my  ofBce.  and  the  Library  Board  at  their  meeting  held  the  5th  of  April* 
1916.  approved  this  transfer  by  the  adoption  of  the  following  resolutlom:. 
"Resolved:  That  it  is  the  sense  of  this  board  that  the  State  archivist  bp  re- 
quired to  give  his  whole  time  to  the  arrangement  and  handling  of  the  menu- 
scripts  in  his  department;  provided,  that  the  librarian  may  in  his  discre- 
tion assign  him  to  different  work  from  time  to  time."  I  took,  it  for  granted 
that  tt  was  the  wish  of  the  board  that  the  arehlrist  thonld  complete  the  mono- 
graph on  the  Virginia  counties  on  which  he  had  been  for  some  time  encaged. 
This  work  was  handed  the  Public  Printer  on  Jane  SO,  and  was  printed  as 
numbers  1.  2,  and  3  of  Tolume  9  of  the  Library  Bulletin.  Of  tho  value  of 
the  work  mention  has  already  been  made  in  this  report.  Putting  it  throu?rli 
the  press  required  three  months,  80  that  the  Bulletin  was  not  deUvered  un- 
til the  30th  of  September. 

To  show  the  amount  of  work  done  in  connection  with  the  military  rec- 
ords 1  quote  from  the  report  of  the  archivist  made  to  me  as  State  Librarian: 

"ThUm  report  covers  the  work  of  flmilBhlaK  nerttfled  copies  of  .tetolii- 
thmary  records  only  from  November  1,  IMS,  to  March  SO,  lOlf.  In  that 
period  of  approximately  ftre  months,  the  deportment  eameA  In  fees  tho  sunt 
of  three  hundred  and  thirty-three  dollars  and  flfteen  cents  ($333.15).  wh':<A 
entailed  the  writine:  of  eight  hundred  and  fifty-seven  (857)  letters  and  the 
preparation  of  two  hundred  and  twenty-three  (223)  certified  copies,  ".vhlch 
correspondence  was  with  forty-live  (45)  States  (the  District  of  Columbia. 
Hawaii,  aud  the  Philippine  Islands  being  counted  as  States)  and  two  foreign 
coont^les  COsnada  and  France)."  ' 

Since  the  transfer  of  the  work  to  my  ollloe^  no  record  was  kept  of  the 
nnmber  of  letters  written  or  of  certiflcates  famished,  bat  the  aasount  of 
money  taken  in  was  fSlSJO.  Thns  the  Whole  amdoBt  taken  In  for  the  year 
was  1640.48. 

Becanse  of  his  attention  both  to  the  routine  connected  with  tho  furnish- 
ing of  military  records  and  to  the  preparation  and  publication  of  the  mono- 
graph on  Virginia  counties,  the  archivist  was  unable  for  the  greater  part  of 
the  year  to  devote  any  great  amount  of  time  to  purely  archival  work.  How- 
ever, not  a  little  was  accomplished  In  this  fsepect,  since  I  provided  when- 
ever possible  assistants  to  work  nnder  the  soperrlslon  of  tin  archivist  and 
In  this  way  to  add  to  the  archival  work  whldi  he  hlmsslf  found  opportunity 
to  da  First,  during  the  Christmas  holidays  a  young  man  was  engaged— > 
the  same  who  had  done  good  work  In  thn  department  the  summer  before, 
as  is  recorded  in  the  report  for  the  year  ending  October  31,  1915— who  rc- 
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vorkfld  four  boxes  of  the  Bounty  Warrant  file.   Second,  two  yoang  ladies 

were  employed,  one  from  May  22  to  August  1,  working  part  time,  and  the 
other  from  July  1  to  August  1.  working  whole  time.  The  archivist  reports 
as  follows  on  their  work  and  on  his  expectations  in  reference  to  the  file  of 
papers  on  which  they  were  engaged: 

"Both  of  thase  young  ladles  continued  with  the  department  until  August 
1  ana  gaT9  tbelr  whole  attentloii  to  pladiis  In  properly  marked  'jaekete' 
(foiden)  addttknu  to  our  County  Petition  flle^  aeeemUed  from  varioiia 
sources  to  the  number  of  five  thousand  nine  hundred  and  eighty-three 
(5,983),  which  were  sub-classified  under  counties  and  subjects.  .  .  .  With  the 
fifteen  thousand  five  hundred  papers  of  this  classification  already  in  'jack- 
»^ts/  it  will  be  seen  that  this  tile  now  contains  approximately  twenty-one 
thousand  (21.000)  petitions,  in  addition  to  their  accompanying  papers, 
which  are  being  arranged  In  a  general  chronolgy,  irrespective  of  subject  and 
gBQgraphtcal  dlstrtbntion.  In  addition  to  the  papers  already  in  this  filer 
there  wlU  be  the  other  addlttons  noted  abore  as  eipected  to  develop  from  a 
working  of  the  Bzeentlre  Papers  file  and  the  Bxecutlve  CommnnieatlonB 
file.  Once  this  re-arrangement  Is  complete,  an  analytical  index  will  be  pre- 
pared, and  they  will  then  probably  prove  to  be  the  most  valuable  file  of  pa- 
pers in  the  library,  and  certainly  the  most  used,  with  the  exception  of  the 
papers  carrying  the  records  of  Revolutionary  soldiers,  as  the  tile  contains 
diU  upon  every  possible  phase  of  the  life  of  the  State, — to  say  nothing  of 
the  enoraunis  amonnt  of  genealogloal  data  to  the  extent  of  definitely  loestr 
tagperHms  in  speetfic  localities  at  oertaln  dates." 

On  this  file  of  papers  the  arehlyist  was  principally  engaged  for  the 
■onth  of  October. 

At  their  meeting  held  April  5,  1916,  the  board  adopted  a  resolution  al- 
lowing graduate  and  senior  students  of  Greater  Richmond  College  to  work  as 
I4>prentices  in  the  department  of  archives  and  history,  under  such  rules  as 
Bight  be  made  by  the  State  Librarian.  After  a  oonyersadon  between  liiss 
Leogh,  the  vrofessor  of  history  in  Westhampton  Gollege*  the  women's  de- 
lartment  of  Qreater  Rlehmond  College^  and  myself,  in  which  it  was  agreed 
hetweea  nm  that  such  students  as  should  come  to  the  library  should  work 
for  two  hours  one  afternoon  each  week,  two  young  ladies  from  Westhampton 
College — the  only  two  eligible  under  the  resolution  of  the  board— com- 
menced work  on  October  6  and  have  been  pursuing  it  with  enthusiasm  for  the 
few  weeks  that  have  elapsed  since. 

On  January  19,  1912,  I  prepared  and  sumbltted  to  the  two  appropriation 
fflWTiilttoas  of  the  General  Assembly  of  Ylrginia,  in  acoordsnoe  with  a  Joint 
nsolatioii  calling  on  the  varlons  departments  and  agencies  of  the  State 
to  draw  up  itemized  lists  of  the  appropriations  sought  by  them,  a  statement 
ef  tihs  needs  of  the  Virginia  State  Library.  The  statement  was  practically 
the  same  as  the  one  handed  Governor  William  Hodges  Mann,  at  his  request, 
on  November  14.  1911.  One  item  asked  for  was  $3,000  a  year  for  each  of  the 
two  years  of  the  appropriation  act  for  furnishing  the  archives  room  with 
metal  shelving  and  filing  cases  and  for  properly  caring  for  the  archives.  M 
lit  1912  session  of  the  ueneral  Assembly  a  hill  calling  tor  practically  the 
nme  thlni;  vras  Introduced  at  the  rcQuest  of  members  of  the  Sons  of  the 
IsfolBdoii,  this  society  having  become  much  interested  in  the  preservation 
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of  tbe  library's  manuscripts.  Though  much  enthusiasm  on  the  subject  of  the 
passage  of  the  bill  was  manifested,  the  bill  failed.  The  effort  was  renewed 
before  the  General  As.si  iiibly  of  1914,  but  again  without  success.  But  at 
the  last  meeting  oi  the  Assembly  the  bill,  introduced  again,  and  endorsed 
and  worked  for  not  only  by  the  Sons  of  tlie  Reyolution  but  by  the  Sons  of  the 
American  Rsrolutlon  and  by  other  patriotic  eoeietiea,  as  well  as  by  friends 
of  the  library  not  connected  with  any  orgnntwtlon,  met  with  better  taocmm, 
though  not  with  full  success.  Whereas  the  original  bill  called  for  an  appro- 
priation of  ^6.0"K»,  the  bill  as  passed  carries  only  $4,000.  At  the  meeting  of 
the  Library  Board  held  April  5,  1916,  the  following  resolution  wa.s  passed: 
"Resolved:  That  bids  be  called  tor  by  the  State  Librarian  for  the  work  of 
httiug  the  archives  room  in  Che  State  Library  with  metal  filing  cases  as 
prorlded  for  by  act  passed  by  the  General  Aesembly  at  the  1916  session,  and 
that  the  ezecutlTe  committee  of  the  hoard  open  these  bids  and  decide  which, 
to  aooept;  after  which  the  work  is  to  be  done  under  the  supenrlslon  of  the 
State  Librarian  and  the  executive  committee."  Pursuant  to  this  resolution, 
the  proper  steps  were  taken  by  the  executive  committee,  and  on  July  20  a 
contract  was  entered  into  between  the  Library  Board  and  the  Berger  Manu- 
facturing Company,  of  Canton,  Ohio,  for  the  erection  of  shelving  on  the  south, 
east  and  west  sides  of  the  archives  room,  and  later  an  order  was  given  by 
the  State  Librarian  to  the  same  company  for  as  many  steel  boxes  as  oould  be 
ibought  with  the  money  not  used  In  the  erection  of  the  shelrlns  and  the  pay- 
ment of  the  architects  <HesRS  Cameal  ft  Johnston,  of  Richmond)  for  draw- 
ing up  the  plans  and  supervising  the  construction.  Owing  to  the  Increased 
price  of  steel  since  the  beginning  of  the  European  war  the  amount  appro- 
priatwl  was  found  inadequate  to  pay  for  the  whole  amount  of  work  con- 
templated, and,  unless  the  next  General  Assembly  makes  an  appropriation 
.for  the  construction  of  a  new  building,  it  will  be  advisable  to  secure  from 
this  body  an  appropriation  sullletent  to  pay  for  the  completion  of  the  equip- 
ttMit  of  the  archlres  room.  The  contract  gives  the  Berger  Company  one 
hundred  and  twenty  days  in  which  to  do  the  work.  They  have  not  yet  de- 
livered any  of  the  material,  but,  I  hear,  will  do  so  shortly.  When  the  work 
prorlded  for  by  the  appropriation  is  completed,  tlic  archives  can  be  much 
more  adequately  accommodated  than  they  now  are.  but  I  regret  to  say  that 
it  will  still  be  necessary  to  allow  the  bound  newspapers  to  remain  in  the 
wooden  filing  cases  in  the  archives  room.  There  is  no  other  possible  place 
for  them  now  in  the  space  at  the  disposal  of  the  Library  Board. 

The  Library  Board  at  a  meeting  held  December  %  1915,  instructed  me  to 
endeavor  to  secure  from  the  Qeneral  Assembly  of  1916  a  sufficient  approprlsr 
tlon  to  allow  the  board  to  secure  the  services  of  an  assistant  In  the  library 
whose  principal  work  should  be  done  on  the  archives.  T  regret  to  report 
that  my  efforts  failed.  I  hope  very  much  that  we  shall  meet  with  better 
success  next  time,  for  the  need  Is  great.  In  the  meanwhile,  however,  I  shall 
continue  to  see  that  the  department  gets  as  much  asdstanos  as  the  re- 
sources of  the  library  will  permit  But  even  without  such  aflslstanoe  good 
piogTWi  ought  to  be  looked  for  in  the  archival  work  of  the  department, 
since  now  the  archivist  has  practically  only  archival  work  to  do. 
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THE  PROPOSED  NEW  BUILDING. 

The  State  Building  Committee  provided  for  by  Joint  reeolntion  of  the 
QeafTBl  Aeeombly  adopted  at  the  special  aeaalon  of  1916,  whoie  duty  it  was 
to  look  into  the  whole  question  of  honslng  the  Tariotts  departments  of  the 

State,  made  a  report  to 'the  General  Assembly  of  1916.  They  recommended  , 
that  a  new  building  be  erected  on  the  old  Davis  Hotel  site,  at  the  corner  of 
Governor  and  Franklin  strerts.  and  connected  with  the  present  library  build- 
ing, to  be  made  approximately  fire  proof,  in  such  a  way  as  to  form  practi- 
cally an  annex  to  this  building:  It  is  designed  that  the  library  remain 
vhere  it  is  at  present  but  that  a  great  deal  more  spaoe^  some  on  the  second 
iQor  and  some  on  the  flrst  floor,  be  assigned  it  A  bUl  calling  for  a  neoes- 
lary  appropriation  for  the  building  (1800,000)  was  introduced,  but  did  not 
get  far  on  the  road  toward  pas5^aL^e.  It  is  thought  by  many,  howerer,  that 
the  bill  will  certainly  be  passed  at  the  next  session. 
One  paragraph  of  this  report  is  as  follows: 

The  building  is  now  carrying  its  maximum  weight  and  your  committee 
recently  had  an  architect  to  investigate  conditions,  and  the  librarian  was 
adfised  not  to  Introdnoe  additional  weii^t  Tliat  oflloer  is  now  removing 
neordB  to  the  basement  wherever  he  can  And  storage  room.*' 

This  paragraph  is  dlglitly  mirieading.  No  manuscript  records  were  re- 
moved, of  course — only  books  and  bound  newspapers.  The  books  removed 
were  in  the  main  most  of  the  unsold  stork  of  the  "Journals  of  the  House  of 
Burgages"  that  wo  had  on  hand,  English  Parliamentary  debates,  and  Cana- 
dian documents,  and  the  newspapers  were  a  long  file  of  the  French  paper 
"Le  Moniteur  Universel"  and  a  good  many  volumes  of  the  New  York 
'ViBtM,*'  The  weight  disposed,  of  in  this  way  was  about  40,000  pounds, 
ne  books  were  placed  on  racks  on  the  two  sides  of  the  hallway  extending 
from  east  to  west  in  the  basement  and  were  covered  with  doth  so  as  to 
preserve  them  from  dust.  I  do  not  think  that  they  run  much  risk  of  being 
(lamaefd  pending  the  time  when  they  will  be  removed  to  more  suitable 
quarters  in  the  remodeled  building.  They  had  already  been  placed  in  their 
present  posiition  when,  on  February  21,  a  fire  l)roke  out  in  anotlier  part  of 
the  basement  among  some  old  papers — of  small  importance — belonging  to 
the  Anditor^s  offloe  stored  away  under  the  steps  leading  to  the  basement, 
vUeh  was  quickly  communicated  to  material  belonging  to  the  AdJutan^ 
taersrs  department  The  fire  department  of  the  city  of  Richmond  did 
Bot  have  a  great  deal  of  trouble  in  extinguishing  the  flames.  Much  water, 
however,  had  to  be  used,  and  some  of  this  ran  into  the  hallway  occupied  by 
the  books;  but  the  racks  saved  them  from  damage.  T  could  not  find  that 
the  library  could  properly  make  a  claim  against  the  insurance  company. 

A  very  noticeable  feature  of  the  fire  was  the  smoke,  which  quickly 
wad  to  all  parts  of  the  building.  Tills  waa  so  dense  that  the  last  of  those 
vbo  left  the  library  Ikior  of  the  building  had  some  little  difllenlty  in  doing 
toi  There  was  no  fire  at  any  time  above  the  first  floor,  and  little  on  that 
floor,  it  having  been  confined  almost  exclusively  to  the  basement,  but  from 
the  appearance  presentnd  by  the  building  to  one  on  the  outside,  with  smoke 
in  great  volume  pouring  from  all  the  windows  of  the  second  and  third  floors 
vhich  happened  to  be  open,  the  judgment  seemed  natural  that  the  whole 
building  was  afire.   The  explanation  of  the  unusual  amount  of  smoke  and 
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Of  Ito  npld  agmtuH  to  all  put»  of  IIm  tmlldlns  is  to  be  found  In  tho  natnre  ot 
the  material  bnrned— old  pmpm  and  cloth  tenting— and  in  the  tut  that  tbe 
floes  of  tho  hot  air  appaimtni  used  for  heating  the  building  before  tho  prev- 
ent steam  apparatiis  was  installed  had  not  been  bricked  up.   Through  these 

flues  the  dense  smoke  made  its  way  at  once  In  all  directions.  These  flues 
have  now  received  attention,  and  such  devices  have  been  installed  that  a, 
fire  now  breaking  out  in  one  part  of  the  basement  could  hardly  spread  to 
another.  If  a  fire  of  the  sam'e  kind  were  to  occur  to-day,  I  am  of  opinion, 
that  It  ooold  and  irould  bo  oztlngDiahed  almost  before  any  cmo  worktaig  on 
the  fourth  floor  would  know  anything  about  It. 

The  cause  of  the  fire  has  norer  been  determined— some  say  spontanooua 
oombustlon  and  others  (more  reasonably,  in  my  opinion),  a  lighted  cigarette 
or  match  careless  cast  to  one  side— hut  it  came  at  a  time  when  its  effect 
was  undoubtedly  good.  The  attention  of  the  members  of  the  General  As- 
sembly was  sharply  drawn  to  the  needs  of  the  library  for  a  greater  degree 
of  fire  protection  and  also  to  the  inadequacy  o£  the  quarters  at  present  pro- 
vided for  the  Tarioiis  d^partmsats  and  asendes  of  the  State  goviniment. 

It  will  be  remembered  that  In  my  last  annual  report  I  stated  that  It 
would  be  necessary  to  apply  to  the  Qeneral  Assembly  for  an  approprlatloii. 
snfflcient  to  construct  a  second  tier  of  stacks  in  the  new  stack  room — tlfto 
old  reading  room.  However,  an  architect  employed  by  me  fo  determine  the 
weight-carrying  capacity  of  the  floor  of  that  room  r'|!orl*il  that  in  his 
opinion  this  would  not  be  wise,  since  the  added  load — when  the  new  stacks 
were  full  of  books — would  cause  the  ceiling  of  the  room  below  to  crack. 
The  Intention,  acoordlngly,  had  to  be  abandoned.  As  for  the  ardilTes  room — 
which  Is  just  abore  the  Supreme  Court  room — ^It  was  reported  that  the  floor- 
ing was  designed  to  carry  a  distributed  load  of  one  hundred  and  ten  poondn 
to  the  square  foot  and  that  the  heaviest  load  at  any  place  in  the  room  at 
the  time  of  the  writing  of  the  report  was  seventy-five  pounds  to  the  square 
foot.  Accordinply,  it  will  be  seen  that  there  was  no  occasion  for  alarm  on 
the  part  of  any  members  of  the  Supreme  Court  of  Appeals  or  of  any  of  the 
lawyers  who  practised  before  that  court.  Such  alarm  had  been  felt,  howevwr, 
by  several,  and  it  was  for  this  resson  that  I  secured  the  report  as  to  tbo 
room.  It  should  be  remembered,  too,  that  from  an  arehliecfs  point  ot  vtow 
over-loading  begins  when  the  weight  on  a  floor  causes  the  beams  to  bend 
and  consequently  the  celling  below  to  crack  in  the  slightest  depree.  The 
"factor  of  Fafcty,"  1iow<  ver,  is  such  that  it  takes  five  times  as  mueh  load  to 
cause  the  beams  to  breiik  as  it  does  to  muse  them  to  bend.  Consequently 
there  could  be  no  danger  to  life  or  limb  until  long  after  the  architect's  "ca- 
padty  load"  had  been  reached.  A  building,  however,  Is  a  thing  of  beauty, 
and  never  on  any  of  Its  parts  should  be  placed  burdens  too  grievous  to  be 
borne.  No  unslghtllness  or  disproportion  shouUI  be  allowed  to  make  Its 
appearance  because  of  the  use  of  it  In  a  way  opposed  to  the  original  design. 
Furthermore*  the  nerves  of  those  who  do  nfit  understand  the  situation  fully 
p.hould  not  he  suhjpcted  to  the  strain  which  mipht  be  entailed  by  even  the 
smallest  amount  of  eeiline:  cracking  Consequently.  I  shall  use  my  best 
endeavors  always  to  keep  the  load  on  any  parts  of  the  library  floor  of  this 
building  within  "capacity."  This  will  be  a  dUBcult  matter,  however,  to  ae- 
oMBpUsh  If  the  next  General  Assembly  does  not  make  provision  for  the  aew 
bvllding. 
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jfiinttna  feu  almdjr  bM  made  at  one  point  or  aaotlMr  Is  thii  vfl^ot 
€f  Mfml  Vdawt  dom  ^  the  AaMinUy  of  me  o^peelally  alfeotliis  the  State 
Ubnrf.  Om  or  tiro  otliers  will  now  be  referred  In  the  preeent  paragraph, 
and  additions  made  here  and  there  to  what  has  already  been  aald.  Tte 

usual  appropriations  heretofore  made  the  library  were  continued,  none  of 
the  salarj'  increases  asked  for,  however,  being  granted,  except  that  for  the 
second  year  of  the  appropriation  act  the  salary  of  the  stenographer  in  my 
eflee  was  increased  from  $750  to  |850.  For  the  first  year  of  the  act  a  8i»ecial 
an  ef  fl^fiOO  was  appropriated  for  binding.  This  was  not  eontlnned  for 
fbm  ■CBoad  year.  TUs  aOTTOpriatlon  has  proved  of  vast  benellt,  bnt  It  now, 
after  most  Of  the  money  has  been  spent,  appears  as  If  only  a  good  beginning 
had  been  made  on  the  work  of  putting  the  books,  pamphlets,  etc.,  in  fair 
condition.  It  is  greatly  to  bo  hoped  that  iho  General  Assembly  will  continue 
the  appropriation  at  the  next  session.  The  bill  calling  for  an  appropriation 
to  enable  the  Library  Board  to  secure  the  services  of  a  library  organizer 
failed.  In  fact,  it  did  not  get  out  of  committee.  However,  many  of  the 
iBubars  of  the  General  Aswmbly  were  made  aeqnalnted  with  the  need  for 
a  nbcary  orguiiaBr,  and  several  of  them  showed  an  aetlre  Interest  in  the 
meesnre.  As  stated  before,  a  special  act  was  passed  appropriating  |4,000 
for  the  pr(  rtion  of  steel  shelving  and  filing  cases  In  the  archives  room,  and 
the  law  in  reference  to  (he  annual  report  of  the  Library  Board  was  amended 
80  as  to  allow  the  publication  of  material  of  historical  value. 

I  submit  as  the  first  matter  to  be  printed  under  provision  of  the  amended 
law  the  Hat  of  Colonial  soldiers  of  Virginia  prepsred  by  the  former  arehlTlst, 
or.  H.  J.  ■dtenrode.  In  the  year  19U-U,  a  list  slmUar  to  the  two  lists  of 
RevotaUraary  soldlan  heretofore  pnbliehed  as  parts  of  the  reports  of  the 
Library  Board.  The  work  would  have  been  similarly  published  long  before 
this  but  for  the  fact  that  both  Governor  Mann  and  Governor  Stuart  did  not 
think  that  as  the  law  stood  up  to  the  time  of  thn  passage  of  the  amendment 
referred  to  material  of  this  nature  could  legally  be  printed  as  parts  of  the 
aaanal  report.  The  law  having  now  been  changed,  there  will  be  no  objection 
enthepartoCasyto  the  printing  of  the  list  It  Is  of  great  Interest  and  valne. 

BOQOmBnD  CHANGE  OF  TIMB  OF  ENDING  OF  LIBRARY  TEAR. 

The  fiscal  year  of  the  State  runs  from  the  first  of  October  through  the 
SMi  of  September,  while  the  legislative  appropriation  year  mns  tnm  the 
flnt  of  March  throogh  February.  This  ooeaalons  dlfflenltles  of  book-keeping 
amdi  complained  of  by  eeveral  departments  of  the  State  government,  and 

'^P'^clally  by  the  State  Accountant.  A  change,  of  course,  from  the  present 
'^y-tem  could  only  be  made  by  the  General  Assembly  of  Virginia  and  need  not. 
accordinj3;ly,  be  referred  to  further  here.  I  am  told,  however,  by  the  State 
Accountant  that  it  would  simplify  matters  so  far  as  he  Is  concerned  and 
alM  so  far  as  the  Avdltofs  office  is  oonoemed  if  the  State  library  year, 
vhlA  new  CKtends  from  the  first  of  November  through  the  81st  of  Ootober, 
WHO  to  be  made  to  cantorm  with  the  fiscal  year  and  with  the  years  of  most 
et  the  other  departments  and  agencies  of  the  State.  The  change  would  also 
be  ef  advantage  to  the  Superintendent  of  Public  Printing,  ainoe  normally 
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he  would  thus  get  the  annual  Itbrary  report  in  lito  hands  for  printing  one 
month  earlier  than  heretofore,  and  it  would  be  a  leas  diiHenlt  matter  for 

him  to  haye  ready  the  printed  reports  of  the  library  and  of  the  other  depart- 
tnents  and  at^enoiPR  of  the  State  government  In  time  for  their  distribution 
to  the  members  of  the  General  Assembly  at  the  beginning  of  each  biennial 
session.  A  little  delay  in  those  years  In  which  the  General  Assembly  does 
not  convene  matters  not  a  great  deal,  but  for  the  years  in  which  it  does 
meet  prompt  printing  is  of  no  little  moment  The  Superintendent  of  Ptfhile 
Printing  wishes  it  in  order  to  Show  to  the  Qeneral  AMenridy  that  the  work 
of  his  oflloe  is  being  kept  well  in  hand,  and  the  head  of  eaeh  department 
wishes  it  in  order  that  each  member  of  the  General  Assembly  may  have  a 
copy  of  his  report  at  hand  from  which  to  see  what  has  been  done  during 
the  year  and  what  is  proposed  for  the  future.  So  far  as  the  State  Library 
report  is  concerned,  it  has  happened  once  or  twice  that  the  printed  reports 
have  not  come  out  in  time  ior  the  delivery  of  copies  of  them  to  members 
of  the  General  Assembly  during  the  seselon.  At  lesst  ones  It  has  been  neoai- 
sary  for  me  to  prepare  and  have  printed  a  spedal  statement  for  the  General 
Assembly  as  to  the  work  of  the  library.  Under  the  operation  of  the  law 
passed  at  the  last  session  of  the  General  Assembly  permitting  the  Library 
Board  to  pul)lish  as  a  part  of  their  report  material  of  value  from  an  his- 
torical standpoint  the  library  reports  in  the  future  will  be  considerably  longer 
than  they  have  been  for  the  past  three  years,  but  even  when  they  contain 
the  full  600  pages  allowed  by  law — and  they  will  not  always  contain  that 
number  by  any  means— they  oould  be  in  hand  in  time  if  the  copy  Is  sent 
to  the  printers  by  the  16th  or  20th  of  October.  It  seems  to  me,  aeoordlngly, 
that  it  would  be  wise  for  the  board  to  adopt  a  resolution  that  hereafter  the 
library  year  shall  close  with  the  30th  of  September. 

The  board  have  undoubtedly  the  power  to  make  the  change.  In  fact, 
naturally  the  library  year  would  extend  from  the  first  of  July  through  the 
20th  of  June,  for  It  was  on  the  first  of  July,  1902,  that  the  present  Library 
Board  took  charge  of  the  affairs  of  the  library  in  accordance  with  law,  the 
day  being  Used  by  the  following  provision:  "The  terms  of  the  directors  first 
appointed  shall  be  one,  two,  threes  four,  and  flve  years,  respectlT^,  from 
July  first,  nineteen  hundred  and  three;  and  thereafter,  upon  the  expiration 
of  the  term  of  a  member,  his  successor  shall  be  appointed  for  a  term  of  five 
years."  The  first  report  of  the  Library  Board  covered  the  year  from  July  1, 
1902,  through  June  ."^O,  1904,  and  was  dated  July  15.  However,  the  first 
report  of  the  State  Librarian,  the  gentlemen  who  was  first  elected  to  this 
ofllce  haTing  entered  upon  his  duties  the  second  of  Norember,  nineteen  hun- 
dred and  three,  cohered  the  year  ending  October  $1,  1904.  Since  it  was 
found  more  oouTenlent,  of  course,  for  the  two  reporto  to  hsTO  the  same 
date,  the  second  report  of  the  Library  Board  was  made  to  oorer  the  time 
from  July  1.  1004,  through  October  31.  190.').  There  is  no  recorded  action 
on  the  part  of  the  board,  however,  touching  the  matter  till  August  20.  1907, 
when  the  following  resolution  was  adopted:  "That  the  time  for  making  the 
annual  report  of  the  Library  Board  and  that  of  the  Librarian  to  the  board 
be  fixed  for  the  Slst  of  October  In  each  year.**

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List  of  the  Colonial  Soldiers  of  Virginia 


Pirefaee. 

When  colonial  warfare  is  muutioneU,  the  miud  goes  back  to  the  first  Eng- 
lish planting  on  Amerieaii  will,  to  lielmeted  and  braastrplated  soldiers  with 
pIlMt  and  mnskeCi»  who  wore  the  neoesBary  aoobmpanlmont  of  the  settler  In 
the  wllderneM.  Virginia  was  eaaentlally  a  mlUtarj  colony  and  remained  so 
for  many  years;  every  man  was  something  of  a  soldier  as  wbU  as  termer  . 
and  jack-of-all-trades.  Guns,  pistols,  and  armor  were  part  of  the  regular 
house  furnishing.  Danger  was  always  to  be  apprehended  from  the  Indians, 
who.  in  1622.  after  many  threaleuiiigs,  rost-  against  the  Kiiial!,  sickly  colony 
and  decimated  it.  Thia  massacre  inaugurated  a  war  which  lasted  for  several 
years,  ending  in  the  extermination  of  many  tribes  in  eastern  Virginia. 
Twenty-two  years  later,  in  1644,  the  massacre  was  repealed  on  a  smaller 
scale,  followed  hj  Inevltsble  retaliation. 

Bxtenslon  westward,  beyond  the  first  limit  of  settlement,  the  peninsulas 
between  the  James,  York,  nnd  Rappahannock,  brought  the  colonists  into  con- 
tact witli  other  tribes,  and  small  forts  were  erected  in  various  places  and 
garrisoned  with  rangers,  who  for  a  long  period  guarded  this  head-of-tide- 
water  frontier  against  the  savages.    Fighting  was  frequent 

The  Indian  tronhles  culminated  in  1676  with  Bacon's  Rebellion.  Na- 
thaniel Baoon  raised  a  force  ef  some  hundreds  of  men  to  puniiih  the  Indians 
for  lons-oontinned  depredations,  and  finally  cmshed  the  Indian  power  east 
of  the  Blue  Ridge.  Soon  after  this  campaign  he  was  obliged  to  turn  his  arms 
acalnst  Governor  Sir  William  Berkley,  who  resented  his  raising  troops  with- 
out propt  r  ^governmental  authority,  and  in  the  ensuing  curious  little  war  a 
large  part  of  the  able-bodied  population  served  on  one  side  or  the  other.  All 
of  these  fighting-men  ought  to  be  mentioned  in  a  list  of  the  colonial  soldiers 
of  Virginia,  but  the  muster-rolls,  If  they  ever  existed,  which  is  unlikely, 
hare  loos  alnee  been  lost 

At  ibis  time,  the  closing  quarter  of  the  seventeenth  century,  warlike 
spirit  had  not  died  out  in  Virginia,  but  it  notably  dwindled  in  succeeding 
generations,  until  the  colony  at  length  became  that  ultra-peaceable.  cavalier- 
Quaker  community  whidi  A.  G.  Bradley,  the  historian  of  the  grout  Fmnch 
war,  BO  warmly  condemns.  The  reasons  for  the  change  are  obvious.  Cut 
off  from  tbe  wars  of  Europe,  far  distant  from  the  Frendi  in  Cftnada,  un- 
troubled by  Indians,  eastern  Virginia  liyed  a  singularly  tranquil,  undisturbed, 
flumoionoiia  life.  Military  ambitions  require  a  strong  military  tradition 
and  aomo  active  spur  to  thie  imagination,  and  the  mrglnlans  as  a  rule  were 
easy-goinir  people,  bent  on  getting  as  Tnurh  plensure  out  of  their  environ- 
ment as  possible.  Only  a  small  prnportion  of  the  later  settlers  were  of  the 
military  caste;  as  in  all  colonies,  the  greator  number  of  immigrants  were 
industrious  citizens  hopeful  of  bettering  their  condition.  In  a  new  coun- 
try, undistorbed  by  war  for  the  long  period  of  three^iuarters  of  a  century. 
lt7S-1760,  a  distlttetly  peaceful  and  unadventurous  planter  clTllisation  do* 
iFdoped.   In  the  same  way,  all  the  other  BnglMh  colonies  were  unwarlike. 
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nnenterprising  oommuiiUlM  gtven  omr  to  tlie  purely  material  pvmnits  of 
oommerce  and  agriculture.  Among  the  French  In  Canada  It  la  true  that  a 
■Ingnlarly  hold  dan  of  adventiireta  aroae,  hut  here  again  economie  con- 
ditiona  determined  the  development   The  far*tnule  was  the  chief  resort  of 

the  poor  and  stnipRlinp  French  colony,  and  fur-trading  is  an  occupation 
necessarily  leading  men  into  wilderness  life  with  its  perils  and  wanderings, 
especially  as  furs  begin  to  grow  scarce  in  the  neighborhood  of  the  settled  ter- 
ritory. Canadian  war-methods,  evolved  from  border  life,  were  wholly  at 
varlanoe  with  European  military  pracUoea  of  that  day,  which  emaglntfy 
grouped  troope  In  the  denaeat  formatlona  in  order  to  attord  the  enemy  every 
oonvenience  In  killing  them.  American  warfare  had  become  Indlanlxed,  and 
it  lias  always  retained  traces  ot  Indian  Ideas.  Nowhere  in  North  America  did 
the  military  traditiona  and  military  aplrit  of  eighteenth  century  Eiurope 
influence  the  people. 

From  time  to  time  Virginia,  liko  other  colonies,  was  drawn  to  a  slight 
extent  into  the  current  of  European  war,  but  her  secure  position,  protected  by 
layera  of  ooloniea  trcm  the  French  in  the  north  and  by  other  layem  of  ool- 
oniea  ftrom  the  Spanlah  in  the  south  and  by  the  Btne  Bidge  tnm.  the  In- 
diana, made  war  for  her  an  adventure  of  the  few  reaaess  spirits  of  her  popu- 
lation. More  nearly  military  colonies  were  Massachusetts,  New  Hamp- 
shire, South  Carolina,  and  Georgia,  made  so  not  by  any  inheritance  of  mili- 
tary blood  but  by  the  unhappy  necessities  of  contiguity. 

In  the  early  years  of  the  eighteenth  century  the  southern  frontier  of 
Virginia  became  involved  In  Indian  troubles  as  a  result  of  the  Tuscarora  War 
in  North  Carolina.  Aleiander  Spotawood,  the  governor,  managed  to  avert 
war  by  making  treatise  with  the  diacontented  tribea  along  the  Ylrglnlap 
Carolina  border.  But  in  1716  the  governor  of  South  Carolina  appealed  to 
Virginia  for  aid  in  the  Indian  war  then  devastating  that  province,  and  Spots- 
wood  asked  the  assembly  for  a  military  grant  on  the  ground  that  Virginia 
herself  lay  in  danger  of  invasion  along  her  southwestern  boundary.  Spots- 
wood,  with  the  consent  of  the  council,  had  sent  arms  and  men,  chiefly  friend- 
ly Indians,  to  South  Carolina.  When  the  assembly  met,  however,  it  raised  a& 
Issue  with  the  governor,  and  the  aesaion  ended  without  the  grant  of  relief  for 
the  alater  eolony.  MiUtariam  certainly  did  not  dominate  Virginia  at  thia 
period. 

For  a  generation  the  quiet  life  of  eastern  Virginia  flowed  along  quite 
undisturbed  by  any  visions  of  war. — a  condition  that  could  not  last.  Willy- 
nilly  the  colonies  were  being  drawn  into  the  great  imperial  struggle  between 
England  and  Latin  Europe.  In  the  Cartagena  expedition  of  1740,  when 
provincials  for  the  first  time  served  E!ngland  in  war,  the  Old  Dominion  fur- 
nished four  hundred  men,  moat  notable  of  whom,  neat  to  ex-Ckwemor  Spots- 
wuod  himself,  waa  Lawrence  Washington,  half-brother  of  George.  0)  Maaaa- 
ehusetta  aent  live  hundred  men  on  this  expedition,  the  largeat  colonial  con- 
tingent (*)  The  whole  venture  was  wr^chedly  mismanaged,  and  the  greater 
part  of  the  provincials  died  of  flis^asp. 

Six  years  later  Virginia  again  contributed  troops,  this  time  for  an  ex- 
pedition to  conquer  Canada.   Neither  the  attack  on  Cartagena  nor  that  on

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Cukada  directly  ooneerned  her,  and  it  is  probable  that  the  losses  of  the  former 
expedition  had  gone  little  way  towards  firing  her  with  martial  ardor.  At 
all  events  the  Virginia  contingent  in  1746  numbered  one  hundred  men,  as 
against  several  thousand  for  Massachusetts,  seventeen  hundred  for  New 
York,  and  one  thousand  for  Connecticut,  colonies  which  had  ererything  to 
gain  in  tmae  of  suoeen.  Pennajrlvania*  North  and  South  Carolina,  and  Ctoor* 
gia  did  not  respond.  The  invaaion  proved  abortive,  and  the  peace  of  Aiz-la- 
Chapelle  in  1748  ended  the  war. 

In  Virginia  the  only  effect  of  the  War  of  the  Austrian  Succession  was 
to  inspire  some  Indian  raids  beyond  the  Bine  Bldge;  the  profound  peace 
of  the  east  was  not  touched.  But  the  hour  was  coming  for  war  to  strike 
nearer  home,  since  after  1748  the  Frencli  began  to  plan  a  line  of  settlements 
along  the  Ohio,  connecting  Canada  with  Louisiana — that  is,  the  vast 
Louisiana  of  those  days.  In  1753  they  built  forts  within  the  territory  claim- 
ed Iqr  yirgtnla,  which  la  now  a  part  of  Pennsflvania  owing  to  tlie  oomplai- 
anee  of  tnelBeieocr  of  the  Virginia  rcproacntativea  in  the  honndary  aettle- 
ment  made  during  the  Bavolution.  By  this  aggression  the  tn  away  Canadian 
struggle  was  hrooght  almost  to  the  headwaters  of  the  Potomac.  In  the  fol- 
lowinc:  war,  begun  on  her  own  soil.  Virt^inla  entered  on  that  long  military 
career  destined  in  the  end  to  bring  her  a  peculiar  glory. 

At  the  opening  of  the  French  and  Indian  War  the  colony  retained  her 
immemorial  militia  system,  but  in  the  tidewater  it  had  degenerated  into 
something  of  a  farce.  It  was,  by  all  accounts,  a  strangely  English  survival, 
for  the  wimmandlng  oAcer  in  each  county  was  his  honor  the  oounty-lleuten- 
ant  and  the  other  ofBoera  were  for  the  most  part  of  the  gantry.  The  whole 
abModled  male  population  made  up  the  rank  and  file,  and  the  militia  mna- 
tera  were  great  occasions,  when  the  scattered  population  came  together, 
shouldered  arms  for  as  brief  a  period  as  conscience  allowed  and  then  feasted 
and  made  merry.  Thackeray  in  "The  Virginians"  has  described  one  of  these 
•oenee,  and  it  is  a  good  caricature  of  some  of  the  musters  in  eastern  Vir- 
ginia. But  west  of  the  tidewater,  where  the  people  were  expert  riflemen  and 
hnlens*  the  militta  took  on  anotlier  charaeter.  It  was  oommaaded  there  by 
the  most  Tiforons  and  experienced  men,  and  it  waa  well  quaUfled  for  frontier 
warfare,  and  for  the  defensive  operations  of  regular  war,  as  Dunmore  found 
to  his  cost  at  the  Great  Bridge  in  1775.  In  1750  the  whole  militia  of  the 
colony  numbered  about  30.000  men,  the  greater  part  very  ignorant  of  the 
most  rudimentary  military  knowledge. 

When  the  French  built  forts  at  Presqu'  Isle  on  Lake  Erie  and  Fort  le 
Beenf,  farther  south,  and  began  expelling  English  Indian-traders,  Dinwiddle^ 
tte  goTwnor  of  Virginia,  sent  George  Washington,  then  a  snrreyor  and 
aabitkNis  militia  officer,  to  warn  the  French  off  English  soil.  Washington 
carried  out  his  mission  successfully,  though  the  Interlopers,  of  course,  had 
no  thought  of  abandoninc:  thofr  hoUi  on  thn  Ohio  Valley  on  Dinwiddle's 
complaint.  The  governor  men  began  to  make  plans  to  raise  a  force  to  meet 
them.  After  much  wrangling  he  succeeded  in  obtaining  a  grant  of  money 
from  the  assembly  and  raised  a  force  of  300  men,  which  was  commanded  by 
Mb  Fry  onder  a  colonial  commission  as  colonel,  with  Washington  as  second 
in  coBiMBd,  hearing  the  rank  of  major.  This  force  was  not  ettctly  militia 
and  not  Ngnlar  hut  comhined  the  charaeteristics  of  hoth  brandiea;  It  was 
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the  beginning  of  the  Virginia  regiment,  which  btcaui'  ;i  repular  military 
organization  of  the  highest  ef&ciency  in  border  fighting.  Two  independent 
odmpanies  from  New  York  and  South  Carolina*  paid  by  the  English  govern- 
ment*  were  joined  with  the  Virglnlana. 

Dinwiddle's  first  move  was  to  send  Bnsfgn  Ward  with  fbrty  men  to 
build  a  post  at  the  junction  of  the  Alleghany  and  Monongahela  rivers,  a  Bite 
selected  by  Washlnf?ton.  A  considerable  French  detaohmont,  coming  up, 
ejected  Ward  and  turned  the  block-house  Into  the  uorld-renowned  Fort  Du- 
Quesne.  The  Virginia  regiment  thereupon  advaiuod  to  Will's  Creek,  at 
whieh  point  Fry  encamped,  while  Washington  with  150  men  crossed  the 
Alleghaniea  to  a  trading  station  called  '*The  Oreat  Meadows,"  where  it  was 
learned  that  the  French  were  also  adTandng.  Wadilngton,  taldag  40  of  his 
men  ahead  on  a  scouting  expedition,  chanced  to  run  Into  them.  A  sMrmlsh 
followed,  and  Jumonvllle,  the  officer  commanding  the  handful  of  Frendl* 
was  killed  with  several  others.  This  was  the  first  blood  shed  in  the  war, 
and  the  Knglish  took  the  initiative,  so  that  the  French,  with  no  prevision  of 
twenty  years  after,  branded  Washington  as  an  assassin,  and  actually  suc- 
ceeded in  cheating  bim  into  admitting  it. 

Washington  after  this  hrush  feU  hade  to  the  Oreat  ICeadows,  where  Wn 
had  meanwhile  died.  He  now  commanded  SSO  men,  counting  the  South  Caro- 
lina company,  and  he  proceeded  to  throw  up  a  slight  entrenchment  euphemis- 
tically styled  "Fort  Necessity."  A  little  later  the  French  arrived  In  over- 
whelming forcf'  and  surrounded  the  fortification,  pouring  a  hot  fire  Into 
it  from  the  sheltrr  of  the  woods;  the  Virginians  replied  with  spirit.  When 
night  ended  the  skirmish,  Washington  had  lost  twelve  men  killed  and  forty- 
three  wounded  of  the  Virginia  force,  and  his  total  casualties  probably  neared 
a  hundred.  His  position  was  deiperate,  and  he  was  ready  to  treat  for  terms 
of  surrender,  which  were  surprisingly  light  Among  the  artldei^  hewefsr* 
was  a  clause  referring  to  the  first  sklrmlSh  ss  'I'assassinat  de  JumonTllle," 
and  Washington  signed  his  name  to  the  paper  under  the  Impression  that  the 
translation  read:  "The  killing  of  Jumonvllle."  Two  Virginia  officers,  Robert 
Stobo,  a  Scotchman,  and  Jacob  Van  Braam,  a  Dutchman,  were  given  to  the 
French  as  hostages  for  the  discharge  of  the  conditions  of  capitulation,  and 
thus  the  first  act  ended. 

Stobo^  prisoner  at  Qnshee^  had  a  very  romantle  and  harrowing  esperl- 
ence  Indeed.'  Among  Braddo^'s  papers,  osptored  on  the  Monongehala,  was  . 
a  plan  of  the  Quebec  fortification  whidl  Stobo  had  furnished;  for  this  he  was 
condemned  to  death,  btit  escaped  to  act  as  a  guide  to  W^olfe  In  1759.  Stobo  is 
said  to  have  served  Smollett  as  a  model  for  Lisraahago.  and  in  later  days  cer- 
tainly inspired  Gilbert  Parker's  "The  Seats  of  the  Mighty,"  wherein  he  ap- 
pears as  Captain  Robert  Moray,  a  very  highly  idealized  rendition  of  the  eccen- 
tric soldier  of  fortune. 

After  this  disaster  the  Virginia  assembly  voted  $20,000  for  military  pur- 
poses, and  Dinwiddle  recruited  his  foroe,  which  served  as  an  auxiliary  to 
Braddock's  command  in  the  following  year  1755.  when  the  British  govern- 
ment decided  to  strike  at  Fort  DuQuesne  and  the  French  menace.  Braddock 
divided  his  little  army  into  two  skeleton  brigades,  the  first  commanded  by 
Sir  I'eter  Halkett  and  composed  of  the  44th  regiment  of  the  line— 700  men — 
and  230  New  York,  Maryland,  and  Virginia  rangers;  the  second,  under  Col. 
Dunbar,  was  made  up  of  the  iSth  raglment— <B0  me»— 170  Carollnlaas»  and 
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about  the  same  minilwr  of  VirgliiiaiuL  Tban  was  a  total  of  ■amntliliig  om 
two  ttoMaDd  men.  Tbe  Vlrgtela  eompaniea  Ineliided  alxmt  460  men;  beeldes 
thaae  tlie  two  Engllali  reglmonta  had  bean  conalder^ly  recruited  In  tlie 

colony,  so  that  of  Braddock's  entire  force  of  2,000  or  thereabouts,  probably 
600  were  Virginians,  a  credltabU*  showing.  Braddock  despised  tiie  provincial 
troops,  wtioni  he  attempted  to  drill  into  imitation  regulars,  and  Bradley  has 
aliused- them  roundly,  though  tlioy  won  coniniondation  for  their  valor  on  the 
iatal  July  9,  1755,  the  day  of  Braddock's  defeat.  Bradley  dismisses  them 
CMnallj:  '^foat  of  the  hmidred  or  ao  VirginlA  riflemen,  about  whoae  ac- 
tion In  thia  iUflkt  a  good  deal  of  taXle  haa  gathered,  were  here.  Thej  did  their 
datr,  and  fooght  gallantly  behind  treea  according  to  back-woods  custom. 
But  the  contemporary  plan  Of  the  battle  shows  the  attack  on  the  rear  guard 
to  have  been  far  weaker  than  where  the  mass  of  the  demoralized  n-d  coats 
drew  the  bulk  of  the  fire."  ( ')  Washington  did  not  serve  in  thi.s  campaign 
as  an  oilicer  of  Virpinia  troops  but  as  volunteer  aid.  havint;  resigned  his 
oommission  in  disgust  because  the  British  regulations  made  the  youngest 
fUlgiiB  of  regolara  rank  the  highest  colonial  officers,  the  pleasing  manner 
la  which  the  imperial  goremment  exhibited  its  oontempt  for  provincial  mili- 
tai7  prowess.  The  Tirginla  companies  in  Braddock's  expedition  were  com 
nanded  by  Captains  Waggmer,  Cock,  Hogg,  Stephen,  Poison,  Peyronie,  Mer- 
car,  and  Stewart;  and  there  was  a  troop  of  Virginia  light  horse.  The  other 
provincials  included  the  remains  of  two  independent  companies  from  New 
York  and  a  hundred  pioneers  and  guides  called  hatchet-men.  (')  Several  of 
the  Virginia  companies  were  in  the  battle;  Peyronie,  a  Frenchman  in  the 
Tirgiaia  service,  and  all  of  his  officers  were  killed;  only  one  officer  eeoaped 
ia  PoisoB's  company.  Nearly  all  of  the  Virginia  troops  present  were  killed 
or  woonded.  Captains  Peyronie  and  Poison  were  among  the  killed  and 
Slaphen,  Wagsoner  and  Stewart  among  the  woonded. 

In  AngDttv  1755,  the  assembly  voted  $40,000  for  the  war.  and  the  gDV« 
emor  and  council  decided  to  increase  the  Virginia  regiment  to  sixteen  com- 
paDies  of  1,500  men.  At  the  same  time  Washington  was  placed  In  command 
with  ranking  of  colonel;  his  chief  subordinates  were  Lieutenant-Colonel 
Adam  Stephen  and  Major  Andrew  Lewis,  C")  both  excellent  soldiers.  "Pey- 
ton Randolph  raised  a  volnateer  company  of  one  himdred  gentlemen,  who, 
kowwvei;  proved  qnlte  unfit  for  the  frontier  service."  The  Virginia  regiment 
telTif  ttUDBbered  ahoVit  1,400  men.  It  was  composed  partly  of  militia  drafted 
from  the  eastern  counties,  bnt  much  more  largely  of  the  class  of  restless, 
unemployed  men  who  hang  on  every  advancing  frontier.  Bradley  has 
Been  fit  to  speak  disparagingly  of  this  force  and  of  the  public  spirit  in  Vir- 
ginia, but  somewhat  unjustly:  "Washington,  with  a  thousand  raw  sol- 
diers, low-class  Southern  white  men,  to  whom  authority  was  specially 
ettOM^  was  straggling  in  defense  of  a  fkiontler  nesrly  fomr  htmdred  mUes  in 
Imgth.  Virginia,  it  should  be  said,  waa  notoriously  touchy  on  the  subject  of 
W  bomidarlea  Her  white  population  at  this  time  waa  larger  than  that  of 
tlie  Transvaal  Boers  to  day.  who  have  placed  some  forty  or  fifty  thousand 
nea  ia  the  field.  It  was  three  times  that  of  Natal,  who  has  seat  out  to  war

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manr  thomanda  of  her  iMtt  mm»  upon  no  greater  proTooatlon.  Her  frontier 

oonnties  were  ewimmlxiir  In  blood  and  ringliiff  with  passionate  ■ppeile  for 

succor.  It  was  an  occasion,  one  would  have  supposed,  when  the  sons  of  her 
numerous  aristocracy  and  still  more  numerous  yeomanry  would  have  re- 
sponded in  thousands  to  the  call  of  their  own  harried  people  at  least,  If  not 
to  that  of  the  mother  country.  They  were  an  outdoor  people,  bread  to  the  use 
of  horse  and  gon,  and  eherldied  a  aort  of  pride  that*  witlurat  Ilia  aartlal  Ib* 
gredlent,  seems  to  lack  aicniflcanoes.  The  existence  of  slarery  made  even  tlieir 
time  very  mndi  tbeir  own.  The  fear  of  a  slaye  insorreotlon  might  tnflnenne 
numbers  available  for  distant  adventure;  but  one  loolcs  in  vain  among  the 
squires  and  yeomanry  of  the  Southern  colonies  for  the  faintest  spark,  at  this 
burning  period,  of  the  spirit  that  one  would  particularly  expect  in  such  a 
class.  The  natural  fire  of  youth  and  love  of  glory  and  adventure,  to  say 
nothing  of  patriotic  sentiment,  that  was  so  conspicuously  present  with  after 
generations  of  the  same  breed,  aeema  in  this  one  to  have  been  almoat  an  nn- 
known  qnantity.  ConsiderablT  less  than  half  the  oflloers  who  oommanded 
the  few  hundred  ill<paid  mereenaries  that  so  tortnred  Washington  belonged 
to  the  gentry  class,  and  represented  their  total  contribution  to  fb»  defense 
of  the  province,  and  the  long  and  fierce  struggle  with  France. 

"A  mere  handful  of  Washington's  own  class  are  grouped  round  his  youth- 
ful and  command  ins:  figure  in  this  war.  Whatever  may  have  been  the  virtues 
of  the  Southern  planter  of  this  generation— and  they  were  not  inconsider- 
able—the love  of  soldiering  and  a  generous  public  spirit  were  aasutedy  not 
among  tbenL"  (*) 

And  Deyle  has  said:  "Virginia  has  inenrred  severe— 1^  may  reasonably 

be  contended  exaggerated — condemnation  for  the  part  which  her  citizens 
played.  She  has  been  reproached  for  her  tardy  co-operation,  for  her  Inade- 
quate grants  alike  of  men  and  money.  The  blame  has  probably  been  the 
more  freely  bestowed  because  the  antecedents  in  Virginia  and  the  conditions 
of  life  there  justified  other  expectations.  The  training  and  temper  of  the 
Virginia  planters  might  have  hem  thought  to  Insure  a  certain  aptitude  tor 
military  duties.  .  .  .  Yet  undoubtedly  in  the  struggle  against  Stance  the 
help  of  Virginia  was  given  grudglni^  and  inadequately.  That  was  larg^y 
due  to  cauBSS  for  which  Individual  Virginians  of  that  day  could  not  be  fairly 
held  responsible.  These  were  two.  Firstly,  there  was  the  dread  of  a  servile 
insurrection.  .  .  .  The  danuer,  too,  was  i:roatly  Increased  by  the  lack  of  com- 
munication among  a  widely  dispersed  population.  The  same  cause,  too, 
helped  in  other  ways  to  paralyze  the  military  life  of  Virginia  just  as  it 
paralysed  her  economical  and  religious  life.  It  waa  no  easy  matter  to  or- 
ganise a  system  of  defense  in  a  country  where  there  was  no  regular  adminls- 
traUve  unity."  (') 

In  contradistinction  to  Virginia  and  other  colonies,  Bradley  thus  pic- 
tures Massachusetts:  "Three  colonies.  Pennsylvania,  Maryland,  and  Vir- 
ginia, with  some  half-million  whites,  to  say  nothing  of  rude  and  populous 
North  Carolina,  could  only  wring  from  this  large  population  a  wretched,  half- 
hearted militia  of  2,000  men.  recruited  largely  from  the  bumt-out  yictims 
of  the  frontier.  Where,  one  may  well  ask,  were  the  squires  of  Virginia  and 
•  llarylandf  who  swarmed  along  the  eastern  counties  of  both  provinces*  and 
  fla^-

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whose  comfortable  homesteads  reached  to  within  a  hundred  miles  of  the 
scene  of  this  bloody  war,  of  their  fellow-countrymen's  long  agony,  and  of  the 
impudent  invasion  of  their  country?  To  mention  a  dozen  or  two  young  men 
of  this  class  who  rallied  to  Washington,  would  only  be  to  aggravate  the  case, 
If  mch  were  possible,  in  the  face  of  these  statistics.  Men  of  substance  and 
•taartloii*  aiseastoiiied  to  hufM  and  gun,  'ontdoor*  man.  In  fact  or  nofhlni; 
we  «ilfltl7  staying  at  liome  Ij  thounnda,  unstirred  feeling  of  patriotism 
or  vengeance  and  m^parenUy  untonoiied  by  the  claah  of  arms  and  the  or^ 
dinary  martial  Instincts  of  youth.  .  .  .  Washington,  whose  local  patriotism 
no  one  will  dispute  and  whose  example  shone  like  a  beacon  light  amid  the 
gloom,  cursed  them  often  and  soundly  in  his  Iftters  for  doing  nothing.  It 
was  tortunate  for  these  colonies  that  Pitt  came  forward  to  save  them  .  .  . 
fte  totiocco  squires  of  the  Seven  Years'  War  were  lamentedly  wanting  in 
tkM  generous  and  martial  Impulsea  which  supply  almost  the  only  motlTO 
for  pride  of  raoe^  and  quite  the  only  one  where  high  culture  and  learning 
are  abseatt  u  was  here  the  casa  .  .  .  Turn  to  MaSBachnsetts  at  that  day, 
who  alone  sent  to  the  front  ten  or  fifteen  thousand  close-fisted,  industrious 
farmers,  men  whose  labor  was  their  daily  bread,  and  whose  ahs^oe  from  the 
liomest^d  was,  for  the  most  part,  a  serious  matter."  . 

These  statements  are  fiery  and  somewhat  overlook  the  facts.  In  another 
flMS  Bradley  says  of  New  England:  '^hey  were  much  the  most  warlike 
grasp  of  the  British  oolonles,  not  from  choice,  but  from  necessity,"  and.  so 
■ylng;  eiplalns  the  whole  case.  New  England  was  mouoed  by  Canada, 
that  Is.  by  a  hostile,  civilised  State  on  her  border;  New  Bngland  trade  was 
disturbed  by  French  cruisers,  and  for  more  than  a  generation  this  condition 
had  continued.  New  England  military  expeditions  were  usually  conducted 
against  a  civilized  enemy  occujiying  fortified  places,  like  LouisDourg.  For 
this  reason  New  England  was  fully  aware  of  the  French  peril,  sumethlug  the 
Southern  colonies  never  awakened  to.  Virginia  at  no  time  was  In  danger  of 
eoaquest;  her  frontier  beyond  the  Blue  Ridge  was  harassed  by  Indians  and 
mfwdy  harassed,  but  the  Blue  Ridge  diylded  the  colony  at  the  middle  of  the 
eighteenth  century  in  a  most  striking  way.  Bast  of  the  mountains,  especi- 
ally east  of  the  tidewater  line,  Virginia  was  another  England.  The  mode  of 
life  was  thoroughly  civilized  and  conimonplare;  thp  people  knew  nothing 
whatever  of  the  arts  of  the  wilderness.  Beyond  the  mountains  lay  the  sav- 
age American  frontier,  a  world  apart,  where  men  lived  as  frontiersmen  Jived 
eatU  yesterday  In  an  Isolation  and  primltlyeness  requiring  special  knowl- 
fldga  Bastem  Virginians  were  little  more  fitted  to  cope  with  Indiana  and 
teckwooda  warfare  than  Braddoek'a  troops,  and '  Indiana  were  the  only 
ttsmy  to  be  fought  on  the  Virginia  frontier;  the  French  as  an  organised 
force  were  only  to  bo  found  at  Fort  DuQuesne,  a  long  and  most  arduous 
journey  distant.  Eastern  Virginians  had  lost  the  art  of  Indian  warfare  sev- 
eral generations  before,  and  it  was  useless  to  expect  them  to  be  of  any  service 
in  the  peculiar  guerilla  figuiing  of  the  frontier  without  considerable  training. 
8adi  mr  was  without  glory  and  attended  by  the  moat  extreme  discomfort 
It  Is  not  at  an  peonllar  that  the  Imagination  of  the  tldewnter  youth  was  not 
Quaptared. 

As  a  matter  of  fact,  we  see  the  Indian  and  Indian  flirting  through  a  veil 
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of  romauce  totally  wautiug  to  the  people  of  the  colonial  period.  The  pro- 
YiBclals  drew  all  their  romantlo  Ideas  from  fhe  old  world;  tfaey  dreamod  of 
tbe  gaiety  a&d  fiwhion  of  London  and  of  tlie  tented  flelda  of  Bnrope.  Tb» 
Indian  for  tiMm  waa  a  sordid  reality,  one  whicb  tlie  seaboard  American  had 

gotten  rid  of  and  which  he  wished  to  pMmanently  remain  rid  of;  he  could 
little  understand  the  taste  of  front iersmen  ^villins;  to  live  on  the  edge  of 
the  Indian  country  and  squat  on  Indian  lands  when  practicable,  .ind  he  had 
little  solicitude  for  their  safety.  The  scalping  of  obscure  itnmigrauts  on  the 
border,  often  half-Indianized  as  they  were,  aroused  him  as  little  as  the  out- 
rages oommitted  on  American  citisens  in  Mexico  to-day  aroose  the  a?erage 
American.  It  was  something  out  of  his  ken.  Doubtless  he  should  not  have 
been  Indifferent,  but  so  he  was. 

Because  of  the  idealiiatioil  of  Indian  life  by  Cooper  and  his  sehool  the 
F^rench  and  Indian  War  appears  to  us  as  one  of  the  most  fascinating  periods 
in  history.  It  did  not  appear  thus  to  the  generation  that  lived  through  it, 
one  having  no  appreciation  of  wild  adventure  but  preferring  the  tame  in 
Ifterature  and  in  life;  it  was  a  generation  that  wrote  dull  verses  in  the 
drsary  style  of  P«9e  and  thoni^t  that  the  qninteisence  of  sadstenoe  lay  in 
the  art  of  mahlng  flourishing  bows  and  paying  complicated  compliments  to 
wcmsn  on  all  possible  occasions. 

But  after  the  Revolution  Americans,  partly  out  of  hatred  for  EnglandL 
partly  because  of  the  new  Ideas  arising  from  the  struggle,  began  to  look  on 
the  mother  country  with  a  notable  diminution  of  that  ardent,  naive  admira- 
tion and  desire  of  imitation  characteristic  of  the  colonial  era,  seeking,  in- 
stead, to  find  a  romantic  element  in  American  life.  There,  fortunately  for 
the  Interests  of  romance^  stood  the  Indian.  He  was  distlnctiye  and  he  was 
American,  and  studied  by  men  no  longer  in  danger  of  being  stalked  and  as- 
sassinated by  him,  he  well  fitted  the  romantic  standard.  Indeed,  even  worn 
for  many  millions  in  Europe  America  is  solely  made  up  of  Indians  and  cow- 
boys. What  in  a  dull  world  could  be  more  thrilling  than  that  incarnation  of 
picturesque  deviltry,  the  wild  Indian  as  he  has  come  down  to  us?  Note  the 
description  of  him  by  Philip  A.  Bruce:  "The  feeling  of  horror  was  made 
more  intense  by  the  noiselessness  with  which  the  enemy  moved,  the  care 
with  whldi  they  hid  their  tracks*  the  suddenness  with  which  they  appeared 
at  unexpected  points.  The  wiidness  of  the  Indian's  physical  aspect  also  added 
to  this  horror,— his  naked  and  painted  skin;  his  sinewy  frame,  as  lithe  and 
active  as  that  of  a  panther  or  wild  cat;  his  hawk-like  eye;  his  scream  of 
triumph,  which  curdled  the  blood  far  more  than  the  cry  of  some  fierce  wild 
animal  at  midnight.  The  very  image  of  the  terrible  creature  stamped  itself 
upon  the  imagination  like  some  menacing  figure  conjured  up  from  the  region 
of  devils."  (') 

This  picture  is  fascinating  to  us;  the  reality  waa  'anything  but  pleasing 
to  the  proTindals;  and  It  is  no  great  wonder  that  the  dwellers  in  dviliaad 
AsMTlca  had  no  stomach  for  the  obscure  miseries  of  Indian  warfare— the  con- 
stant exposure,  terrible  fatigue,  risk  of  starvation  and  danger  of  unseen 

death  at  the  hands  of  skulking,  filthy  savages,  who  could  be  seldom  brought 
to  a  stand-up  fight.  War  Is  an  exceedingly  poor  business  without  rations 
and  glory;  Indian  war  in  the  eighteenth  century  was  a  special  art  in  which

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courage  and  ordinary  military  knowledge  in  themselTes  were  of  small  avail. 
Twenty  years  later  the  frontier  had  bred  a  sufficiently  numerous  race  of 
woodsmen,  who  proved  a  match  for  the  red  man  at  his  own  game;  in 
17&5  the  company  of  gentlemen  whom  Peyton  Randolph  raised  for  service  on 
the  frontier  found  themselves  an  incumbrance  rather  than  a  help. 

TiM  Ylrgiiils  ragiinent,  ootttpoaed  largely  ot  bordtfws,  steadily  lmprov«d 
11  dtwtlpHiw  and  flaally  took  on  the  ahape  of  a  real  military  foroe.  It  was 
BO  longer  a  semi-civilian  mllltla  organisation  hnt  was  sahject  to  the  severe 
rules  of  military  law  and  performed  a  most  arduous  service.  In  1756  Vir- 
ginia sent  the  "Sandy  Creek  expedition"  against  the  Shawneea  on  the  Ohio. 
Major  Andrew  Lewis  was  in  command,  and  under  him  were  Captains  Wil- 
liam Preston,  Peter  Hogg,  John  Smith,  Archibald  Alexander,  Breckenridge, 
Woodson*  and  Overton,  besides  volunteer  companies  under  Captains  Mont- 
gnsMiy  and  Dnnlap  and  a  handftil  of  Cherokee  Indians.  (>) 

The  whole  fence  anumnted  to  MO  men^  partly  of  the  Virginia  regtanent 
nd  party  militia  and  Tirtiuiteen.  The  eispedltton  prored  a  fUlnrei  end  the 
troops  nearly  died  of  hunger. 

This  year,  1756,  was  a  very  harrassing  one  on  the  frontier.  In  April  a 
S'-vere  Indian  irruption  drove  Washington  almost  to  despair,  and  Dinwiddle 
ordered  out  militia  to  his  assistance.  Probably  several  thousand  men  were 
ti  Service  along  the  border  at  some  time  or  other  during  1766,  usually  for 
Mifpvkkta. 

In  17S7  Lord  Loodonn,  the  Britlih  ooiDniandep>ln-chlef»  required  Ylr- 
glnia  to  send  400  asm  to  fiknith  Ctcollna.  The  Virginia  regliiieat  was  rednoed 
to  a  thousand  men,  and  Washington  retired  from  eommand  fbr  a  time  oiwing 

to  111  health.  (*•) 

In  1758,  the  colony  made  greater  military  efforts.  Volunteer  companies 
were  raised,  some  of  them  in  the  interior,  and  at  one  ot  such  meetings,  in 
Htaover  on  May  8,  1758,  Samuel  Davies  preached  with  the  view  of  stirring 
iprMTslts.  The  Virginia  regnlara*  Increased  to  2,000  men.  were  divided  Into 
tm  ngfaneats,  one  of  whleh  Washington  continued  to  command,  the  other 
under  Col.  WUIlsm  Byrd.  a  planter  tuned  soldier,  ivho  hecanw  a  fslily  ef- 
ficient officer.  Washington's  command  was  sometimes  called  the  first  Vir> 
glnia  regiment,  Byrd's  the  second.  The  latter  organization  at  Fort  Cumber- 
land, on  August  3,  1758,  numbered  859  men.  The  officers  were  Lieutenant- 
Colonel  George  Mercer,  Major  William  Peachey,  Captains  S.  Mumford,  Thomas 
OMke,  Hancock  Bustace,  John  Field,  John  Posey,  Thomas  Fleming,  John 
Boeti^  and  flamnel  Meredith.  (») 

Vlfginln  troops  formed  an  important  conthBgent  In  Vorhes^s  expedition 
against  Fort  DuQuesne  In  17S8.  His  army  consisted  of  1200  Highlanders, 
^SO  Royal  Americans,  2,700  Pennsylvanlans,  1,600  Virginians,  and  several  bun- 
<lrfd  men  from  Maryland  and  North  Carolina — a  total  force  of  6,000.  (") 
The  itoyal  American  regiment  was  organized  in  the  colonics  and  received 
many  recruits  from  Virginia,  for  the  most  part  indented  servants.  The 
cUtf  feature  of  Forbes's  movement  was  Major  Grant's  engagement  with  the 
ttsay  near  flort  DoQnesne.  This  olBoer,  who  had  been  sent  in  admnee  with

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a  force  of  800  men,  was  totally  defeated  by  the  French  and  Indians,  losing 
nearly  half  of  his  command.  Major  Andrew  Lewis  and  162  Virginians  were 
present  in  tliis  engagement;  Lewis  was  taken  priBOuer  and  five  of  the  eight 
other  Virginia  officers  were  killed.  Captain  Thomas  Bullitt  and  his  com- 
pany,  by  their  brave  stand,  enabled  the  snniTOni  to  fit  dL  OC  tlM  l€t  Tli^ 
glnlans  62  were  killed.  Bradley  aays:  "Tbe  small  band  of  Vlrglniana  with 
Bullitt  fought  hootealiy.  and  were  all  klUed  eioept  saeb  as  eecaped  by 
fwimming  the  Alleghany  River."  (*•) 

Upon  Forbes's  further  advance  the  French  abandoned  Fort  DuQuesne, 
and  the  Indiana  lost  their  great  base  of  supplies  for  raids,  which  caused 
a  speedy  dwindling  of  hostilities  on  the  English  frontier.  The  year  1758 
was  the  chief  year  of  the  war  as  far  as  Virginia  was  concerued.  and  a  con- 
siderable force  held  the  field.  As  the  goyemment  raised  tour  companies  of 
ranger*  for  defensire  work,  and  as  Tolunteers  and  mHitla  oompaides  alons 
the  whole  exposed  western  and  southern  regions  were  it  serriee,  besides  ftae 
2,000  troops  of  the  regular  regiments*  it  is  probable  that  between  3,000  and 
4.000  men  were  in  arms  this  year, — ^not  a  bad  showing  for  a  purely  border 
war.  CoL  William  Peachey  commanded  the  newly  raised  battalion  of 
rangers. 

One-half  of  the  2,000  regulars  had  been  enlisted  to  serve  until  Decem- 
ber-1,  1758,  and  supplies  had  been  voted  by  the  aseembty  for  the  other  tbxmr 
sand  until  May  1,  1769.  This  reduction  was  provided  for  on  the  theory  that 
Forbes's  expedition  would  end  by  December  1,  1758.  But  as  the  fall  waned 
with  Forbes  still  far  from  his  goal,  the  assembly  decided  that  the  first  regi- 
ment might  be  continued  in  service  outside  the  colony  until  January  1. 

1759.  and  that  the  second  regiment,  enlisted  only  until  December  1,  1758, 
might  also  be  used  after  the  expiration  of  its  term  of  service,  provided  the 
rank  and  file  could  be  induced  to  continue  with  the  colors.  {")  Fort  Du- 
kuesne  fell  into  the  hands  of  the  British  on  November  26,  1758,  and  the  need 
for  the  continued  service  of  the  time^xpired  troops  was  passed.  In  17S8. 
^W^ashlngton  resigned  his  commission  and  took  his  seat  as  a  memher  of  the 
House  of  the  Burgesses,  whereupon  the  ranking  ofBeer  of  the  Virginia  forces 
became  William  Byrd.  At  the  meeting  of  the  assembly  in  February,  1759, 
it  was  determined  t()  till  up  the  companies  of  the  regiment  then  in  service, 
und  to  raise  an  additional  force  of  500  men  to  take  the  place  of  the  four 
ranger  companies,  disbanded.  The  greater  part  of  this  additional  force  was 
to  remain  within  the  limits  of  the  colony.  The  assembly  of  November,  1769, 
continued  the  regiment  in  service  until  May,  J.760. 

The  next  trouble  came  from  the  Cherokee  Indians,  who  in  1760  tumod 
from  the  Ehigllsh  alliance  and  began  a  war  on  their  own  account  against  the 
Carollnas  and  Virginia.  Fighting  centered  around  Fort  Loudoun  in  the  mod- 
ern State  of  Tennessee,  which  the  Cherokees  closely  beseiged.    In  March, 

1760,  the  Virginia  assembly  continued  the  regiment  in  service  until  Novem- 
ber 1,  1760,  besides  three  companies  of  100  men  each  to  guard  the  frontier. 
At  the  hurriedly  called  session  of  May,  1760,  the  assembly  resolved  to  raise 
700  men,  who,  with  the  SOO  already  on  the  border,  were  to  march  to  Fort 
Loudoun.  Meanwhile  CoL  Montgomery,  commanding  a  mixed  force  of  BrttUh. 


Of)  struggle  with  France  for  North  America,  276.

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and  Carolinians,  had  defeated  the  Cherokees  and  relieved  Fort  George,  but 
abandoned  the  attempt  to  relieve  Fort  Loudoun,  which  surrendered  to  the  In- 
diana. The  700  extra  troops  were  not  raised,  and  the  Virp:inia  forces  con- 
sisted only  of  the  regiment  already  in  service.  The  ansembly  provided  for 
Itt  Balntenuice  until  December,  1760,  and  allowed  the  governor  to  tend  it  ovt 
eC  tbe  eoloDy.  Amherst,  the  Brltitfh  commander  In  Amerlet,  concerted  an 
■ttaek  upon  the  Cherokeee^  to  be  carried  ont  by  Ck>L  Orant  from  Charleaton 
and  the  Virginia  regiment  under  Byrd,  together  with  North  Carolina  troops, 
from  Virginia.  Grant  was  successful,  but  Byrd  did  not  manage  to  reach  the 
enemy  and  resigned  on  account  of  the  criticism,  merited  or  unmerited,  he 
ceived.  He  had  under  him  600  Virprinians  in  this  campaign.  (")  Lieuten- 
ant-Colonel Adam  Stephen  succeeded  Byrd  in  command  oL  the  regiment 

The  Virginila  regiment  by  1760  had  become  an  eameUent  military  organ- 
teUon,  whatem  It  may  hare  been  at  the  beginning.  In  Mardi,  1760,  the 
oflflira  presented  a  petition  to  the  Hooae  of  Bargesses  In  whldi  they 
attntlon  Ita  reputation :  "That  by  close  Application,  and  a  steady  Persever- 
inre  in  the  punctual  Execution  of  their  Duty,  such  good  Order,  Regularity, 
and  strict  Discipline  (which  can  alone  constitute  good  troops)  have  long 
been  maintained  in  the  regiment  so  as  to  have  attracted  the  Particular  No- 
tice and  Approbation  of  the  best  Judges;  acquired  a  Superiority  over  all 
other  ProTtnelal  Troops  and  rendered  It  nnlTersally  admired  by  all  with 
vhom  It  did  Dnty:  This  ikssertlon  Is  clearly  erinoed,  by  the  behaTlovr  of  its 
offleen  in  the  many  Actions  It  has  been  engaged  In,  and  the  Signal  Brareiy 
Oi  several,  whose  gallant  Conduct  and  glorious  Deaths  redound  so  much  to 
tlie  Honor  of  this  Colony."  (")  The  repiment  remained  on  the  Cherokee 
frontier  until  early  in  1762,  when  Governor  Fauquier  disbanded  it  on  re- 
ceiving word  that  peace  had  been  concluded  with  the  Indians. 

The  dying  echoes  of  the  Seven  Years'  War  in  Europe  gave  the  colonies 
«M  more  alarm.  Bngland  had  declared  war  on  Spain,  and  Fauquier,  at  the 
BiwiHiig  of  the  assembly  In  March,  1762,  asked  the  colony  to  raise  a  regl- 
iDflit  to  be  Incorporated  Into  the  reglnient  on  "British  Capitol  Bstabllah- 
BBrts  DOW  in  America."  (")  The  house  of  bo^esses  agreed,  but  the  council 
demarrwl  and  only  passed  fho  bill  creating  a  regiment  of  1,000  men  by  a 
single  vote.  The  regiment  wa.s  raised,  and  remained  for  acme  time  on  duty 
in  the  west,  but  was  disbanded  in  May,  1763. 

It  broke  up  just  when  needed,  for  in  1763  the  Indians  of  the  whole 
tnnUm,  acting  with  a  unity  they  new  attained  before  or  afterwards,  at- 
lacled  the  British  posts  from  Mackinaw  to  Fort  Pitt,  laying  waste  the  set- 
ttesMnts  of  New  York,  Pennsylvania,  BCaryland,  and  l^rginia.  The  Virginia 
regiment  had  been  disbanded  chiefly  because  the  board  of  trade  would  net 
allow  the  colony  to  issue  the  paper  money  needed  for  its  maintenance,  but 
in  August.  1763.  the  governor  and  council  called  out  1.000  militia  from 
Hampshin-  and  the  adjoining  counties,  half  of  them  under  the  command 
of  OoL  Adam  Stephen  and  half  under  Major  Andrew  Lewis,  both  of  whom 
were  now  olBcers  of  the  best  quality.  This  foroe  saw  a  good  deal  of  BerTice^ 
•Bd  ca  one  occasion  a  detachment  was  cut  up  by  the  Indians  with  heayy

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In  tho  summer  of  1764,  Col.  Bouquet,  the  most  energetic  and  capable  of 
the  English  officers  in  the  colonies,  prepared  a  retaliatory  expedition  against 
the  Indian  towns  along  the  Ohio.  In  August,  1764,  he  wrote  to  Andrew 
Lewis  to  send  him  two  hundred  Virginia  vuiunteers  to  take  the  place  oi  his 
deiertert.  "A  body  of  VlrginlanB,  acoordlngly.  Joined  blm  at  Fort  Pitt  to 
his  great  aatlsfectlon,  for  he  set  a  high  valne  on  theae  haAwooda  rifle- 
men." (**)  The'  Virginia  goremment,  whidi  waa  hard  praaiod  for  money. 
reAiaed  to  pay  the  volunteers  in  Bouquel'a  army*  attempting  to  make  him 
responsible.  Later,  the  Pennsylvania  assembly  assumed  this  debt.  Pennsyl- 
vania bring  the  great  gainer  by  the  suppression  of  the  Ohio  Indians.  Vir- 
ginia, indeed,  liad  spent  so  much  money  in  the  French  war  that  she  sufTered 
from  a  financial  puuic  in  1765,  for  which  reason  her  refusal  to  assume  the 
obligation  la  ezeniable. 

Between  1764  and  1774  there  was  no  formal  war  on  the  border,  though 
the  whites  were  continually  conmiitting  aggressions  on  the  Indians  and  anf- 
fering  retaliation.  Thia  state  of  attalra  culminated  in  1774  with  a  very  brisk 
and  stirring  little  war.  On  Jnne  10,  1774,  Lord  IHmmore;  the  goremor, 
iasned  a  proclamation  calling  ont  the  militia  dT  the  western  counties,  (**) 
and  went  to  the  frontier  to  take  command  in  person.  The  southwestern 
militia  concentrated  at  Lewisburg.  It  consisted  of  the  Botetourt  force« 
under  William  Fleming  and  those  from  Augusta  under  Charles  liowis,  be- 
sides a  company  from  Culpepcr,  one  from  Bedford,  and  two  companies  froBi 
the  Holston;  there  were  14  companies  in  all.  The  veteran  CoL  Andrew  Xiswls 
commanded  the  whole  force,  numbering  about  1100  men.  Meanwhile  Bun- 
more  had  raised  the  northwestern  militia  and  found  himaelf  at  the  head  of 
1200  men. 

Lewis  advanced  northward  along  the  Kanawha  to  Join  Dunmore,  until 
on  October  €,  1774,  he  reached  the  Ohio.  The  Indiana,  seeing  that  tiie  mien 

of  Dunmore  and  Lewis  would  make  them  overwhelmingly  outnumbered,  de- 
cided to  attack  one  of  the  wings  before  it  had  joined  the  other.  Accord- 
ingly, on  October  9,  1774.  they  attempted  to  surprise  Lewis's  camp,  but 
failed,  and  a  fierce  battle  raged  all  day.  At  dark  the  Indians  withdrew, 
leaving  the  field  in  the  hands  of  the  backwoodsmen,  who  made  much  of  a 
rather  indedslTe  victory.  Soon  after,  Dunmore  concluded  peace  with  the 
red  men,  who  had  been  dish^iutened  by  their  ftdlnre  to  destroy  Lewis  at 
Point  Pleasant  The  troops  of  Dunmore'a  brigade,  so  called,  continued  in 
service  on  the  frontier  sometime  longer  and.  Indeed,  almost  until  the  colonial 
age  blended  into  the  Revolutionary.  In  the  twenty  years  of  frontier  war- 
fare in  Virginia,  from  1754  to  1774.  the  efflcit  ncy  and  reputation  of  the  Vir- 
ginia borderers  grew  apace.  At  the  end  of  the  colonial  era  they  were  con- 
sidered the  best  rangers  in  the  colonies,  and  as  Morgan's  riflemen  won  glory 
in  the  Revolutionary  War  wherever  they  i^peared.  In  thia  struggle,  in 
which  for  the  first  time  civilised  warfiwe  was  conducted  In  America  on  a 
large  acale,  the  eastern  Virginians  served  In  large  numbers  and  did  well. 
Many  of  the  best  officers  and  troops  In  the  Continental  army  came  from  that 
formerly  inert  tidewater  section.

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TMb  llBt  of  colonial  Boldien  of  TlrginiA  begins  with  ft  lew  of  the  nameft 
of  the  participants  in  the  Cartagena  expedition  of  1740,  recovered  from  the 
Journals  of  the  House  of  Biirjijessos.  The  muster-rolls  were  probably  never 
in  the  possession  of  the  colonial  government  and  arc  not  now  available,  If 
they  are  in  existence  at  all.  A  few  other  names  represent  the  Canadian 
expediUon  and  the  Indian  hoetlUties  of  the  forties.  It  is  not  until  1754  tliat 
the  Hat  begins  to  be  at  all  full,  bnt  starting  with  that  year  and  running  to 
ins  the  nmster-roUs  of  the  Virginia  regiment  are  well  preserred.  Indeed, 
the  rolls  of  the  companies  oonunanded  by  Washington  and  later  by  Stephen 
tre  singularly  complete  for  a  period  comparatively  so  remote.  For  some 
of  the  other  companies  the  rolls  are  not  so  good,  and  lor  the  late  period 
they  hardly  exist. 

The  rolls  ol  the  Virginia  regiment  are  to  be  found  in  the  Washington 
Fipen  in  tbm  Xjlbnyry  of  CSongress,  and  some  of  tbem  baTo  been  printed  in 
the  "Virginia  Magaaine  of  History  and  Biography."  The  other  great  sooioe 
tor  a  list  of  oolonial  soldiers  is  Hening's  "Statutes  at  Large,"  which  give, 
in  the  Tth  and  Stb  Tolumes,  a  jumbled  list  of  names  of  soldiers,  provision 
proriders,  wagon  drivers,  and  performers  of  various  other  services  essential 
to  the  welfare  of  troops;  if  is  with  some  difficulty  that  sohii-  rs  avi  (i»>fa<  h''d 
from  the  mass  of  non-combatants.  Furthfrmore,  the  Statutes  art*  seriously 
deficient;  they  frequently  mention  captains  of  companies  without  giving 
the  names  of  the  soldiers,  which  are  thus  almost  hopelessly  lost  As  the 
mlUtia  contingents  in  the  Seven  Years'  War  and  the  succeeding  Indian 
troubles  were  larger  it  is  probable  that  aa  many  as  several  thousand  militia* 
men  remain  unlcnown.  From  time  to  time,  many  of  these  names  will  be 
recovered  in  the  county  records  and  will  go  to  sw^ll  tho  published  list.  It 
is  believed,  however,  that  f<nv  nu'ml>fMs  of  the  Virginia  regiment  are  un- 
accounted for,  as  in  addition  to  tho  comimny  rolls  in  the  Washington  Papers 
iliere  are  lK>unty  applications  in  the  Virginia  land  office,  the  bound  volumes 
of  which  were  used  by  Crosier  in  his  *nrginia  Colonial  Militia,'*  while  the 
loose  p^wm  have  been  copied  and  made  convenient  tm  reference  by  the 
Virginia  Historical  Society.  Other  sources,  such  as  the  "Augusta  County 
Seeords,"  and  county  histories,  the  "Journals  of  the  House  of  Burgesses," 
and  the  "Journals  of  the  House  of  DelegateK,"  etc.,  have  contributed  some 
names.  Lists  of  mlHtia  not  known  to  have  Boon  aotive  service,  a  number 
of  which  are  printed  by  Crozicr,  are  omitted,  as  this  list  is  limited  to  soldiers 
Vie  actually  served  in  war.  The  total  number  of  entries  is  about  6700. 
lut  wliat  number  of  individuals  these  figures  represent  it  is  dilllenit  to  say, 
let  bagmid  question  the  Virginia  forces  were  much  larger  than  has  usually 
been  supposed.  In  the  present  work  the  general  form  of  the  Bevolutionary 
Uit  has  been  followed,  as  it  has  been  found  convenient  for  reference  purposes.

As  requiied  by  law,  I  submit  the  report  of  the  State  Library-  Poard  for  the 
period  of  elevrn  months  ending  Hcpfcrnbrr  30,  1917.  Heretofore  the  library  year 
\a&  ended  with  the  3lBt  of  October,  but  the  board  at  their  Inst  riiroting,  held 
November  22,  1916,  adopted  a  resolution  to  the  effect  that  in  the  future  it  should 
end  with  the  90th  of  September.  ThiH  was  done  so  as  to  make  the  library  year 
•oBfom  with  the  fieeel  year  of  the  State. 

The  leport  eonriete  of  an  aceount  of  the  work  of  the  State  libfmry  for  the 
period  covered,  submitted  by  the  chairman  of  the  Library  Board,  of  the  report 
of  the  iState  Librarian  to  the  board,  and  of  a  cornpilation  containinjc  the  names  of 
the  members  of  the  General  AHsriiil>ly  of  \'irpinia  from  1776  to  the  jirescnt  time,  % 
with  those  of  the  several  rf)nstituti()nal  conventions  held  in  this  State,  and  an 
ttdex  to  the  whole.  This  compilation,  which  it  has  required  no  little  time  and 
iBinreh  to  make  aeearate»  owing  to  the  {act  that  the  Jooroali  of  the  Houn  of 
Ddegitee  and  of  the  Senate  did  not  pve  Usta  of  members  for  many  years  after 
17TB,  is  the  joint  work  of  Colonel  John  W.  Williams,  Clerk  of  the  House  of  Dele- 
gates, and  >rr.  Earl  G.  Fwem.  .\ssistant  State  Librarian.  It  is  submitted  for 
publiration  as  a  I'urt  of  the  report  of  the  Library  Htmrd  in  accorilance  with  the 
act  of  the  General  As.st  iiil)ly  of  191(>  allowing  the  board  to  have  published  annually 
aa  a  part  of  their  report  special  matter  of  value  from  an  historical  standpoint. 
This  eonqalation,  for  many  years  oontemplated  by  both  Ctrfonel  Williams  and 
the  State  Librarian,  will  be  found  exceedingly  useful  by  workefs  in  Virginia  history. 

KECEIPTIS  AND  EXPENDITHiEfci. 

Not  counting  a  balance  of  $94.71  on  hand  November  1,  1916,  the  receipts  of  the 
"Library  Fund,"  which  ineludes  the  total  r<  r(  i|)t8  of  the  library  other  than  from 
loeislative  appropriations — that  is,  from  flic  sale  of  State  publications,  f<>«'S  for 
copying,  fnes.  sale  of  bonds.  int<  rest  on  bonds  f(»iily  S^i.OO).  and  royalty  on  one 
hronxe  reproduction  of  the  Uoudon  statue  of  Washington— was  $^1,6K).81  for  the 
iliiWB  months,  a  sum  $446.96  in  excess  of  the  amount  received  the  whole  of  the 
fseeedlBg  year,  bat  not  by  any  means  adequate  to  the  needs  of  the  library,  e»- 
pedally  when  the  increased  cost  of  everything  purchased  is  taken  into  considerar 
tion.  The  expenditures  were  $4,733.04.  Hence  there  was  a  balance  on  hand  on 
OctolxT  1  of  $2 -IS  Tabulated  sfateri  <  nts  of  the  reeeij)ts  and  exi)endilures  of 
this  fund  an<l  a  tabulated  .stat<  nieiit  of  tlie  exiK-nditun'.  in  the  jM-riod  covered 
by  this  report,  of  the  amount*  appropriated  by  the  General  iViistiaijly  of  1916 
iriB  he  found  in  the  Librarian's  reports 
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NOTABLE!  ACX3BSSI0N  OP  BOOKS. 

The  most  notable  accession  of  books  raadi'  in  the  period,  and  one  of  the  most 
notable  made  in  the  history  of  the  library,  consists  of  one  thousand  titles,  the 
bequest  oi  the  late  Colonel  R.  L.  Panish,  of  Ck>vington,  Virginia.  Colonel  Panish 
^Bveetod  in  hm  will  that  ooe  thouBand  books  of  Ua  libniy— »  very  -valatble  one 
■hoidd  go  to  the  Univwaity  of  Vir^^a  and  one  thouaand  to  the  State  library. 
Silioe  he  did  not  specify  the  individual  volumes  which  should  go  to  each,  it  was 
necessary  for  the  librarians  <rf  these  two  institutions  to  visit  Covington  and  make 
their  selections.  This  they  did  on  the  2l8t-23rd  of  March,  and  the  books  and 
pamphlets  acquired  by  the  State  Library  reached  their  destination  a  few  daya 
later.  Of  these,  between  five  and  six  hundred,  Virginiana  in  the  main,  were  new 
titlee  added  to  our  ooUeetioo,  the  rest  duidieeteB  of  titles  already  here,  but  in 
most  cases  none  the  leas  acoeptaUe  on  that  aeeoimt^  since  it  is  ottr  pdliey  to  have 
in  the  library  at  least  two  copies  of  all  Virginia  itenas. 

As  a  permanent  record  of  the  items  in  this  way  added  to  our  collections,  and 
as  a  memorial  of  the  benefaction  of  the  donor,  a  loyal  son  of  Virginia  who  spent 
much  of  his  time  and  means  as  a  collector  of  her  literattire,  these  one  thousand 
titles  arc  submitted  to  be  printed  as  a  part  of  the  Librarian's  report. 

PUBLICATIONS  OP  THE  UBRART. 

Only  one  publication  of  the  library  actually  app3ared  in  thi  p\)t  elava  n 
months,  namely,  the  library  report  for  1910,  which  contains  as  its  most  Tabiable 
feature  the  list  of  CokMiial  Soldieni  of  Virginia^  but  a  great  deal  of  work  was  dons 

on  the  compilation,  referred  to  above,  of  the  register  of  the  General  Assembly  of 
Virginia  from  1776  through  1916,  on  the  Quarterly  Bulletin,  and  on  the  Journals 
of  the  Coimcil  of  Colonial  Virginia.  All  four  numbers  of  the  Quarterly  Bulletin 
are  now  going  through  the  press,  being  printed  as  one.  The  book  will  be  a  very 
bulky  one,  and  possibly  it  will  be  necessary,  in  order  to  secure  convenienoe  in 
handling,  to  bind  it  in  two  parts.  Its  title  is  ''Bibliography  of  Vii^ia,  Part  2," 
sad  it  ooolaiM  tlw  tities  of  aU  the  pubUeations  of  the  State  of  YlrgpiiA  through 
its  various  dqpartaneirts  and  agsnoies  from  17715  to  tiie  present  time,  witii  a  fall 
index.  In  the  case  of  sodi  composite  publioations  as  "House  Journals  and  Dooih 
ments,"  for  instance,  an  analysis  has  been  made,  and  the  title  of  each  separate 
document  given.  This  accounts  for  the  size  of  the  volume,  and  it  also  gives  a 
hint  as  to  its  value.  The  volume  will  open  the  door  wide  for  the  student  of  Vir- 
ginia history  to  the  treawires  of  information  heretofore  concealed  in  the  State's 
flfleial  puMicatinBs. 

Asfbr  the  Journals  of  the  Council  of  Colonial  Virginia  they  aie  the  oompanion 
feiuMBS  of  the  Journals  of  the  House  of  Burgesses.  By  omitting  such  speeches 
and  communications  as  have  already  appeared  in  the  "Journals  of  the  House  of 
Burgesses,"  merely  gi^ving  references  to  the  proper  pages  of  the  latter  volumes,  it 
was  hoped  that  all  the  Council  Journals  might  be  printed  in  two  stout  volumes  of 
from  six  to  seven  hundred  pages  each,  since  the  records  of  the  proceedings  of  the 
OoiBflil  wen  onaUy  muoh  shorter  than  those  of  the  Ho^ 
foond  posrible.  Time  vohmss  will  be  neoessaiy.  The  fimt  two  of  thess  sre  now 
in  type,  and  will  be  issued  in  time  to  save  the  appropriation  made  for  their  pubUeip 
tioo  by  the  General  Assembly  of  1916.  For  the  publication  of  the  third  volume  ap- 
propriation will  have  to  be  made  by  the  General  Assembly  of  1918.  It  is  the 
de^re  of  the  board  that  after  the  publication  of  the  Journals  of  the  Council  as  n 
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le^ative  body  is  completed  the  publication  of  thrir  Journals  as  an  oronitive 
body  be  taken  up  and  carried  throu^;)i.  This  work  will  he  of  as  much  historical 
value  as  that  already  done,  and  it  is  hoped  and  confidently  expected  that  the 
Qoieial  Aasembly  will  make  the  necessary  appropriation  from  sessioD  to  seauoo. 

USB  MADE  OF  THE  LIBRARY. 

Statistics  of  the  use  made  of  the  library  are  given  iu  the  Librarian  s  report. 
Then  iboir  a  deoreaio  nlwii  oompared  with  the  stattfltioa  for  the  preoedmg  year, 
Ifae  mmber  of  viriton  to  the  Ubmry  for  the  eleven  monthe  being  17,309  as  against 
9^984  for  the  corresponding  period  last  year,  the  nomber  of  books  served  20,330 
as  against  25,109,  and  the  number  circulated  6,492  as  against  9,063.    A  part  of 
this  doorcase  is  undoubtedly  to  be  accounted  for  by  the  fact  that  for  several 
months  after  the  breakinK  out  of  the  war  in  which  this  country  is  at  present  en- 
gaged (March  27  to  July  2o)  military  guards  were,  in  acc(jrdauce  with  your 
ceeDeney'a  ofden,  atatiooed  at  the  library  building  for  the  purpose  of  ezeluding 
ill  peiaonfl  to  whom  the  alightest  anapieion  mi^t  attach,  and  all  the  doom  ezoepi 
t)  c  main  door  of  the  building  were  looked.  While  neither  these  guards  nor  the 
doorkeepers  who  were  constantly  on  dut>-  at  the  main  entrance  turned  away  a 
great  many,  their  ver>'  presence  and  the  knowledge.  p;ained  from  the  newspapers 
or  from  rejxirt,  that  the  building  was  closely  guarded  must  have  had  a  deterrent 
effect  on  many  persons  who  would  otherwise  have  used  the  library.    A  more 
potest  eauBe  of  the  decrease,  however,  is  the  fact  that  the  library  finds  itself  . 
inahle  to  bqy  any  ymry  great  number  of  the  new  books  as  they  are  issued,  sooh 
books  aa  readers  everywhere  are  calling  for.  The  popular  use  of  the  library  will 
not  inereaae  much  until  means  ho  found  for  the  purchase  in  greater  numbers  of 
books  which  are  in  demand.     As  for  the  use  made  of  the  library  hy  research 
workers,  this  was  as  great  us  ever  before,  {K-rhaps  greater,  though  it  is  imf>ossible 
to  give  reliable  statistics,  since  serious  students  are  allowed  free  use  of  the  stack 
room  and  a  8i4)ervi8ed  use  of  our  manuscript  collection,  and  have  not  hsretofora 
beoi  required  to  report  how  many  books  or  maDUseripts  they  find  oeeasion  to 
soasult.  It  is  to  foster  this  use,  which  is,  after  all,  so  far  as  this  library  is  con- 
eemed,  more  importsnt  probably  than  the  popular  mtf  since  the  library  is  pri- 
marily, by  law,  a  reference  library,  that  such  expensive  publications  as  several 
numbers  of  the  Quarterly  Bulletin,  "The  \  irginia  Bibliography,  Part  1,"  and 
"Virginia  Counties,"  for  instance,  have  been  issued  by  the  library.  In  this  they 
find  their  justification.  However,  it  is  hoped  that  in  the  coming  years  means  will 
bs  found  to  foster  the  popular  use  very  i^eatly  slso. 

Hm  latest  resnlt  of  what  may  be  called  the  scholarly  use  of  the  library  aa 
opposed  to  the  popular  use  to  find  its  way  into  print  is  a  work  of  about  200  pages 
by  Professor  C  G.  Pearsco,  printed  by  the  Yale  University  Press.  Professor 
Pearson  found  most  of  the  material  used  by  him  in  this  valuable  monograph,  the 
title  of  which  is  "The  Keadjuster  Movement  in  Virginia,"  in  the  Virginia  State 
library. 

BRBCT  OP  'THE  OBEAT  WAR  ON  THE  ACi'iViTlES  OP  THE  UBRART. 

Though,  aa  has  been  adverted  to  above,  at  least  one  of  the  measures  which 
it  was  deemed  by  proper  authorities  advisable  to  take  as  A  preeantion  on  the

As  war  hat  inomssd  the  aetivitise  of  the  library  as  m  whole  very  eoosiderably. 
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The  American  Library  Association,  at  the  request  of  the  United  States  Govern- 
ment (through  the  Secretary  of  War)  determined  to  raise  at  least  $l,000,fW)  in  the 
whole  country  with  which  to  provide  libraries  for  all  the  camps  and  cant  minents 
in  the  United  States.  The  argument  in  favor  of  these  Libraries  is  that  literature 
€f  the  right  kind  will  li»ve  a  tremendous  influenoe  not  only  in  keeping  the  soldien 
contented  in  tin  eanqpe,  where  they  ihould  as  f«r  as  poniihle  be  faipti,  until  they 
are  sent  to  France,  and  thus  prevented,  when  off  duty,  from  straying  to  neighlxMv 
ing  dties  and  towns,  wIwvb,  deqiite  the  best  cfTorts  <>f  tho  soldiers'  entertainment 
committees  of  those  communities,  they  will  be  subjected  to  all  manner  of  evil 
influences,  but  also  in  giving  them  information  and  inspiration.  No  soldier  could 
read  such  a  book  as  the  ''Spirit  of  France,"  by  O.  M.  Johnson,  for  instance,  w^ithout 
being  inspired  to  do  his  utmost  to  right  a  great  wrong.  These  books,  then,  will 
add  to  the  morale  and  efficiency  of  our  fighting  forces  and  will  reduce  the  length 
of  the  war. 

It  was  but  natural  that  the  American  Library  Association  should  appoint 

as  its  agent  for  the  (Hrccfion  of  llic  crimpaifCTi  in  Virginia  to  secure  Virginia's 
share  of  the  amount  our  State  Librarian,  who  is  a  member  of  the  .-issociation. 
Before  this  campaign  to  secure  money  started,  however,  a  campaign  to  secure 
books  and  magazines  to  be  shipped  the  soldiers  and  sailors  at  onoe  before  the 
American  Association  libraries  became  availaUe  was  begun  as  an  emergency 
measure,  and  of  tiiis  canqMign  the  State  Librarian  was  also  asked  to  take  chargB. 
He  was  later  asked,  however,  to  give  his  attention  specially^  to  sending  literature 
to  Camp  I^e.  These  two  pi^-ces  of  work,  namely,  supplying  Camp  Lee  w  ith  litera- 
ture and  endeavoring  to  collect  $2o,{KX),  Virginia's  share  of  the  S1,()(X),(M)()  to  be 
raised  from  tlie  whole  country,  have  kept  the  Librarian  unusually  busy  for  the 
past  two  or  three  months  and  have  rendered  it  necessary  for  him  to  divert  frona 
time  to  time  the  energies  of  various  members  of  the  library  staff  from  their  usual 
work  to  the  satisfaction  of  these  emergency  calls. 

In  the  collectiwi  of  literature  the  success  of  the  efforts  jmt  forth  has  been 
considerable.  Six  shipments  have  Iwen  made  to  the  Y.  M.  C.  A.,  at  Canm>  Lee. 
In  the  aggregate  2,'i',iCy  books  and  5.018  recent  magazines  have  been  sent. 

The  money  campaign  has  not  Ixen  so  successful,  though  Dr.  Mcllwaine  early 
enlisted  the  aid  of  Mrs.  K.  P.  Minor,  formerly  reference  librarian  of  the  Virginia 
State  Library,  and  the  Virginia  Council  of  Defense  directed  the  several  ehaptem 
of  the  Virginia  Division  of  the  Woman's  Committee  of  the  Council  of  National 
Defense  to  undertake  the  work  of  raising  Hhb  amoimts  apportioned  to  the  several 
cities  of  the  State.  The  cities  being  thus  ivovided  for  in  a  measure,  Dr.  Mcllwaine 
endeavored  to  secvire  by  corresponrlence  an  orp;:mizatinn  in  each  of  the  counties. 
This  canijiaign  is  .still  in  pn>^n  s.-<,  in  tho  liope  that  \'irgiiua"s  contribution  to 
the  fund  may  be  a  substantial  one,  even  though  it  fall  short  of  the  amount  asked  for. 

WORK  OP  THB  LDSRARY  STAFF  OTHER  THAN  THAT  ALREADY 

R£F£RR£DTO. 

The  cataloguing  done  in  the  library  in  the  ebven  months  oovered  by  this 
report  was  mainly  that  of  current  accessions,  with  a  few  titles  of  Virginia  pampk- 
lets  included.  The  number  of  titles  catalogued  was  somewhat  smaller  than  it 
was  the  preceding  year,  but  the  number  of  cards  written  was  somewhat  greater. 
The  total  numlwr  of  cards  in  the  public  catalogue  on  the  first  of  October  was 
190,448.  The  cataloguing  did  not  go  forward  so  rapidly  as  it  should  have  done — 
and  this  was  the  case,  too,  the  preceding  year — ^because  the  cataloguing  force  was 
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tequnQjr  called  on  to  do  other  waA,  mainlj  work  in  eowneetiott  witii  the 
Qnirteily  BuUetm  end  the  register  of  the  General  Anembly.  During  the  present 
yctr,  however,  it  is  expected  that  oannderably  more  will  be  aooompliehed  in  thit 

branch  of  the  work  of  the  library. 

The  specific  appropriation  of  $1,500  nia(ie  by  the  Gmeral  A.Hsetnhly  of  1916 
for  binding  has  all  been  expended,  and  the  improvement  in  the  appearance  and 
tte  eonditioii  of  a  great  many  of  our  volumes,  including  Mveral  handled  mann- 
Mriptfohsnei^  is  marked.  It  really  eeemo,  however,  aa  if  only  a  good  begfaMMg 
hid  been  made  jp  giving  proper  attention  of  this  kind  to  the  items  in  the  libraiy 
■Htdmgit.  It  is  hoped  sincerely  that  the  General  ABseinbly  of  1918  will  ooatinue 
Hob  appropriation  for  binding. 

The  head  of  the  department  of  serials,  w  ho  has  charpe  of  the  binding,  was  not, 
after  the  uniij-unl  ariKuint  of  l)ir'din>i  niatio  possible  l)y  the  appropriation  came  to 
an  end,  burdened  with  this  branch  of  her  work  as  before,  but  the  number  of  pieces 
of  mail — serials  of  all  kindfi — handled  by  her  was  greater  the  past  eleven  months 
ibn  during  any  previous  period  of  the  same  length. 

In  the  report  made  by  the  State  Librarian  to  the  board  in  1916  it  was  stated 
tiiat  the  U£e  made  of  the  traveling  library  collections  was  less  for  that  year  than 
for  tho  yctir  before,  owing,  it  was  thought,  to  the  fact  that  by  the  summer  of  1015 
many  of  the  collections  had  become  by  use  so  iniat tractive  in  appearance  that 
scire  of  the  local  lil>rary  associations — tlu^  borrowers  of  these  ('(illf'ftions — 
allowed  their  privileges  to  lapse.  In  the  summer  of  1915,  however,  all  the  books 
<f  tbis  department  which  were  entire  so  far  as  their  reading  matter  was  eon- 
eemed  were  rebound,  and  the  Librarian  ventured  the  predietion  that  the  statistics 
for  the  present  report  would  prove  satisfactory.  This  predietifm  was  correct,  for 
in  the  eleven  months  covered  by  this  report  a  greater  number  of  collections  was 
sent  out  than  was  pent  out  the  whole  of  the  year  before,  and  there  was  an  increased 
uiseinade  of  the  books  of  such  of  the  collections  as,  on  the  expiration  of  their  terms 
of  service  at  the  several  library  stations,  were  returned  to  this  library — a  fact 
itiasted  by  the  reports  of  die  local  librarians.  Four  special  dupSeate  ssts  of  ten 
vohmee  eaoh  on  sanitation,  hygiene,  nursing,  and  kindred  topics  were  recently 
punhaced  at  the  request  oif  Bfiiss  Agnes  Randolph,  who  is  connected  with  th« 
State  Health  Department,  and  on  the  recommendation  of  Dr.  Enion  G.  Williams, 
State  Health  Commisaioner,  w  hich  will  be  sent  from  point  io  point  in  the  State  as 
travelintr  libraries  to  be  used  by  classes  of  won  cii  wlio  are  l)(>inp  instructed  by  Miss 
Randolph  and  others  how  to  care  for  the  health  of  their  families  and  communities 
is  the  shoenoe  of  regular  physicians  in  some  secticms  of  the  State,  the  result  of 
their  odistment  in  the  anny  and  the  navy. 

The  ncetal  shelving  and  eases  provided  for  by  special  appropriation  of  the 
General  Assembly  at  the  1916  session  have  been  completed.  As  was  Stated  in  the 
report  of  the  Librarian  for  1916,  the  price  of  steel  had  advanced  so  much  between 
the  time  of  the  voting  of  the  appropriation  and  that  of  letting  the  contract  for  tho 
*ork— though  the  contract  was  let  as  expeditiously  as  possible — that  only  three- 
Cottttis  of  the  work  contemplated  could  be  in  fact  provided  for.  Hence  one  wall 
<f  the  mannseript  room  is  still  unftimisbed  with  metal  eases. 

Deqdtetiie  fact  that  the  librarian  reported  last  year  that  he  would  be  unable 
to  remove  from  the  manuscript  room  the  bound  volumes  of  newspapers  in  the 
•'ooden  cases  in  that  room,  he  has  in  fact  achieved  what  ho  before  considered  an 
Ulipoppibility,  and  to-day  not  a  bound  newspapt^r  is  to  \)v  found  there  and  the 
Wooden  cases  have  also  been  removed.   Space  has  been  provided  for  the  news- 
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papers  in  the  cases  already  in  the  western  end  of  the  old  reading  roum,  now  coa- 
Wted  into  *  staek-room,  and  in  three  new  eaeea  oonstruoted  in  that  part  of  the 
library.  This  erowcb  the  newspapers  somewhat,  but  it  was  thoa^t  best  to  make 
this  disposition  of  them  in  order  to  make  of  the  manuscript  room  a  place  for  the 

deposit  of  manuscripts  only — except  for  the  periodicals,  little  used,  still  on  the 
wooden  shclvine  on  the  north  wall  of  that  room — and  a  "work  shop"  for  the  use 
of  them,  a  cniiMiii  nialion  toward  which  the  librarian  lias  been  looking  forward 
for  years  and  which  the  present  archivist  has  been  urging  since  his  tenure  of  olhce 
began.  Hie  oak  vertical  filmg  cases  formerly  in  the  center  of<4he  room  httve 
been  removed  to  the  north  wall,  and  the  whole  of  the  floor  qpaee  left  free  for 
tables  and  desks  for  the  use  of  workers  on  the  manusoripts. 

The  rxj  oriment  of  allowing  the  senior  students  of  Westhampton,  Richmond, 
and  Randolph-Macon  colleges  to  work  in  the  department  of  history  and  archives  of 
the  library  as  apprentices  proved  successful,  and  at  the  beginning  of  the  present 
session  of  those  colleges  the  privilege  was  extended  to  the  junior  students  by 
agreement  of  the  members  of  the  Library  Board  in  advance  of  the  regular  meeting. 
Though  only  two  students  took  advantage  of  the  opportunity  afforded  them  the 
past  year,  they,  under  the  supervision  of  ih»  anduvist,  appreciably  advanced  the 
work  of  the  department  and,  while  doing  this,  added  to  their  own  knowledge  of 
Virjrinift  history  and  acquired  a  certain  amount  of  information  ns  to  the  care  of 
manuscripts.  It  is  thought  that  the  number  of  apprentices  will  be  larger  the 
present  year. 

Li  eondusion,  I  wish  to  eall  your  excellency's  attention  to  the  fact  that  the 
salaries  of  the  members  of  the  staff  of  the  library,  hardly  adequate  before  the 
beginning  of  the  great  world  war  to  maintain  their  recipients  in  the  degree  of 

comfort  and  respectablility  which  ought  t  o  be  attained  by  workers  of  tlieir  in- 

telligence  and  education,  are  now,  measured  by  the  presetit  prices  of  all  the  necessi- 
ties of  life,  much  too  low.  While  the  wapes  and  salaries  of  most  workers  in  the 
eoimtry  have  gone  up  in  some  sort  of  proportion  to  the  increase  in  prices,  these 
salaries  have  remained  the  same.  It  is  accordingly  suggested  that  your  excellency 
reoommend  to  the  General  Assembly  an  inorease  in  all  these  salaries  of  sneh 
amounts  as  will  make  them  equal  in  purehasing  power  to  what  they  were  before 
the  outbreak  of  the  war. 

The  Library  Board  desire  to  reiterate  what  has  been  said  in  former  reports 
in  reference  to  the  need  of  the  library  for  more  ample  quarters  in  a  building  abso- 
lutely fire  proof. 

The  board  invite  the  personal  visitation  and  inflection  of  the  library  by  your 
eaweilency  and  the  members  of  the  Qenenl  Assembly  of  Virginia.

GBOWTU  OF  TH£  LIBBARY. 

The  number  of  books,  pamphleto,  and  bound  periodieab  added  during  the 

deven  months  to  the  main  collection  was  3,311,  of  which  1,M6  were  acquired  by 
gift,  820  by  exchange,  1,267  by  purchase,  and  279  by  binding.  The  books  pur- 
chased cost  S632.53.  Add  to  this  the  cost  of  subscriptions  to  periodicals,  Sr)76.29, 
and  tho  cost  of  binding  those  into  voliunes,  $291.87,  and  the  total  cost  of  book 
acquisitions  for  the  eleven  months  is  found  to  be  $1,500.69. 

Tbe  number  of  books  added  to  the  traveling  library  department  was  8i,  all 
efwhieb  wereporehased.  The  cost  was  $141^. 

The  total  number  of  books  (including  pamphlets  and  bound  periodieab)  in 
the  library  on  September  30,  1917,  was  114,520. 

The  tot  ill  niunber  of  maps  accessioned' was  128,  of  which  114  were  gifts,  and 
nine  were  bought,  at  a  co.st  of  $27. 

There  were  113  prints  acquired,  all  by  gift. 

Tbm  manuscripts  added  nmnbered  5, 3  of  which  were  given  and  two  Mqufred 
by  enhange. 

One  oil  portrait  was  added,  the  portrait  of  Norbome  Berkeley,  Lord  Botetourt, 

Governor  of  the  Colony  of  Virginia  (1768-1770).  This  portrait,  on  a  canvas  meaa- 

uring  40x50  inches,  was  painted  by  Mrs.  P.  N.  Burwcll,  of  Oxford,  N.  C,  from  the 
Btatue  of  Lord  Botetourt  on  the  canipus  of  William  and  Mary  College.  It  waspro- 
tesLied  to  tbe  library  by  his  Excellency  Governor  Henry  Carter  Stuart.

CATALOGUING  THE  LIBRARY.

The  number  of  titles  catalogued  in  the  past  11  months  was  2,824;  the  niunber 
catalogued  the  previous  year  was  3,217.  The  number  of  volumes  catalogued  and 
placed  in  their  proper  po.'^itioii  on  t  he  .shelves  wa.s  4,013;  the  number  the  year  before 
was  5,483.  The  number  of  cards  written  was  14,236  (of  which  9,031  were  analytical 
oaids);  the  uDmber  the  year  before  was  13,707.  The  total  sandier  of  eards  now  in. 
the  pAl^t  eatalogne  is  100,448. 

USE  MADE  OF  THE  UBHARY. 

The  tabulated  statement  below  gives  the  total  number  of  visiton  to-  th» 
library  for  the  eleven  monthn  the  tenn  '*visitor"  being  appUsd  both  to  llier 
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person  who  comes  to  the  library  to  read  or  study  and  to  the  one  who  comes  merely 
to  look  at  the  various  objects  of  interest — the  total  number  of  books  served,  and 
the  total  iMimber  eirculatod.  The  use  made  of  the  traveling  library  department 
wiD  be  fomid  under  a  aocceeding  heading.  Aa  heretoforsi  no  etatistice  as  to  the- 
Bomber  of  penoDe  wbo  eame  to  the  library  to  use  the  manuscript  ooUeetion  are 
given,  since  only  very  recently  was  the  archives  room  put,  by  the  removal  of 
the  wooden  newspaper  cases  forniorly  in  tliat  room  and  by  the  addition  of  tables 
and  chairs,  into  proper  condition  for  the  reception  of  students,  and  the  ^reat 
majority  of  such  students  hud  to  be  accommodated  in  the  reading-room  or  the- 
staek<4ooin,  though  a  feir  had  their  wants  attended  to  in  the  archives  room. 
Tbe  aomber  of  sueh  of  these  students  as  appeared  at  any  time  in  the  reading 
lOom,  where  our  register  of  visitors  is  kept,  is  included  in  the  taUe,  but  the  special 
use  made  by  them  of  the  library  does  not  appear.  Since  now  all  visitors  who 
wifjh  to  use  the  manuscripts  are  immediafoly  referred  to  the  archives  room, 
statistics  jis  to  tlir  niniil)er  of  these  and  the  classes  of  manuscripts  that  they  con- 
sult will  be  kept,  and  will  be  given  in  future  reports. 

The  eonespondsBee  of  tin  library  was  sbout  as  heavy  as  heretofore.  No- 
aUempi  was  made  to  keep  aa  aooorate  aeoount  of  the  number  of  letters  reeeived 
or  of  those  written,  since  this  would  have  required  a  good  deal  ot  time  whieh  in 
my  opinion  was  more  profitably  used  in  attention  to  the  letters  themselves.  How- 
ever, as  some  indication  of  the  comparative  activity  in  one  branch  of  the 
corresi)ondence,  it  nsay  be  stated  that  the  collections  for  cojiyinti  records— mainly 
records  of  Revolutionary  soldiers,  each  record  sent  necessitating  the  writing  as  a 
usnal  iUng  of  several  letters— amounted  to  $723.31,  whereas  for  the  wiiole  of  the 
pveeeding  year  they  were  only  KM8^.

WORK  OF  THE  T&AV£L1NG  LIBRA&Y  DKPA&TMKNT. 

There  were  added  to  the  traveling  library  department  only  84  vohmea  in 
tlie  period  eorered.  All  these  irsre  purefaased,  at  a  ooet  of  1141^.  Hie  averace 
«ott  of  the  books  is  to  be  aooounted  for  by  the  faet  that  they  were  books  on  hygiene, 

sanitation,  nursing,  etc.  bought  as  special  traveling  library  collections  to  be  used 
by  classes  in  those  stibjocts  formed  in  various  parts  of  the  State  and  instructed 
by  Miss  Agnes  Randoli)h,  who  is  connected  with  the  State  Health  Department, 
and  hooks  on  agricultural  subjcctii  for  the  use  of  farmers'  clubs. 

There  was  an  increase  in  the  number  <A  eounUes  in  whudk  tibere  were  traveling 
library  stations,  in  the  mmkber  of  stations,  and  in  the  number  of  Ubraries  sent  o^ 
in  tlie  eleven  months  even  when  eompared  with  the  full  twelv«  months  eovirad  bj 
the  pneeding  report.  The  number  of  counties  having  one  or  more  stations  was 
74,  as  against  70  the  year  before;  the  number  of  stations  was  188,  as  against  179; 
and  the  number  of  libraries  (gtfieral,  school,  and  special  libraries)  furnished  was 
243,  as  against  241.

WORK  OF  THE  DEPAllTMKNT  OF  AllCHIVES  AND.  HISTORY, 

The  two  students  of  the  senior  elass  in  history  in  Westhampton  College  who, 
in  accordance  with  the  permission  granted  by  the  Library  Board  !»t  their  meeting 
held  April  5,  1916,  worked  a  part  of  the  past  year  in  the  department  of  archives  and 
history  aw  apprentices,  gave  to  the  library  services  equivalent  to  those  of  a  paid 
assistant  for  twenty-three  full  working  days  of  seven  hours  each.  They  ascer- 
liM  the  eounties  in  wUeh  originated  i;n8  of  tbe  kgislatiiit  paCiliflM  vImIi- 
Move  did  not  have  this  information  marked  on  them  and  also  the  dales  of  their 
iteiion  to  the  General  AssemMy.  The  aaeerlainnient  of  tiw  Me  Mndeted 
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it  possible  to  file  each  of  these  petitious  in  its  proper  place.  They  also  flatpfiled 
the  1,233  pieoet  of  mamiBeript  oon^iMriBing  tlie  file  of  deetioB  retarns  for  Virgliiift'f 
lepraontathFee  m  the  first  Bad  seeond  Oonfederate  oongfeeoce,  and  the  647  eooh 
prising  the  file  of  election  returofl  from  "Votes  Taken  in  the  Field"  for  Davis  and 

Stephens,  in  Novemlier,  1861. 

In  reference  to  the  file  of  leKisl.itive  |>etiti<)n.s  fhe  archivist  reports  as  follows: 
"On  June  22,  1917,  the  general  chronoloKical  arrangement  of  the  legislative 
petitiouii  was  completed,  in  so  far  a^  the  fully  identified  ones  are  concerned.  These 
oomprise  some  twenftjMMie  thousand,  running  from  November  8, 1773,  to  January 
81, 1866;  in  addition  to  wfaieh>  there  are  some  thirteen  hundred  partially  identified 
items  of  the  same  file,  which,  whm  fully  identified,  will  be  inserted  in  their  proper 
placen.  Other  petitions  (rf  the  same  classification  are  turning  up  from  time  to 
time  and  are  prof^rly  assembled  with  the  bulk  of  this  file;  and  thrn>  m'ciiis  little 
doubt  but  that  the  file,  when  coniph^f od,  will  contain  no  less  than  twenty-five 
thousand  of  these  original  petitionti,  many  of  which  have  accompanying  exhibits, 

vonehen,  receipts,  ete.  For  the  intimate  and  detailed  history  of  Virginia,  I  think 
that  then  is  no  doubt  but  that  this  file  is  more  valuable  than  any  other  single  file 
in  the  library;  and,  after  an  index  shall  have  been  prepared,  there  will  be  a  oon- 

■tantly  growing  demand  for  them." 

The  metal  shriving  and  filing  cases  provided  for  by  appropriation  of  the 
General  Assembly  of  1916  was  finallj-  completed,  and  on  May  29  the  head  of  the 
department  of  archives  and  history  began  the  work  of  numbering  the  several 
imits,  of  placing  in  them  the  maufeeript  material  of  the  library,  and  of  providing 
an  indsK.  Not  all  the  bound  manuscript  volumes  eould  be  taken  to  the  room, 
■iiue  the  eases  fmwided  are  insufficient  in  number,  but  the  most  important  and 
thoi'o  most  frequently  used  are  provided  for,  and  there  is  space  in  the  room  for  all 
the  loose  manuscripts. 

The  archives  room  is  now  proiicrly  furnished  for  the  accommodation  of 
students,  and  it  is  expected  that  these  will  make  use  of  its  contents  in  ever  in- 
ereasmg  numbers.  In  order  to  prevent  these  students  from  being  disturbed  by 
casual  visitors  to  the  library  and  to  prevent  the  time  d  the  archivist  from  being 
unnecessarily  consumed  in  making  explanations  to  such,  the  "no  adnutt:mce" 
sign  will  still  be  kept  at  the  entrance  to  the  room.  This,  while  not  applying  to 
atudents,  will  prevent  the  room  from  being  over-run  by  mere  sightseers.

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INTRODUCTORY  NOTE 


In  the  eompilation  of  this  register,  the  current  records  in  the  office  of  the 
Clerk  of  the  House  of  Delegates  have  been  usedi  and  in  addition  the  following 
msnuseripts  in  the  Virginia  State  Library:  a  file  of  the  pay  vouchers  from  1781 
to  1865;  the  election  ccrtifK  atcs  from  1776  to  IS  10,  with  some  gaps;  auditors' 
jouftwls  after  1780;  attendance  books  kept  hy  the  clerk  of  the  liou<c,  17S1  to  189S, 
with  some  missing  volunn'?^;  trst  oaths  for  the  early  yc^arn,  an  irrcnuhir  Mini  incom- 
plete file;  -enatc  and  house  journals,  when  available,  if  the  printed  volumes  were 
mif  sing.  The  following  printed  sources  have  been  used:  senate  and  house  journals, 
reports  of  the  eeeretary  of  the  comnuMiwealtht  manuals  of  the  house,  manuals  of 
the  senate,  and  the  Various  almanacs.  Of  the  printed  sources  the  almanacs  have 
been  used  with  the  most  caution,  due  to  the  fact  that  the  list  for  any  year  was 
printed  in  Ortolx^r  or  Xovt  inbor  proc'o<linu;  the  V)eginninK  of  the  session,  and 
before  the  correct  list  was  made  up  from  the  clcclion  returns  ])y  the  clerk.  For 
puriKjses  of  comparison,  the  almanac  lists  have  been  useful.  6omclmiei»  it  hati 
been  necet^sary  to  use  all  of  these  sources  to  determine  a  question  that  would 
arise  about  a  single  name.  By  careful  eompariscni.  checking  and  rechecking,  it 
h&»  been  possible  to  compile  a  register  with  only  eleven  omissions  of  names  of 
which  we  are  aware.  It  will  be  observed  that  occasionally  a  county  will  have 
three  or  four  names  instead  of  the  ininibcr  to  which  it  was  entitled.  In  early 
years  the  election  was  in  .\pril  and  the  session  began  as  late  as  October  or  Novem- 
ber. It  sometimes  ha|>pened  that  a  delegate  elected  in  April  would  die  or  become 
disqualified  by  accepting  another  office  before  the  session  began.  In  such  cases 
his  name  i^tpears  in  the  proper  place  as  a  regular  member,  add  the  name  of  his 
eneeessor  also. 

A  member  was  sometimes  dis<iualified  after  he  had  been  in  attendance  for  a 
month  or  more;  a  special  writ  of  election  was  issued,  and  a  successor  ch<>  In 
such  a  case  both  names  are  in  the  register.  In  contested  election.s  wlicre  ;  he 
defendant  or  seated  member  was  removed,  his  ^ame  properly  api>ears  in  the 
register,  for  the  reason  that  he  voted  up  to  the  time  of  his  removal,  and  was  paid 
for  his  services  to  that  time .  The  name  of  a  candidate  who  was  not  given  a  certifi- 
cate by  the  sheriff,  and,  therefore,  not  seated  at  the  beginning  of  the  session,  and 
who  contested  the  election  unsuccessfully,  is  not  included. 

The  rcjuler  will  find  three  arrangements  of  the  names : 

1.  By  sessions.  .\t  the  end  of  the  list  of  each  M'>si(iii  there  has  l)een  added 
the  names  of  inembcra  who  died,  of  those  who  were  removed,  aiid  those  who  were 
disqualified.  These  notes  have  been  [>repared  after  careful  reading  of  the  journals 
of  each  session.  A  member  was  not  permitted  to  resign  unless  for  sickness,  or 
for  some  other  very  urgent  cause.  In  the  early  years  there  arc  frequent  inst  ances 
of  menil)ers  who  accepted  minor  offices,  such  as  coroner  or  under-sheriff,  with  the 
intention  of  lx;ing  disqualified,  and  removed  from  the  assembly. 

2.  By  counties.  This  arrangement  iucludes  uames  of  delegates  only.  The 
inclusion  of  senators'  names  was  not  passible  under  counties,  for  the  rea.son  that 
the  senatorial  districts  have  sometisKMi  included  two  mr  more  counties. 

3.  An  alphabetical  arrangement  of  all  members,  with  a  statement  after  each 
name  of  the  sessions  t^erved.  In  the  arrangement  of  these  names  much  time  and 
labor  has  been  spent.  The  chief  difficulty  has  been  the  occurrence  of  the  same 
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iMaieB  representing  different  penom.    County  historias  and  fBanenlogiet  nd  all 

other  rbsources  of  the  State  Library  and  of  the  office  of  the  Clwk  of  the  HooM 

of  Delegates  have  been  exhausted  in  the  deterrainatioi!  of  questions  arising 
from  tho  similarity  of  names.  Whenever  it  has  not  been  possil)le  to  identify 
two  names  as  rrpreseiiling  the  same  person,  both  names  have  l>een  printed. 
Later  research  may  ahow  that  in  some  iustaneeti  the  two  nameii  belong  to  the 
same  person.

Sib: 

Am  requireU  by  law,  I  submit  the  report  of  the  State  Library  Board  fur 
the  year  ending  the  80th  of  Sq^tember,  1918.  It  oonatots  of  ui  acooont  of 
the  work  of  the  State  Library  for  the  year,  submitted  by  tbe  diairman  of 

the  Library  Rnnrfl.  of  the  report  of  the  State  Librarian  to  the  board,  and  of 
the  iwo<ee<Iiiiir.»'  of  tiie  Revolutionary  conimitroos  of  safety  of  Cumberhind 
and  Isle  nf  Wigiit  counties,  the  only  two  counties  the  proci'odiiitrs  of  wliose 
couuuittees  have  been  prenerved.  Thej*e  proceedings  are  subiniiieU  for  publi- 
CBtloo  in  acoordanoe  with  tbe  act  of  tbe  General  Aasembly  of  Virginia  of 
1916  allowing  the  Library  Board  lo  publish  annually  as  a  part  of  their 
rei>ort  fpeolal  matter  of  value  from  an  historical  stanc^lnt,  provided  tliat 
no  report  shall  contain  inoro  than  six  liun<lie<l  printed  pnpes.  It  Is  estimated 
that  this  material  will  ie(nilro  for  its  printini:  only  about  forty  iiajres.  Its 
historical  value,  great  at  all  limes,  is  tliought  to  be  particularly  great  just 
at  present,  when  oar  conntr}'  i»  mgaged  In  war,  and  when  in  nearly  every 
county  in  this  State,  as  in  nearly  every  oounty  in  the  United  States,  there 
is  a  local  conndl  of  defense  similar  in  a  measure  to  the  local  committees  of 
safety  <»f  our  forefatliers.  Details  of  \hv  incelpts  .iiid  expenditures  of  the 
library  for  tlu'  year,  and  of  tho  n>e  made  of  the  library,  and  most  of  the 
details  of  the  work  accoiuplislied  along  ilie  lines  of  its  usual  activities  are 
to  be  lotind  in  the  report  of  the  State  Librarian.  A  f^w  other  details  not  v 
embraced  in  that  report  are  given  here,  with  some  acoonot  of  the  tmosoal 
work  of  the  library  arising  out  of  new  legislation  or  out  of  conditi<ms  attend- 
ant on  the  profiecution  of  the  war. 

PUBLICATIONS  OF  THE  LIBRAHY. 

The  first  two  volumes  of  the  "Legislative  Journals  of  the  Council  of 
Colonial  Viririiiia"  uviv  issued  from  the  press  in  February.  :in(l.  tlie  neces- 
sary approiiriaiion  lor  tbe  continuation  of  the  work  liavini;  been  made  by 
the  General  Assembly  of  1918.  "copy"  for  the  third  and  last  volume  was  in 
coarse  of  time  delivered  to  .the  printers.  This  volume  will  contain  as  an 
appendix  such  of  the  ''legislative  papenf*  of  the  colonial  General  Assembly 
of  Vlrjrinia  as  have  been  pre.«erved.  The  volume  is  still  in  press,  since  the 
printers  lujve  be<Mi  flndinu'  irrcMt  difliculty  irj  hnvitiff  the  paj»er  manufactured 
and.  because  of  i*mbarv'oes.  delivered.  It  is  tbou;:lii.  however,  that  tlie  book 
will  certainly  be  completed  before  the  ei»d  of  the  appropriation  year.  The 
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Report  of  tlie  Library  Hoiml  for  1017.  roiif a iniTifr  the  •'Ileprlster  of  the  Cen- 
eral  Assembly  of  Vir;rlnia,  1776-lin8."'  cuiiu'  out  In  June.  iukI  the  '•Biblio- 
graphy of  Virginia,  Part  'S\  whicli  la  uuinl>erM  I,  2,  3,  unU  4  of  vol.  10  of  the 
Qoarterly  Bnlletlii  of  the  Virgtnla  State  Lil»nir]H-tli»  voiome  for  1917--M- 
lowed  In  Avgnitt  Both  these  mibllcattoos  have  proved  ezeeedlngly  uBefol 
to  all  who  have  had  occasioii  to  oonsolt  them,  and  eepecially  so  to  members 
of  the  library  stnfT,  who  are  ahnost  daily  cniled  on  to  furnish  information 
whiili  may  now  be  readily  found  in  one  or  th»*  other  of  the  iniblicntions. 
The  wisdnni  shown  in  luiving  them  eonipiled  and  printed  has  been  amply 
proved  though  they  cost  a  good  deal  of  money  part  of  which  might  otherwise 
have  been  expended  in  the  pnrchaee  of  books,  and  have  neceealtated  tbm 
ezpenditore  of  much  time  some  of  whldi  consisted  of  time  whidi  ndi^t 
otherwise  have  been  devoted  to  the  work  of  catal<^ing  the  library,  a  work 
which  li:is  not  been  noiuir  forward  for  the  past  two  or  three  years  so  rapidly 
as  couM  be  wished.  So  ijir  us  this  Is  e»>ncerned.  however,  tlie  work  d<»iK» 
on  tliese  publications,  especially  that  doue  on  tlie  "Bibliography  of  Vir- 
ginia*', did  not  differ  i^reatly  In  itself  fnom  the  work  of  catalogidnfE.  and  not 
at  all  in  its  purpose,  since  this  was  to  render  available  the  contents  of  tlie 
library.  No.s.  l  and  2  of  vol.  11  of  the  Bulletin  (voU  for  lOlS).  printed  as 
one.  have  nl<o  been  issued.  The  title  is  "A  Oontrlbutlon  to  tlie  Bihliograpby 
of  A^rriciilture  in  \'irjrlnfa". 

From  now  on  for  .*ieveral  years,  until  the  cost  of  printing  conies  down 
very  conglderably,  it  will  be  tlie  policy  of  the  board  to  reduce  the  number 
of  pages  going  to  make  up  a  vohune  of  the  Balletin,  and  also  the  slae  of  tlie 
annual  report 

THK  ('ONKKlH:iiATK  MILITARY  ItECOHDS. 

In  the  iippro|iriation  act  passtMl  by  the  General  Assembly  at  its  1918 
session  appear  the  following;  paragraphs: 

"The  depiiitment  of  ('onfednrate  records  is  liereby  abolished,  and 
flie  reference  b<»oks.  muster  rolls,  record  books,  and  equipment  of  said 
departnnMit  shall  hf  forwith  delivered  by  the  A<ljutant  r;*Mieral  of  Vir- 
ginia to  the  library  board,  who  shall  take  over  and  receive  tlie  same  in 
the  State  Library. 

"The  said  nnisior  rolls  and  the  record  bo<tUs  shall  l)e  <le|KisittNl  an<l 
kept  in  tlie  historical  archives  of  tlie  library,  and  it  shall  be  ilie  duty 
of  the  librarian,  who  shall  be  the  custodian  of  naid  records,  to  make  « 
complete  index  of  the  names  of  Coiife<lerate  soldters  contained  in  <ni<l 
record  books,  so  that  the  same  may  be  read>'  reference  to  those  seekiug 
Information. 

"It  sh:il!  be  tlie  duty  of  <-aU}  lil)rMr!an  to  fnnii^li  a  certiticnte  certify- 
ing the  record  of  a  Confederate  soldier  as  the  same  shall  api>ear-upoD 
said  reconls  when  applied  to  for  tmrh  certificates. 

"For  the  imriirxe  of  carryin;;  out  the  foreuoinL'  provisions,  the  sum 
of  one  hundred  and  llfty  dollars,  or  so  muchjthereof  as  may  be  necessary. 
Is  hereby  appropriated.** 

In  accordance  with  this  provision  all  the  material  which  had  been  col- 
lected by  the  two  secretaries  of  Confederate  Military  Beoords  was  on  April 
4  transferred  by  the  Adjutant  General  to  the  library.   Preparation  of  e 

cjird  index  of  the  names  contained  in  the  twenty  large  ledger  volumes  into 
which  the  names  had  been  c(>pied  from  the  oriuinnl  muster  and  pay  rolls 
an*l  non-ollicial  rolls  made  up  from  memory  since  ilie  clo>e  of  the  War 
between  tlie  States,  alwut  140,000  names  altogetlier,  it  is  estimated,  was 
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befrun  as  sotm  as  iwsslble.  No  appropriation  was  made  for  the  employmeiit 
of  acMftliMiiil  assistants  to  help  in  this  work,  and  hence  till  its  completion 
ihe  regular  wmlv  of  the  library  wlil  l>e  retarded.  However,  the  worlv  is  a 
very  iiUi>ortauL  one — ess^nitiul,  in  fact,  if  the  records  are  to  be  readily  used. 
By  thelSOth  of  September  somewlmt  more  ttian  17,000  cards  liad  been  written, 
and  It  In  hoiied  that  the  work  will  be  oompleted  In  two  yeare. 

KFFlXrr  OF  THE  WAR  ON  TUB  AGTIVITIBS  OF  TU£  LlBftARY. 

Those  connected  with  the  State  Library,  In  common  with  most  of  their 
fellow  Aiueiieans.  are  dolin;  what  they  can  to  help  win  the  war  'riii>u;,'h 
It  has  s<»  fai"  l»een  tlie  privilege  of  only  mcnilier  of  the  start"  to  p»  into 
active  service — Mr.  H.  S.  Van  Landliighani,  who  is  at  present  in  France 
wttik  Base  Hoopltal  No.  4.'>  (the  McGuire. Unit,  Htted  oat  In  Richmond)  and 
wlu>8e  poeltion  la,  of  oonrne,  being  field  for  him  till  hia  retnm— there  ia 
acarcely  one  whoee  duties  are  not  largely  affiected  by  the  fact  that  the 
country  Is  at  war.  Many  soldiers  and  sailors  visit  the  library  as  sight- 
^♦MTs  :  not  a  few  call  for  books  and  ase  tltern  in  the  reading  room:  some 
Imt. .iiie  borrowers.  So  far  as  meii  in  tlie  sei  \  ice  are  concerned,  tlie  library 
lia.N  iK-eouie  a  free  public  library,  tlie  uniform  l)eing  considered  by  the  State 
Librarian  a  SQfRciqpit  tntrodnction  to  warrant  hia  endorsing  tlie  wearer  of 
It  aa  an  applicant  for  the  privilege  of  borrowing  booka.  He  reports  tliat  no 
loss  of  books  has  resulted  from  this  practice  except  In  one  Instance,  and 
in  that  a  soldier  of  the  United  .States  was  not  involv.Hl.  liut  a  man  weai'inc 
the  Cnnadiaii  nniforin  who  juoved  to  be  an  imiKiJstor.  Tliis;  man  borrowed 
two  books  and  faile<i  to  return  them. 

Thoee  members  of  the  stafC  wlmae  dnty  It  la  to  attend  to  the  wanta  of 
the  public  And  increasing  occasion  to  serve  '*war"  boolcs  (ttiat  ia,  booka  about 
tlie  causes  and  the  oonduct  of  the  w.ir  m  about  the  countries  at  war)  and  to 
snjrpest  the  titles  of  books  if  the  borrowers  do  not  know  spe<'it1caiy  what 
they  wish.  As  many  books  of  Ibis  description  have  l)eeii  piirchasoil  as  the 
resources  of  tlie  library  luive  allowed,  us  well  for  the  traveling  library  depart- 
ment aa  for  the  main  collection.  The  thoni^t  has  been  kept  to  the  fore  tliat 
the  reading  of  sndi  books  by  the  nsera  of  the  traveling  library  collections, 
w  hose  opjMirtunltles  to  secure  books  are  rather  llniite<l.  woald  have  a  distinct 
educational  ami  inspiratl<aml  valne  of  a  timely  eliaracter. 

The  re|H)rt  last  year  jrave  an  a<'<'otuit  of  the  eonnection  of  the  State 
l-,il»rariun  with  tlie  library  war  service  of  tlie  American  Library  A.ssociation. 
At  the  time  at  which  that  report  was  written  the  campaign  to  secure  Vir- 
ginia's allotment  of  the  sum  desired  to  be  raised  by  tlie  American  Library 
Association  with  which  to  provide  a  library  service  for  our  men  In  uniform 
had  not  ended.  Of  this  cfiniiiaiirn  the  State  T.ihcarlan  was  director  In  Vir- 
ginia. Vir;,'inia  had  Iw^en  asked  to  furnish  twenty-five  thonsand  dollars  of 
the  one  million  puriMise«l  to  l>e  raised  in  tlie  whole  eountry — liV^i  l>er  cent. 
Tbere  was  actually  raised  in  the  State  before  the  campaign  closed  somewhat 
more  tlian  fifteen  tliouaand  dollars,  1%  per  cent  of  the  total  asimd  for  from 
tlie  whole  country  and  about  1  per  cent,  of  the  amount  actually  secured, 
W'hleh  was  a  little  over  one  million  five  hundred  thousand  dollars  exeluslve 
of  the  amoimt  seeareil  from  the  Carnejrle  Endowment  fund  with  which  to 
erect  buildings.  Vir;.'inia  did  not  furnish  the  amonnt  asked  for,  but  this 
amount  was  far  in  extress  of  wliat  it  sliould  have  been  had  the  sseesftment 
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boen  made  in  |jroiM»rtion  to  the  wealth  ot  the  State  as  compared  with  the 
wealth  of  other  States.  This  is  imovimI  by  the  fact  that  in  the  United  War 
Campaign  which  in  noon  lu  be  carried  on  for  the  purpose  of  securing  one 
hnndred  and  seventy  mlllloa  Ave  hundred  thonssnd  dollars  In  Uie^VnltBd 
States  for  the  nse  of  seven  organisations  conducting  welfue  work  among 
our  soldiers  and  sailors,  Virginia's  share  Is  only  one  million  five  hundred 
thousand  dollars,  which  is  n  little  less  than  eight y-elL'ht  one-hundredths  of 
one  per  cent.  This  apportionnient  is  made  in  accordance  with  the  wealth 
of  the  State,  a»  it  should  be,  and  not  in  accordance  with  the  population.  If 
tilis  rate,  a  fair  one,  had  l>een  fixed  by  the  American  Library  Assodatloa 
last  August  a  year  ago,  Virginia  would  have  l>een  asked  for  only  eight 
thousand  eight  hnndred  dollars.  Accordingly,  the  State  not  only  fumlriied 
its  fair  >-li;irc  of  the  sum  raised  but  a  considerable  amount  in  addition. 

Tlie  I  nited  War  Worli  rampalgn  Is  to  l>e  carried  on  In  Virginia  in  the 
weeli  begiiming  >iovember  11  by  a  central  executive  committee  comi)osed  of 
reinresentatives  of  the  seven  affiliated  organisations  and  a  small  number  of 
tiie  leading  citisens  of  the  State,  with  Mr.  T.  M.  Garrington,  of  Bichmood, 
as  chairman  of  the  committee,  and  your  excellency  as  honorary  diairman, 
and  by  local  committees  made  up  In  the  same  way  of  representatives  of  the 
.seven  organizations.  On  tliis  execntive  coinniitiee  ilie  State  Librarian  is  the 
rejire.sentative  of  the  Anierican  Library  Association.  Although  the  cam- 
paign is  not  to  take  place  till  the  week  beginning  the  11th  of  Noveml)er,  a 
great  deal  of  work  has  already  been  done  toward  effecting  a  tiiorougli 
organization  throui^nt  the  State,  and  a  part  of  this  work  has  been  done  by 
the  State  Librarian  and  one  or  two  of  his  assistants  both  In  library  hours 
and  at  other  times.  It  has  been  considered  by  the  librarian — and  in  this 
tliought  he  has  l)tH?n  encouraged  liy  tiie  niemliers  of  the  i^ibrary  Board — that 
It  was  perfectly  proper  for  him  to  engage  in  patriotic  work  of  this  character 
during  l^rary  hours,  so  long  as  tlie  normal  work  of  tiie  library  was  not 
allowed  to  suffer,  and  to  divert  to  It  in  emergencies  some  of  the  energies  of 
his  assistants. 

This  aecords  with  iho  letter  of  Instruetions  which  your  excellency  sent 
tlie  State  Librarian  on  Feliiiuiry  S.  1018.  informing  him  of  his  appointment 
as  a  member  of  the  Stale  Council  of  Defense,  and  with  the  following  reso- 
1ntl<m  adopted  on  March  1  by  the  Ooundl  of  Defense: 

"Kesolved:    That  the  effort  of  the  American  Library  Associatiou, 
made  at  the  request  of  the  Oov^mment  of  Oie  United  States,  to  secure 

an  ade<inate  su])ply  of  bodks  for  the  nse  of  the  United  States  soldiers, 
sailors,  marines,  and  hospital  attendants  in  the  present  war  against  CSer* 
many  has  the  cordial  endorsement  of  the  Virginia  Comcll  ef  Defense, 
and  that  the  Council  hereby  appoint  Dr.  II.  It.  Mcllwalne,  Ubnrlan  of 
the  Virginia  State  Library,  Its  representative  to  co-operate  with  the 
American  Library  Association  in  the  prosecution  of  this  important  work 
in  Virginia/' 

By  virtue  of  this  resolution  the  librarian  has  been  making  use  also 
where  posslUe  of  fbe  services  of  the  executlTe  secretary,  of  the  State  Oonnen 

of  Defense,  through  whose  co  oj>eratlon  he  is  securing  the  American  Library 
Association  nienilM>rs  of  the  loral  T'nited  War  Work  committees.  Before  the 
apiKdntment  of  an  execntive  secretary  of  tlie  Council  of  Defense  he  had  the 
co-optH'atlon  of  the  individual  members  of  the  council,  and  especially  of  tlie 
Superintendent  of  Public  Instruction,  In  an  effort  made  in  liardi  and  April 
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to  secui*e  gift  books  for  the  men  in  s«»rvice.  The  Superintendent  of  Public 
Instruction  enlisteil  tlie  aid  of  the  high  seliools  in  the  State,  and  !ih«»ut  thirty 
thiMisjind  boolv8  were  (M!lle<  te<l  by  tiieir  jMipils.  Siicli  of  these  as  were  found 
isuliubie  were  sent  to  <"aiup  Lee  or  to  Newport  News  direct  from  tlie  com- 
mnntties  In  xsMnib  they  were  eollected,  ajid  from  Newport  News  sent  overseas. 
ThoM  collected  in  Ridunond,  abont  twelve  thoosand  In  nnmber,  were  lint 
brought  to  the  State  Library,  where  tmch  of  tbem  as  could  be  used,  and  these 
were  probal>ly  tliree-fourths  of  the  entire  number,  were  prepared  for  circula- 
tion— tluit  is.  Iiinl  lKH»k  labels,  book  pockets,  and  Ikutowcis'  cards  placed  in 
them — uiid  shipi>t»d  as  they  were  made  ready  eitlier  to  Newiwrt  News  or  to 
Hoboken,  with  the  exception  of  about  live  Imndred  wliich  were  sent  to  the 
Army  and  Navy  Club  in  Bldunond  or  to  the  quarters  of  the  686th  Aero 
Squadron  near  this  city.  The  exsmlnatlon  of  this  large  number  of  books, 
and  the  preparation  of  the  majority  of  them  for  circulation,  was  a  work  of 
considerable  magnitude.  It  was  performe<l  In  the  main,  not  by  members  of 
the  library  staff,  who  woubl  not  hnvc  bad  the  time  to  undciiakc  it,  l>ut  by 
competent  voli^nteers  from  among  the  ladies  of  this  city.  By  the  end  of  the 
summer  the  great  congestion  had  been  relieved,  thoo^  even  now  there  are 
a  good  many  gift  books  for  the  soldiers  in  the  library,  most  of  which,  how- 
ever, are  books  which  have  como  in  since  the  special  "drive"  was  ended. 

The  Assistant  Librarian.  Mr.  i:.  (;.  Swem,  bus  been  serving  the  whole 
year  as  liluary  itublicity  director  for  Virginia  of  the  Federal  food  adminis- 
tration, distributing  to  the  various  libraries  of  the  State,  including  the  high 
achool  libraries,  literature  and  posters  designed  to  Impress  the  necessity 
of  conserving  the  food  supply  of  the  country  in  every  way  possible,  and  he 
has  been  assisted  in  this  work  when  necessary  by  various  employees  of  the 
librnry.  About  six  weeks  ncro  n  request  came  from  the  director  of  the 
.  Aniericiin  Liluiiry  Association  Library  War  Service  tbat  Mr.  Swem  l»e  all(»wed 
a  leave  of  absence  fur  three  montiis  in  order  tlmt  he  might  take  ciiarge  for 
that  lengtii  of  time  of  the  library  at  Gamp  Wadswortti.  TbB  members  of  the 
Library  Board  were  willing  to  grant  Mr.  Swem  tills  amount  of  leave  with 
pay,  but  the  opinion  was  expressed  by  the  attorney  general's  office  that  this 
could  iu»t  lawfully  be  done.  A<'Cordlngly.  be  w^as  granted  by  the  librarian 
leave  f»»r  two  weelcs  witb  pay.  tlie  amount  of  vacation  which  could  at  tbat 
time  be  allowed  him.  and  a  further  leave  of  two  and  one-half  months  without 
pay.  He  left  the  library  on  the  lOth  of  September,  and,  will  be  back,  it  Is 
expected,  on  the  10th  of  December,  after  his  three  months'  term  of  service 
at  Gamp  Wadsworth.  In  the  meanwhile  others  at  the  library  are  doing  his 
food  administration  work. 

THB  NEED  FOR  MORS  SPAGB. 

When,  more  than  a  year  ago,  it  was  determined  by  the  State  Librarian 
to  remove  all  the  bound  newspapers  from  tbe  archives  room.  It  was  necessary. 
In  order  to  find  a  place  for  tliem,  to  lake  from  tbe  cases  in  the  western  part 
of  the  old  reading  room  i»ur  set  of  "Specilicatlons  and  Drawings  of  I'atenis," 
over  a  thousand  large  volumes,  to  a  storage  room  In  tbe  Davis  buUdlng. 
Later  a  good  deal  of  other  material  was  also  teken  there.  Since  the  Davis 
building  was  given  up  by  the  State  much  of  this  malwlal  has  been  removed 
to  the  storage  room  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Commonwealth  In  the  Mutual 
laiildinir,  l»ut  that  room  is  already  overcrowded,  and  no  space  can  Ite  found 
for  the  patent  office  l>ooks.    Unless  the  library  is  to  rent  a  storage  room  of 
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Its  owu,  and  it  has  no  iiiuiit'y  to  expeiKl  fur  this  puri)os*^  ilie  only  thing  that 
seems  to  be  feasible  now  is  lo  return  tlie  books  to  the  Patent  Office.  They 
tre  still  the  property  of  the  United  StatM  goreniment,  having  merely  beeo 
deposited  in  the  State  Lihrary*  and  we  shall  be  unable  to  make  any  me  of 

them  until  nn  addition  is  made  to  this  building,  or,  better,  a  new  buiUUng  Is 
erected,    our  need  for  iiclditional  spat'e  is  an  ab.solutely  urqrent  one. 

In  foiu'lusion  the  Board  invito  the  personal  visitation  and  inspection  of 
the  library  by  your  excellency  autl  ilie  members  of  the  General  Aijsenibly  of 
Virginia.

I  have  tlie  hoDor  to  submit  fhe  foUowlog  report  of  the  work  done  In 
tile  Virginia  State  Library  for  the  year  ending  September  80^  1018»  the  infor- 
mntinn  given  \yo\ui:  tiirowii  as  far  88  posBlbte^  in  order  to  save  Space,  into 
ilie  form  of  tabulated  stateuieots. 


Tbe  number  of  books,  i)umphlets,  and  bound  periodicals  added  to  the 
main  collection  during  the  year  was  2301*  of  which  1,106  were  acquired  by 
gift,  907  by  exchange,  520  by  purchase,  and  258  by  binding.  The  lK>ok8  pur- 

dinsed  cost  $840.75.  Add  to  this  the  cost  of  subscriptions  to  periodicals, 
."^.'ll.r?".  iuid  the  c<tst  of  iH'ndiiiK  those  Into  volumos.  $217.8.'>,  and  the  total 
cusi  <il  i>ooli  uc(iuisition  for  (he  year  is  litiUHl  to  l>e    1  ..HJO.OT. 

The  number  of  book.s  added  to  tlie  travelling  library  department  was 
842,  all  of  wliich  were  purchased  except  7.  The  cost  was  $157.71. 

The  total  number  of  books '(including  pamphlets  and  bound  periodicals) 
in  the  library  on  September  90,  1018,  was  118.253. 

The  total  nuinher  of  ninps  ajTossimied  was  66,  of  which  65  were  gifttf. 
and  only  one  was  piircliased.  at  u  cost  of  ,^2.70. 

There  was  only  one  print  aeeessioued,  and  this  a  gift. 

One  oil  portrait  was  added,  the  portrait  of  Governor  Henry  Carter 
Stuart. 

The  accession  book  of  tlie  department  of  archives  and  liistory  shows 

fifteen  entries,  two  of  which,  however,  cover  material  merely  transferred  to 
the  archives  room  from  the  stack  n»om.  Several  of  the  fiitries  refer  to 
collections  of  many  pieces,  an  actual  <'ount  of  which,  however,  it  has  not 
been  tliouglit  essential  to  make.  Of  these  manuscript  items  tlie  majority 
came  by  gift  Three,  however,  came  by  exchange  and  <we  by  purchase — ^tfae 
**AberGromble  Letter  Book  from  August  8, 1746,  to  3farch  8,  177a**  The  cost 
was  $.10,  This  very  interesting  volume  contains  OOplee  of  the  letters  of 
.Tames  Ahercrond)le.  agent  in  iOngland  of  the  governor  and  Council  of  Vir- 
ginia from  lliyi  to  1770,  written  by  him  to  otUclals  in  Virginia. 


The  nnmber  of  titles  catalogueil  in  the  year  was  ;  the  number  of 
separate  volumes.  4.171  ;  the  number  of  cards  w  ritten.  lo.'J4'.'  'i'he  figures 
from  tlie  preceding  report  to  lie  compared  with  ilies*'  are  2.i>-4,  4,0ia,  and 
14,236.  respectively.

THE  WORK  OF  THB  TKAVELINO  LIBBAfiY  DEPARTMENT. 

The  number  of  coiintles  In  whldi  trav^tiig  library  stations  were  main' 

tainp<I  was  54.  Thp  iiutnher  of  sstatlODS  served  was  1 11.  The  nmnher  of 
collections  seru  out  was  104.  This  shows  a  failinL:  off  as  compareii  wiili  the 
figures  from  the  preceding  report,  which  are  74,  Ibii,  aiid  243,  resi>ectively. 
Th6  decrease  is  no  greater,  however,  than  one  would  expect  who  appreciates 
tbe  obetades  to  fnod  servtee  met  with  In  the  shape  of  railway  embargoes. 
The  head  of  the  traveling  library  deportment  has  Hils  to  say  on  that  subject 
In  the  report  made  by  him  jto  me: 

"The  distribution  of  tiavollnj,'  library  collections  is  always  accom- 
pauied  with  difficulties,  but  it  lias  been  our  pride  constantly  to  improve 
the  character  of  the  boolcs  and  widen  their  distribution.  Heretofore  we 
have  succeeded  in  doing  this  from  year  to  year,  but  for  this  past  year  we 
must  humbly  confe.ss  a  decIdo<l  retroijrade  movement  in  tlie  distril)Uti<Mi 
of  sets.  Tlie  war  conditions  of  the  transportation  companies  have  (M'eatod 
dlfflcultles  too  great  to  be  overcome.  Railroad  embargoes  ha\*'  (  ut  olY 
some  sections  of  the  State  for  all  the  time  and  nearly  all  sections  for  part 
of  the  time.  A  large  proportion  of  the  boxes,  both  {;oing  and  coming, 
have  enoomtered  long  delays,  very  harrassing  to  actual  borrowers  and 
very  disconragUlg  to  prospective  applicants  for  sets." 

Ill  addition,  some  time  after  the  ooiiirol  of  the  railroafls  was  talcoTi  over 
by  the  Federal  p>vei-innent.  an  oi-dci-  was  issued  to  the  effect  tliat  after  tbe 
15th  of  October  the  free  transiwrtaiioa  of  tlie  boxes  should  cease,  and  several 
of  the  roads  have  anticipated  the  date  of  the  ezecntlon  of  the  order.  The 
chairman  of  onr  State  Corporation  Oommlsslon  has  takoi  the  matter  np  with 
the  proper  Federal  authority,  and  Jt  may  be  that  he  can  get  the  order 
rescinded,  though  I  am  not  sanguine.  If  the  order  stands,  the  local  associa- 
tions and  schools  wliich  borrow  the  collections  will  liave  to  pay  the  cost  of 
tran.sportation. 

WORK  OF  THB  DEPARTBfBNT  OF  ARCHr/ES  AND  BISTORT. 

Whereas  the  number  of  "ardilval  apprentices"  from  Westhampton  Coh 
lege  for  the  session  of  1916-17  numbered  only  2,  there  were  12  for  the 
session  of  1917-1 S.  some  of  these  beinc:  juniors  and  some  seniors.  Tte  young 
ladles  worked  well,  assi^ninK'  dates  {<)  1.03(5  of  the  inflated  legislative  iwti- 
tions  and  tlat-hling  1.455  pieces  of  manuscript  in  various  other  classillcations. 
The  noimber  of  hours  that  they  worked  amounted  to  480  less  2  hours, 
whidi  is  the  eauivaloit  of  the  work  of  one  person  for  10  weeks.  It  Will  be 
seen*  accordingly,  that  the  benefit  to  the  library  was  not  Inconsiderable.  Hie 
benefit  to  the  apprentices  was  considered  satisfactory  by  all  concerned. 

This  Is  the  first  rey>r>rt  In  which  it  has  been  possible  to  include  statistics 
in  reference  to  the  number  of  persons  making  use  of  our  manuscript  material. 
However,  the  ardiives  room  has  been  for  tlie  past  year  furnished  wltti  sufll- 
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c'ieiit  uccommodatioiis  for  visitors  mikI  :i  ri'^istcr  lias  been  kept.  The  rejrister 
i^huws  that  503  actual  users  of  the  nuiuufccript  material  worked  in  the  room 
from  timA  to  tlBM  during  the  ywr.  A  **iifler**  aonMtfliHiw  atajs  for  only  a  faw 
mtnates,  but  BomettniM  for  tlie  whole  day.  HaTlng  onoe  registered,  however, 
he  is  counted  only  once  for  purposes  of  statistics  whether  he  stays  only  a  few 
niiiuites  or  Avorks  oflf  and  on  in  the  room  the  whole  day.  He  Is  required,  how- 
ever, to  register  again  the  next  d;iy  should  lio  return,  and  so  is  counted  again. 
Hence  the  503  "users"  do  not  represent  .lUS  different  i>erson8.  These  workers, 
however,  registered  from  25  States  and  the  District  of  Colttmbia.  They 
examined  6ffi  dassiflcationB  of  manuscript  material,  or  an  aTsrage  of  two  and 
one-tenth  dasstllcations  for  each  working  day.  It  should  be  pointed  out  in 
this  (onrH  orioQ  that  one  "daasUleation*'  may  cover  a  great  many  diflCerent 
manuscript.s. 

There  are  among  the  users  of  our  manuscrijits  not  a  few  wliu  furnish  the 
department  of  archives  and  history  notes  and  Uutu  concerning  the  cX)ndltion 
of  records  in  the  various  counties  of  the  State  and  even  inventories  of  the 
contents  of  tlie  deriEs*  offices  of  these  counties.  Tbi»  Itind  of  material  la  of 
very  great  service  here  to  those  workers  who  contemplate  going  for  Infonna- 
tion  to  the  clerks'  ottiees.    It  sometimes  saves  them  unnefossary  trips. 

The  CunftHlerjitp  i-ei'ords  were  i)hu'ed  in  the  archives  room  on  April 
i,  iOlS.  Since  that  lime  the  pay  rolls  and  mu.*>ler  rolls,  origiual  and  secondary 
(or  non-official),  and  accompanying  material  have  been  filed  In  metal  boxes, 
and  a  good  beginning  has  been  made  on  the  woik  ot  card-indexing  ttie  20 
large  ledger  volumes  into  which  the  muster  rolls  had  been  copied  before  the 
records  were  transferred  to  the  State  T.ibiiny.  The  work  of  indexing  began 
on  .Time  11.  and  between  17.000  and  18,(h>o  index  cards  were  written  ui>  to 
Sepiemher  30,  the  work  of  writing  the  cards  being  done  by  assistants  under 
the  supervision  of  the  State  Areiilvlst 

The  General  Assembly  at  Its  last  session  passed  an  act  allowing  the  cus- 
todians of  local  records  to  transfer  such  of  them  as  had  ceased  to  be  current 
to  the  State  Library.  Not  long  after  the  adjournment  of  the  Assenddy  a 
circular  letter  was  sent  by  me  to  each  county  and  city  court  clerk  in  the 
State,  with  u  coi>y  o£  the  law,  and  second  letters  were  sent  to  some.  Only 
a  very  few  respraided,  and  the  majority  of  these  said  that  Hiey  had  no  records 
which  might  be  transferred.  The  clerk  of  the  court  of  Henrico  county,  how- 
ever, was  very  favorable  to  the  plan  and  secured  from  the  board  of  eiqper- 
visors  autliorizatlon  to  transfer  to  the  library  nil  the  records  of  the  county 
to  the  year  1781.  The  Actual  transfer  has  not  been  made.  h(»wever,  since 
the  clerk  is  waiting  for  the  ju<lge  of  the  county,  who  has  been  absent,  to 
si^  the  order.  It  Is  thouglit  that  when  Henrico  sets  a  precedent  some  of  the 
other  counties  may  follow.

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The  first  Continental  Congress,  whldl  met  on  the  5th  of  September. 
1774.  adopted  on  the  JOth  of  ()c(ol»or  ji  paper  called  the  "Association".  Tills 
was  in  its  most  iinp«trt;iiit  features  u  strict  non  importation,  non-eonsumitt inn. 
and  uun-exportutiuu  agreemeut  made  by  the  delegates  of  the  various  Eugli&h 
colonies  In  America  tn  reference  to  all  ertfctee  of  trade  wltli  Great  Brltlan 
and  signed  on  behalf  of  themselves  and  their  oonstitaenti^  the  several  parts 
of  which  were  to  he  put  into  effect  at  different  dates,  and  were  to  remain 
in  effect  till  certain  oppressive  acts  passed  by  the  British  Parliament  should 
he  repealt'<l.  It  had,  however,  addiliotuil  provisions,  looking;  to  the  promotion 
of  agriculture  and  manufactures,  the  discouragement  of  extravagance  and 
dissipation,  and,  generally,  the  strengthening  of  the  inhabitants  of  the  colontos 
for  the  struggle  which  had  been  entered  Into  with  the  mother  conntry.  The 
oeoeesity  that  there  should  be  local  agencies  for  the  execution  of  the  '*AS80> 
ciation".  in  addition  to  the  connnittee*;  of  correspondence  already  in  existence 
in  the  several  colonies,  caused  the  in.vertlon  in  the  docunieni  of  a  provision 
that  a  committee  should  be  cliosen  in  each  county,  city,  and  town  in  the 
country  by  those  qualiHed  to  vote  for  representatives  in  the  popular  honses 
of  tbe  general  assemblies  of  the  colonies,  whose  boslness  it  shoold  be  **atten- 
tlvety  to  observe  the  conduct  of  all  pemons  tonchlng  this  Association*',  and 
to  bring  the  force  of  public  opinion  to  bear  ajcainst  violators. 

In  arcordnnce  with  this  provision  of  the  "Association"  local  corninittees 
were  fornu'd  very  sliortly  all  over  the  land,  and  the  way  in  wlUch  they 
carried  out  ilie  suggestions  or  directions  made  by  the  Continental  Congress 
and  by  provincial  congresses  or  conventions  may  be  seen  In  the  Oomberland 
and  Isle  0$  Wight  proceedings  whldi  follow.  The  Virginia  county  conmiittees 
soon  became,  when  In  the  further  pro^^ross  of  the  revolution  the  several 
agencies  of  roynl  'government  dislnteirrated.  the  a<'iual  governments  in  preat 
measure  of  iheir  r«\*-pective  coninninif if-  till  the  prftvisions  of  Virglidu's  first 
constitution,  adopted  l>y  represeuiutives  oi  her  people  in  June,  1776,  went  into 
effect  They  were  at  Urst  called  committees  of  observation,  or  committees  of 
inivectlon,  or  committees  of  inq>ection  and  observation,  or  committees  for 
carrying  out  the  provisions  of  the  "As.soclation",  or  merely  committees,  but 
In  course  of  time.  afitM-  the  fm-iiiat ion  of  tlie  central  ( 'onimilt^H'  of  Safety  by 
the  yivLTinia  Convention  on  August  24,  1775,  they  came  to  be  referred  to  as 
local  committees  of  safety. 

Of  the  proceedinipi  of  these  committees,  thoui(h  not  a  tew  extracts  from 
Oiem,  in  the  torm,  particularly,  of  important  resolutions,  are  to  be  found 
in  the  "Vir;:inin  Gazette"  and  the  "American  Archives",  only  those  for  Ouniber- 
Intid  and  Isle  of  \Vi;:ht  <'ountles  have,  so  far  as  Is  known  by  the  writer  of 
tlds  preface.  Iteen  preserved:  and  these  iu>t  in  tlieir  entirety,  hut  in  siilli- 
cient  fullness,  happily,  to  give  to  them  a  very  great  value.  Enough  remains 
to  show  how  these  two  committees  conducted  business,  and  what  business 
was  considered  within  their  province.  Tbe  proceedings  of  these  two  may 
nndonbtedly  be  taken  as  examples  of  the  proceedings  of  all  the  other  com- 
mittees, which  now.  ttnfortunately,  are  lost. 

The  proceedings  of  the  (Cumberland  Committee  are  recorde<l  in  a  manu- 
script volume  now  in  the  Virginia  State  Library,  which  came  into  the  pos- 
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sei&iun  of  the  library  in  IS'Xi.  It  was  nt  that  time  in  a  very  dilapidated 
condition,  and  lackt'd  tlic  (irsi  oiKlitcon  iia^^es,  llie  first  i)roceodiii;;s  remaining 
being  tlmse  for  t,lie  eigliieeniii  uf  l-ebruary,  1775.  Two  years  ago  it  was 
beautifully  repaired,  liowever,  by  au  expert  aod  bandsomely  bocui4  and  will 
now  withstand  the  further  ravages  of  lime  for  many  years  to  come.  The 
proceedings  extend  only  through  page  64  of  the  book,  tlie  rest  of  tlio  l)O0lc 
being  filled  witb  writs,  attachments,  and  other  legal  forms  not  related  in  any 
way  to  the  proceedings.  Some  later  clerlv  of  the  court,  in  a  scarcity  of 
good  writing  material  witli  whicli  we  in  tlie  [ne.sent  great  world  war  are  not 
strangers,  made  use  of  the  boolc  for  a  purpose  different  from  the  one  to 
which  it  had  first  been  put 

Nothing  has  been  found  in  the  *'Vii*sinia  Gasette"  or  dbKwliere  to  fix 
the  date  of  the  election  of  the  committee  or  that  of  Its  first  meeting,  but 
each  of  these  took  place,  proliably.  tlie  latter  part  of  Novemln^r  or  early  in 
December,  1774.  Accordingly,  the  eighteen  missing  pages  of  the  bwk  con- 
tained originally  the  proceedings  of  meetings,  taking  place  in  the  first  two 
and  one-half  months  of  the  ^dstenoe  of  the  committee. 

The  boolc  was  not  used  from  the  date  of  the  very  first  meeting  as  a 
record  book,  as  is  seen  from  an  order  adopted  by  the  committee  on  the  26Qi 

of  February,  177C.  as  follows:  "Ordered,  that  the  whole  Proceedings  of  the 
late  Committee  of  this  County;  and  also  of  this  present  Committee  Ije  fairly 
transcribed  by  the  Clerk  in  a  B<M»k  or  Bimi1,>  .if  Record  to  lie  kept  for  that 
I'urpo.se:  And  also,  that  all  Letters  wliicii  come  directed  lo  llie  Ciiairmuu 
of  this  Committee,  or  to  the  Committee,  for  the  Use  of  this  Committee,  be 
commmilcated  to  the  Coi|miiittee  at  their  n^  Sitting*  and  filed  by  the  Cleric 
of  the  Committee  In  his  Office".  Tlie  proceedings  as  they  appear  in  the  book 
are.  accordingly,  c<»pies  of  the  firiiriiiMls.  which  were  written  on  loose  sheets 
of  jiaper.  They  are  all  attested,  however,  by  Tliomas  Miller,  clerk  of  the 
committee,  by  whom  they  were  copied  into  the  jKM'manent  book  of  record. 

The  most  interesting  i)aper  to  he  founil  in  the  Cumberland  procee<lings 
is  the  set  Of  instructions  given  the  two  representatives  of  Cumberland  County 
in  the  Virginia  Convratlon  wbldi  met  the  6th  of  Ifay,  1776.  They  were  drawn 
up  by  Mr.  Carter  Henry  Harrison,  member  of  a  sulM»mmlttee  appointeil  for 
the  punH»J<<*-  nn'l  reported  to  the  comndttee  and  appn»ve<l  on  the  ililnd  of 
April,  and  then  adopted  by  the  freehol<lers  of  the  county.  They  are  as 
remarkable  for  their  great  determination  of  puri>ose  as  are  any  of  the  similar 
instructions  given  ahont  the  same  time  to  other  delegates  to  Oie  Oonventlon 
by  their  reeqpective  committees  and  constituents.  They  declare  unequivocally 
for  absolute  independence  of  Great  Britain,  In  the  following  language :  "We 
therefore  your  Constituents  Insrruct  you  positively  to  declare  for  an  Inde- 
|)en<lency  ;  that  you  solenndy  abjur''  v.uy  Alleiriance  lo  his  r.ritaninc  .Majesty, 
and  bid  him  a  good  >«ight  for  ever:  that  you  promote  in  our  Convention  aii 
Instruction  to  our  IN^lfgates,  now  si; ting  in  Continenral  Congress,  to  do  tbe 
same**. 

It  was  on  the  5th  of  April  that  the  sub-committee,  of  wUdi  Mr.  Harriaon 

was  chairman,  was  named.  Hence  the  paper  was  written  .<!ometlme  between 
the  nfli  and  the  L'L'nd  of  A[>rll.  Taking,  however,  the  date  of  approval  of  the 
pa|>er  l)y  the  committe<'  as  the  projier  date  to  be  as^igned  it,  namely,  tlie 
22nd  of  April, — and  that,  too,  app**ars  to  be  the  date  of  adoption  by  the 
freeholders  of  the  county  in  mass  meeting  assembled,— it  antedates  by  one 
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llay  tbe  similar  set  of  instmctlons  given  by  the  .committee  and  the  freeholders 

of  ChnrlottP  r<»niiry  to  thpir  repreeent»live«  In  the  Convention  on  tlit^  I'Srd 
of  April — wliicli  are  nlxnit  ns  out-spoken  for  iiulei>en(len<_>e  tlie  CuiniH»rland 
instnu'tions — iiiitl  }inl»Ml:<r«^  any  other  set  i»f  Miiritiia  iiistrnctirms  wliich 

hua  l>een  found.  liKlivlUuui.s  luid  been  advocuting  complete  indeiieudeuce  for 
some  time^  hot  the  dlstinctloii  at  the  GmBberlai^  naolntloiiB  consists  ia  tlie 
Cact  that  they  were  the  first  to  be  adopted  by  a  responsible  pubHc  body  In 
Virginia  calling  on  their  represeotatlTes  to  declare  independence. 

It  will  be  noticed  that  the  Cumberland  instructions  contemplated  a 
declaration  of  indeiiendence  first  by  the  Virginia  fonvention  Itself,  so  far  as 
Virprlnia  was  ((HK-ornod.  aiul  then  a  further  deda ration  hy  the  Continental 
Congress  for  the  whole  country.  It  was  thought  lH?st,  however,  by  the  leaders 
in  tlie  Virginia  Convention,  and  iu  this  they  were  wise,  thnt  the  declaration 
slionld  tw  made  by  tlie  central  body*  since  this  would  not  only  Impress  the 
British  government  and  the  world  at  large  with  the  apparent  unity  of  senti- 
ment In  America  but  would  In  Itself  have  a  strong  tendency  to  foster  this 
unity  ill  the  further  prosecution  of  the  war. 

The  ^'irL:iIlia  Convention  met  on  the  0th  of  May,  177«5.  and  ju-oniptly,  on 
the  7th.  i»'S(i1\(m1  that  on  the  following  Friday  (the  lOtli)  it  would  res<^ive 
itself  into  a  conuuitlee  of  the  whole  to  take  int(j  nuisiMerutioii  tlie  .state  of 
the  Colony.  On  Friday  this  order  of  the  day  was  positioned  till  Saturday; 
on  Saturday,  till  Monday ;  and  on  Monday,  tUI  Tuesday,  the  14th.  The  com- 
mittee th«i  sat  on  Tuesday  and  affain  on  Wednesday.  At  the  close  of  the 
Wednesday  meeting  Mr.  Archibald  Cary,  the  chairman  of  the  committee, 
rejvortefl  the  resolutions  agreed  upon,  which  were  at  once  unanimously  adopted 
by  the  <-onventlon.  One  of  tlie.se  resolutions  was  the  famous  resolution 
instructing  the  Virginia  delegates  in  Congress  Met  proinxse  to  that  resi)ectable 
body  td  declare  the  United  Colonies  free  and  Independent  states*',  in  accord- 
ance wlth-which  Richard  Henry  Lee  submitted  his  even  more  famous  motion 
to  Congress  on  tlie  7th  of  June,  which  was  followed  In  due  oourra  by  the 
Declaration  of  Indeiiendence. 

The  Virginia  Convention  adopted  its  rescdution  on  the  l(5th  of  .May, 
Even  before  this,  however,  and  even  before  any  Virginia  county  ctinimiiLee 
or  meeting  of  freeholders,  so  fiir  as  Is  known,  had  Instructed  its  delegates 
to  move  for  Independence,  tbe  Provincial  Congress  of  North  Carolina  had, 
on  the  12th  of  April,  adopted  unanimously  the  following  resolution: 
"Itesolved,  Th;!t  the  delegates  for  this  Colony  In  the  Continental  Congres.s 
l»e  inipowered  to  concur  with  the  delegates  of  tlic  other  Coloides  in  declaring 
Itide|»tMideiicy.  and  fiuining  foreign  alliances,  reserving  to  this  Colony  the 
Hole  and  exclusive  right  of  forming  a  Constitution  and  laws  for  this  Colony, 
and  of  appointing  delegates  ftrom  time  to  time  (under  the  direction  of  a 
general  representation  thereof),  to  meet  the  delegates  of  the  other  colonies 
for  such  purposes  as  .«hall  be  hereafter  polntetl  out."  Th\is  to  N(U-th  Carolina 
belongs  the  honor  of  priority  in  the  matter  of  instructions  of  delegates. 
Her  delegates  were.  1iowpv»m\  not  Inst  rut  ted  to  move  f(»r  indepi'iidence.  but 
**imiM)wereil  to  concur  with  the  delegates  of  the  other  colonies  In  declaring 
Indeiiendency",  whereas  Virginians  delegates  were  Instructed  to  make  the 
motion,  and  they  acted  in  accordance  with  their  Instmctlons. 

The  ".Toumal  of  the  Convention  of  May.  1776"  gives  no  details  of  the 
flebete  held  in  the  committee  on  the  adoption  of  the  resolutions,  but  n  manu- 
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script  history  of  Vir'^'iiiia  has  been  left  by  I^bmitul  Randolph.  rinniiber  of 
tho  Coiiventioii.  which  gives  some  mfouiit  of  the  procwMlinjrs  of  ilie  com- 
mittee, uutl  there  are  a  few  other  huurcew  of  inforinatiou.  They  Uo  not  dis- 
doee,  however,  the  pert  taken  In  the  debate,  If  any,  by  Mr..  John  Mayo  or  Mr. 
William  Fleming;  the  two  delegates  from  Gnmberland.  wbo  were  content  to 
follow  the  leadership  of  Patrick  Henry,  Edmund  Potulleton.  Thomas  Nelson, 
and  others.  Tiie  resolutions  were  apreed  to  unnnlmousiy  l)y  tlit>  one  hundred 
and  twelve  meml>ers  i)resent  out  of  a  total  uieiubershlp  of  the  Convention 
of  oue  hundred  and  twenty-eight.  Hence  it  is  almost  certain  tlmt  the  two 
mmbers  from  Cumberland  voted  for  them. 

The  proceedings  of  the  Isle  of  Wli^t  Ck>mmittee  are  recorded  in  a  book 
in  the  clerk*8  office  of  Isle  of  Wl^t  Goonty  whose  contents  are  even  more 
miscellaneous  than  are  the  contents  of  the  runil>erland  book,  shue  it  con- 
tnins.  in  addition  to  tlie  committee  i)roceedin>r<,  tiix  records.  Innd  line  records, 
and  marriage  records.  Nor  are  tlie  procHjedin^s  .^o  nearly  comi>leie  a.s  are 
tliose  for  Cumberland,  the  first  date  being  January  13,  and  the  last,  July  27, 
1776w  They  are,  however,  so  far  as  they  go.  of  equal  Interest  and  value.  As 
iR  the  case  with  the  Cumberland  proceedings,  they  are  evidently  aligfatly 
postponed  copies  of  loofte  sheet  originals.  The  handwriting  seems  to  .«how 
I  Ids.  file  name  of  the  chalrnmn.  ".Tohri  Sck.  W'ilK".  hein?;  written  in  eiu  h  ca.«e 
by  the  same  i»ers«»n  who  wiote  the  ndnutes  tliemselves,  nn<l  just  before  the 
name  there  being  in  each  cai»e  inserted  the  formula,  "The  Minutes  of  these 
proceedings  were  signed".  Moreover,  the  proceedings  for  the  15th  of  May 
appear  twice,  the  second  time,  however,  under  date  of  June  15.  The  theory 
is  that  this  duplleatlon  was  merely  the  mistake  of  a  careless  copyist.  The 
proceedings  are  prltded  otdy  once  in  the  followinp  pages,  and  under  the  date 
of  May  15.  that  being  beyond  <loubt,  from  references  in  tlie  proceedings  of 
the  next  meeting,  the  correct  date. 

Because  of  their  great  historical  value,  the  two  sets  of  proceedings 
should  have  been  printed  long  ago.  8Inoe  this  has  not  been  done,  however, 
their  publication  at  the  present  time  seems  almost  imperative.  It  will  not 
be  long,  it  is  to  be  hoi>e<l,  before  the  proi^eedlngs  of  some  at  least  of  the 
l<H-iiI  councils  of  defetise  brought  into  being  in  the  )»i'osecurion  of  the  \\:ir 
witli  Germany  are  given  to  tlie  public,  and  a  compari.^on  of  the  activities 
of  thefie  bodies  with  the  activities  of  the  committees  of  our  forefathers  will 
be  extremely  interesting  and  Insiructlve^

Beverly  Randolph,  James  Pleasants  and  John  Mayo.  E^sqrs.  are  appointed 
as  Substitutes  in  the  Place  of  the  said  Carrington  Fleming  and  Harrison 
respectively,  in  Case  of  their  or  either  of  their  Absence. 

Mr.  Edward  Carrington  signlfyini:  to  this  Connnittee  n  r»esire  to  travel 
from  his  County-  to  diltereuL  Places  in  the  Colony,  and  probably  to  tlie  most 
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illstniit  Parts  of  the  United  Colonies  of  America;  we  cnnnot  forbear.  In 
Justice  to  that  Oentleman's  Character,  lo  recommend  lilm  to  the  World  as 
a  Valuable  Member  of  Civil  Society,  and  a  warm  Friend  to  the  Interests 
and  Liberty  of  America.  Ever  since  the  CommeDcement  of  the  present 
unhappy  Dlapiite  between  Great  Britain  and  tliese  Oolonlea,  Mr.  OarHngton 
has  inroyed  himself  ready  to  step  forth  In  the  Oomnion  Defence— did  step 
forth  among  the  flr^t  from  this  County  as  a  Lieutenant  of  the  Volunteer 
Company  raised  pmonqr  us — h;is  acted  his  Part  well  in  different  IVpart- 
ments,  and  we  think  him  worthy  the  Notice  of  all  true  Lovers  of  their 
Country.  His  private  Character  lias  hitherto  been  irreproachable,  and  his 
pnbUtik  Oondnet  wlthont  Exception.  He  was  elected  a  Oommittee  Man  for 
this  County,  and  afterwards  nominated  a  Oaptain  to  a  Minute  Oonqpany; 
— ^both  which  Plaoes  he  filled  well,  was  active,  diligent,  us^efnl,  and  com- 
pleted his  Company:  We  therefore  hope  he  will  meet  with  every  Honour 
and  Pivforment  among  Strangers,  to  which  his  Merit  ontltnles  him. 

William  Gay,  Gentleman,  is  nominated  a  Captain  of  the  Militia  in  the 
Room  of  Edmund  Vaughan  who  was  lately  a  Captain  but  now  has  resigned 
his  Commission.

The  Clerk  of  this  Committee  Is  directed  to  apply  to  the  Printer  or  any 
Printer  within  this  Colony  tor  sudi  Speeches,  Rissolntioiis  and  Publlcatloiia 
of  the  Ceneral  Congress  as  may  be  useful  to  the  People  of  this  County,  and 
to  engage  for  fifty  Otpies  of  each  Speech  Resolution  or  other  Publication 
of  the  General  Congrt  ss  as  may  be  u.seful  to  the  People  of  this  County,  to  be 
paid  for  by  this  Committee.

"Whereas  it  Is  notorious  to  this  Comniitti't'.  that  cvitv  Aiiitice  has  been 
practiced,  and  no  Stratagem  unuttempted,  by  a  ^tt  of  Men  among  us.  who, 
notwitbstandlng  their  ftilse  Qloases  and  external  Demeanonr,  are  avowed 
Enemies  as  well  to  the  Constitotlon  of  Great  Britain  as  the  happy  Union 
which  once  subsisted  between  the  Mother  (V)untr.v  and  her  Colonies,  to  draw 
many,  otherwise  honest  and  well  meanlnjr.  hut  uninformed  People  in  this 
Colony  into  orrniipous  Opinions,  nnd  to  obstruct,  as  far  as  in  their  I'ower. 
that  Universial  Harmony  and  Union,  which  we  wish  to  establish  through  the 
Continent,  have  endeavored  to  detach  them  by  the  most  dreadfol  Apprdien- 
slons  of  the  probable  Issue  of  the  present  Contests;  and  whereas  it  Is  recom- 
mended to  the  different  Oommittees  by  the  Honourable  Continental  Congress, 
to  treat  all  such  Persons  with  Kindness,  and  to  view  their  Errors  as  proceed- 
insr.  rather  from  want  of  Inforniation.  than  of  Virtue  or  publiel<  Spirit:  to 
assure  them,  that  Necessity,  not  iMioice,  has  driven  us  to  defend.  l)y  Arms, 
our  Rights  and  Liberties;  and,  hi  Order  to  explain  to  them  the  Origin,  Nature 
«nd  extent  of  the  present  Controversy,  Ubeially  to  dlstrflmte  among  the 
People  the  Proceedings  of  the  Congress,  the  late  Speedies  In  Parliament  rela- 
tlve  to  American  Grievances  and  soch  other  Pamphlets  as  tend  to  elucidate 
the  Merits  of  the  American  Cause : 

TJcsolved.  that  the  Printers  be  pnconra;?ed  to  print  In  a  Pamphlet  the 
i<peecht*<  of  the  great  I'atriois  in  lioth  Houses  of  Parlianioiit  relative  to 
American  Grievances;  and  llmt  the  Mejubers  of  this  Coiuniiiiee  usse  llieir 
ntmoKt  Endeavours,  to  carry  the  above  zedted  Resolution  into  Bffsct,  and  that 
fifty  Copies  of  the  Proceedings  of  the  Continental  Congress,  and  other  neces- 
snry  Papers  be  purchased  at  the  Bxpense  of  this  Committee  for  the  Use  of 
the  County. 

And  uliereas  it  Is  Incumbent  on  u<.  pnrtienhirly  nt  this  IMtne,  to  pre- 
f;er\c  Inanindty  and  Harmony  among  ourselves,  and  to  show  tliat  we  are 
determined  to  promote  Merit  to  the  utmost  of  our  Power  wherever  to  be 
found: 

Besolved,  that  it  be  recommended  to  the  Inhabitants  of  this  County  in 

particular,  and  of  the  Colony  In  general,  that  all  Distinction  of  Colonies  and 
Countries  be  laid  aside;  that  there  be  no  other  Name  known  among  them 
tlian  that  of  Americans  and  that  every  Man,  wtio  will  hetirtlly  join  in  this 
common  and  ever  gl<»rious  Struggle  for  Liberty,  be  considered  and  treated 
as  an  American  bom.** 

Thomas  Miller  reported  to  this  Committee,  that  In  Pursuance  of  a  fbrmer 
Order  directing  the  Clerk  of  this  Committee  to  npply  to  the  Printer  or 
Printers  for  such  Hesoiutions,  SittHches  and  Puldicat ions  as  might  be  tiseful 
to  the  People  in  tlds  County,  bf  had  purchased  of  Messrs.  Dixon  and  Hunter 
in  Williamsburg  sundry  Speeches  of  the  Bishop  of  St.  Asaph  and  Political 
Pamphlets  of  one  Sharp,  amounting  In  the  whole  of  both  Kinds  to  the  Num- 
ber of  five  doaen.  and  costing  the  Sum  of  two  Pounds  two  Shillings  and  six 
Penoa  That  they  were  all  of  the  Kind  he  could  find  In  any  of  the  Printing 
Offlees,  now  on  Hand;  but  that  agreeable  to  the  Resolution  of  this  ronnnittee 
he  had  endeavoured  to  encourage  the  reprinting  In  a  Pamphlet  the  Speech  of 
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Edmund  Hurkc.  Esquire,  on  tho  Amprican  Questinn.  and  some  otlier  Political 
Productions,  which  might  prove  entertaining  and  useful  to  tlie  County:  That 
the  above  mentioned  Speeches  auil  i'amphlets  already  purcliabed  were  charged 
to  him,  and  brought  up  and  dlatrlbuted  through  the  County. 

The  Company  complete  of  Captain  Charles  Fleming,  of  the  Begolar  Ser- 
vice, reviewed  by  Mr.  Mosby  ntul  Mr.  Netherland  and  others,  was  reported 
to  this  ( 'umniittcH>  and  received,  and  a  Certificate  ordered  to  be  granted  to  jtbe 
said  ^.'aptain  l-"Ieniiii;r. 

The  lleguiar  Company  of  this  Couutj,  under  Captain  Charles  Flemiug,  is 
directed  to  raardi  to  Gkmoester  Court  House,  and  to  begin  their  march  in 
one  Week  from  this  Time. 

Nathan  Glenn,  GeDtleman,  Bnslgn  In  Captain  Miller  Woodson's  Company 
of  Militia  in  this  County  took  the  usual  Oath  and  qualified  agreeable  to  the 
Urdinaiuv  of  Convention. 

Onlered,  that  Mr.  Moyby  do  contract  for  tiie  Waggon,  Team,  and  Driver 
employed  by  Captain  Charles  Fleming  to  carry  his  Company's  Baggage  down 
to  QloQcester  Court  House,  after  being  disengaged  from  Captain  Fleming,  to 
proceed  immediately  from  Oioncester  Court  House  and  go  to  Hanptoo  and 
bring  up  from  thence  a  Load  of  Salt  for  the  U:^  of  this  County,  and  that 
the  said  WapRon,  Team,  and  Driver  be  employed  by  the  Day  from  the  Time 
of  leaving  Gloucester  Court  House  till  he  brings  op  his  Load  of  Salt  to 
Cumberland  Court  House.

Titii'  or  Auihoiiry  in  and 
over  these  Colonies,  and  u  fonnal  and  solemn  Uecogniiion  of  our  Uights 
and  Independancy;  nor  form  any  commercial  Treaty,  till  fhey  are  satisfied  of 
a  Removal  of  their  Ships  of  War  and  Troops  from  our  Coasts  and  Seas;  that 
they  Immediately  open  a  fiee  Trade  to  all  Nations;  that  th^  exert  themselves 
In  pronirhif?  such  foroiirii  Assistanoe  r.nd  forminfr  sudi  rommen^lal  Con- 
nexions as  they,  in  tlicir  suijerlor  Wisdom,  sliall  think  prudent.

Majesty  for  our  lawftai  Sovereign;  we  most  heartily  beeeedi  Almighty  Ood 
to  strengthen  him,  that  he  may  vanquish  and  overcome  all  his  Enemies,  at 
the  same  Time.  beKKhif;  his  l^rotection,  and  that  he  will  save  us  from  the 
Ilnntls  of  our  Enemies,  mIkiIp  »!i<mi-  I'l  ide.  assuage  their  Malii-e.  an»l  octnfound 
their  Kevices;  thus  we  dishonour  hini.  who  h;ith  eti.joiiied  \i<  to  pray  with  the 
Heart  and  Understanding;  also,  and  must  appear  to  be  rank  Hypocrites:  We 
therefore  recommend,  that  so  mudi  of  the  Liturgy  as  respects  the  King  be 
altered;  that  a  Prayer  for  the  Preservation,  Happiness  and  Union  of  the 
Colonies  he  suhstitute<i,  and  that  the  Clergy  be  directed  to  uoe  the  same  on 
Pain  of  an  iiniii(>diate  Hemoval."
